He believed he 
would be able to increase the mileage 
from the fuel burned by not less than 
10 per cent. by flying low. . Later; 
with his fuel depleted, he will élimb 
to his favorite elevation of 1,200 feet 
and will maintain that, the ‘céiling 
permitting, until Suva is sighted. 
Directly on the course ‘of the 
Southern Cross and 1,700 miles: from 
the Barking Sands the ‘airmen will 
meet a group of islands called Phoe- 
nix. -According to their calculations 
they should reach them by dawn the 
day after taking off and flying 
on such a schedule, they believe they 
Will have sufficient fuel to take them 
on to Suva.

OFFERS PAPERS IN EVIDENCE 


Telegrams Stipulated That Reed 
Keep Out of Georgia—Switch 
to Vare Revealed.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., June 2.—That 
the Ku Klux Klan made an agree- 
ment with:Senator Reed of Missouri 
not to oppose his candidacy for the 
Presidential nomination if he ‘‘would 
stay out of Georgia in his campaign 
for national delegates,’ and that 
Klan support was suddenly switched 
from William B. Wilson, Democratic 
nominee ‘for Senator from Penn- 
Sylvania two years ago, to William 
S. Vare, are allegations contained in 
a document sent to the Presidential 
Campaign Investigating Committee 
today by Van A. Barrickman, coun- 
sel for the five ‘‘rebel’’ Klansmen 
who won a victory over the hooded 
organization in Federal court here in 
April. 

It is also charged by Mr. Barrick- 
man, supported by documentary evi- 
dence, that the Klan spent at least 
$6,000 in furthering the election of 
Earl B. Mayfield of Texas to the 
Senate in 1922. 

The deal with Senator Reed, ac- 
cording to telegrams presented, was 
arranged by Harry Hoffman, Grand 
Dragon of Indiana, and W. F. Zum- 
brunn, genera] counsel for the Klan. 

On Feb. 5 this telegram was sent 
to Hoffman at Kansas City by Zum- 
brunn: 

Orders From Klan Counsel. 

“Treat this matter in absolute con- 
fidence. Our bunch does not want 
to oppose Senator Reed in Missouri, 
but in obtaining this help, which is 
necessary for Reed to obtain dele- 
gates to the National Convention, I 
want to get an agreement that Reed 
will stay out of the State of Georgia. 
Can you diplomatically approach any 
of the Reed managers and work out 
a deal by which, in consideration of 
our leaving him alone in Missouri, 


he will agree to stay out of Georgia? 
This is for your ears and yours alone, 
not to. be passed to any of the rest 
of our men.” 

On Feb. 11 Hoffman replied to 
Zumbrunn as follows: 

‘Looks good. Does your wire mean 
that Reed should refrain from mak- 
ing speeches in Georgia, or does it 
mean that his friends in Georgia are 
not to instruct delegates for him? 
Have right party. here to talk. Must 
first know arrangements required.”’ 

After a further exchange of tele- 
grams, in which Hoffman told of the 
progress he was making, a final 
message was sent to Zumbrunn from 
Kansas City on March 3, reading: 

“Complete. satisfactory arrange- 
ments made Senator maitter.’’

HOOVER WEIGHS FARM ISSUE 


Capital Speculates on Secretary’s 
Conference With McNary, 


WASHINGTON, June 2 = (#).—Ad- 
ministration leaders, including Sec- 
retary Hoover, Republican Presiden- 
tial candidate, are giving consider- 
able attention to the-farm relief 
question in respect to the approach- 
ing campaign. 

No statement or definite move is 
expected to be made in this direction 
until the Republican convention in 
Kansas City selects the party 
nominee, but activities here indicate 
that there is no doubt in the minds of 
the Administration group that this 
is a problem of immediate concern 
to the party. 

Significance is attached ifn this 
connection to the action of Secretary 
Hoover in calling into conference this 
week Senator McNary, Republican, 
of Oregon, co-author of the agricul- 
tural legislation which met a strong 
veto from President Coolidge. 

It is believed in Washington that 
if Mr. Hoover, who now has a lead 
in the number of. delegates to the 
convention, should win the nomina- 
tion he would lose no time in out- 
lining a farm pro Neither Mr. 
McNary nor the Secretary, however, 
has given any indication of the pur- 
poses or the result of their confer- 
ences. 

The Oregon Senator, who ifs re- 
garded as the farm spokesman at 
the Capitol, will not attend the Re- 
publican convention, but his State 
has given its delegation to Mr. 
Hoover. 

Additional significance is attached 
to the Hoover-McNary conferences 
because of the apparent break be- 
tween the Senator and President 
Coolidge.

STRONG FIGHT FOR DRY LAW 


Equality Amendment, International 
Cooperation and Welfare 
Statutes. Sought. 


WASHINGTON, June 2 (7).—An 
“equal rights’ constitutinoal amend- 
ment, American membersHip in the 
World’ Court; Federal protective 
legislation for women and children, 
and prohibition enforcement are 
among the subjects._on which the 
voice of’ American womanhood will 
make itself heard at both political 
conventions this year. But the 
greatest of these, measured by -the 
interest it has aroused among or- 
ganized women, is prohibition. 

The League of Women Voters and 
the National Women’s Party each 
will send official. delegations and, 
although the General Federation of 
Women’s. Club is not sending dele- 
gates, it will be unofficially repre- 
sented by a number of i most 
prominent members and- officials 
who, fresh from the annual meeting 
at San Antonio, will send their in- 
fluence in support of any plank that 


is in line with the federation’s legis- 
lative program. 


Seek International Cooperation. 


The League of Women Voters will 
have five planks urging “‘interna- 
tional cooperation’ in the shape of 
American adherence to the Perma- 
nent Court of International Justice; 
“efficiency in Government,’’ as ex- 
pressed in the abolition of lame-duck 
sessions of Congress; ‘‘public welfare 
in Government,’’ through increased 
Federal maternity and infancy and 
child labor legislation; ‘‘reduced liv- 
ing costs,’’ through Government op- 
eration of Muscle Shoals, and ‘‘im- 
proved legal status of women,”’ 
through specific rather than ‘‘blanket 
legislation.’’ 

The National Woman’s Party will 
energetically back a single plank, fa~- 
voring such ‘“‘blanket legislation’’ in 
the shape of a constitutional amerid- 
ment granting ‘‘equal rights between 
men and women.’’ The National 
Education Association favors the 
establishment of a Federal Depart- 
ment of Education. 

The Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
the Y. W. C, A., the Parents and 
Teachers’ Congress, and _ several 
others of the most powerful wo- 
men’s national organizations, have 
gone on record in favor of prohibi- 
tion, and thus far no national organ- 
ized body of women has appeared 
on the other side of the question. 


Dry Forces Organizing. 
Active organization oft he women’s 
dry forces already is well under way, 
and two preliminary public meetings 
are planned, one in each convention 
city, on the two days immediately 


preceding the conventions. The Kan- 
sas City meeting will be headed by 
Mrs. Henry W. Peabody of Boston, 
representing the Women’s National 
Committee for Law Enforcement, In 
Houston, Mrs. Jesse W. Nicholson, 
of the National Woman’s Democratic 
iow Enforcement League, will pre- 
side, 

The Executive ‘Committee on pro- 
hibition enforcement plank and dry 
candidates will have headquarters in 
each city and will send both men and 
women speakers before the Resolu- 
tions Committees to plead for the 
following plank: 

“The people, through the method 
provided by the Constitution, have 
written the Eighteenth Amendment 
into the Constitution. The (Republi- 
can or Democratic) Party pledges 
itself and its nominees to the obser- 
vance and vigorous enforcement of 
this provision of the Constitution.”’

MANY CHOSEN ALTERNATES 


New. York wh Have Largest Ftepres 
‘sentation ‘of Women. and 
Missouri the Next. 


wiihsaW@oon, June 2 (#).—The 
women of America, constituting 49 
per cent. of the eligible électorate, 
will be repréBented at the 1928 Re- 
publican Convention by less than 6 
per cent. of the delegates. Final 
returns from all States except West 
Virginia show a total of sixty-four 
Republican women delegates in a 


total of 1,089, as compared to 120 
with 111 votes at Cleveland a year 


ago.. 
Waltien alternates this year will 
number 239, exclusive of West Vir- 
ginia, as compared to to 279 in 1924. 
Brings the number of women 
who will have seats in the Conven- 
tion Hall up to 303, or about 15-per 
cent, of the total representation. 
Four years ago 399 women were dele- 
gates or alternates. 
Although several States have cer- 
’ tified a large number of women as 
alternates, Missouri having an. al- 
most wholly feminine alternate slate, 
fifteen States will send no women 
delegates, and five States, four Ter- 
ritories and the District of Colum- 
bia will send no women: at. all, either 
delegates or .alternates. "This. last 
fact does not’ represent “a change 
numerically since 1924, as the same 
number of States and Territories sent 
only men to Cleveland. 


Foxw Western States Drop Women 


This year States sending no women 
are predominantly Western, includ- 


ing Montana, Nevada, Oregon, South 
Dakota, in addition to South “Caro- 
lina, wheréas in .1924 they ‘were 
chiefly Southern, . including. South 
Carolina, Louisiana, Georgia and 
Alabama, with Idaho in the West. 

West Virginia, the returns from 
which are not yet in, is not ex- 
pected to certify any women dele- 
gates, but may send one or two 
women among its alternates... In 
1924 it had one woman alternate at 
Cleveland. 

Two States, Wisconsin and Louisi- 
ana, will have women delegates at 
the convention but no women alter- 
nates. This happened in the. cases 
of Arkansas, «Mississippi, Nevada 
and Oregon in 1924. 

The outstanding change at Kansas 
City is in the decreased proportion 
of women delegates from the States 
sending them, and in the increased 
number of States sending women 
only as. alternates, .In 1924 there 
were only three in the latter cate- 
gory, Florida; South Dakota and 
West Virginia, whereas this. year 
there are fifteen, Alabama, Arkan- 
sas, Colorado, Florida, ‘Georgia, 
Idaho, Indiana. Kansas, Mississippi, 
New Hampshire, New Mexico, North 
Carolina, Tennessee, Texas ‘and 
Wyoming. 


Wyoming Democrats Name. Six. 


Wyoming, the first State to have 
a woman Governor and the first to 


have woman suffrage, which was 
incorporated in. the State Constitu- 
tion when. it entered the Union in 
1890, will have no women official 
delegates at the Republican Conven- 
tion. It will send three women alter- 
nates to Kansas City, however, and 
six women, three delegates and three 
alternates, will represent it at Hous- 
ton in the Democratic .Convention. 
In 1924 it sent two women as of- 
ficial delegates to each of the party 
conventions. 

The highest total of women dele- 

ates for any State this year is six 
rom New York, two at large and 
four from the districts. In 1924 also 
New York. was highest, with nine, 
Missouri sent eigh and Minnesota 
six. Following New York’s lead this 

ear are Massachusetts and Okla- 
oma with five each and ence 
with four. Eight other.States. ‘will 
each have three, five will have two 
each and ten will have only one 
each. 

There will be no lack of femininity,

for Export to Passing of 
Pre-Revolationary Estates. 


MOSCOW; June. 2 ® mo Uindaes a 
Government ruling necessitated ‘by 
the shortage of wheat. available for 
export, Moscow bekeries. will sell 
semi-dark bread only. Wheat flour 
is no longer sold to the public, 

Joseph Stalin, Chairman of the 
Communist Party, said regarding the 
difficulties faced by Soviet Russia in 
the grain situation, that it was not 
due alone to, the incompetence of 
officials in charge. Despite the fact 
that the grain crop this year reached 
pre-war figures, Soviet Russia’s 
production of marketable grain féll 
to half its pre-revolutionary figures 
and the Russian grain.export is only 
one-twentieth of that before the 
war. 

All this, Stalin believes, results 
from the passing of the estates of 
large land-owners and the farms of 
wealthy peasants, which before the 
revolution produced the bulk of Rus- 
sia’s grain exports. 

The Comrounist leader said that the 
remedy was in the intensive organi- 
zation of collective farm units, which 


must take the place of the old large 

estates. Available figures show that 

collective Soviet farms already pro- 

anaes 47 per cent. of marketable grain,

HUGHES GETS DEGREE 
AT MILITARY COLLEGE

Explosives in- Mines. 


Information in’ regard .to four 
types of insulated mine-car couplings 
is contained in Sérial 2,868, recently 
published by the United States Bu- 
reau of Mines. The general principles 
of construction are similar in all in- 
sulated .couplings. ‘The piece con- 
taining ‘the ‘hole for the coupling pin 
is made of steel and the steel parts 
are separated by an-irsulating ma- 
terial,-such as fiber'or wood. The 
coupling is either rigid or semi-rigid 
to prevent the bumpers of the mine 
car from coming in contact and to 
keep the cars insulated from one an- 
other at all times. “

PEKING A GOAL OF CONQUESTS 


City’s History Is One of Conflict 
for Nine Centuries.

An invading force of Khitan Tar- 
tars seized it for their headquarters 
in 986 and named it are “The 
Southern Capital’? (not to be con- 
fused with the present city of Nan- 
king). During the early part of the 
twelfth century it was_ recaptured 
.by the Chinese. They’reduced it in 
rank from a metropolis to a provin- 
cial city of the first grade, calling 
it Yen-Shan-fu. fe 035 

The King Tartars “then swept 
across China and in 1151 they were 
in Peking. The city became a royal 
residence under the name of Chung- 
tu or ‘‘Central Capital.’’ 

The famed . Mongolian invader 
Genghis Khan seized the city, but 
his interests centred on the Mon- 
golian steppes and he refused to 
move his capital there. 

His successor, Kublai: Khan °(1280-

It is encircled by a wall 
and planted with trees, to one of 
which the last Emperor of the Ming 
dynasty (1644), finding his escape 
from the Manchu invaders cut off, 
hanged himself. 
The central portion of the Forbid- 
den City. forms the Imperial Palace, 
where in halls of barbaric splendor 
the Emperor held court. In the east- 
ern and western portions the resi- 
dences of the highest dignitaries of 
the empire were situated, and beyond 
its.confines to the south stand the of- 
fices of the six official boards which 
directed the affairs of the provinces 
of the empire.

Side the legation area in the capital 
on any treaty stipulation. 


The Japanese commercial treaty 
with China (1903) stipulated that the 
Chinese Government undertook to 
open of its own accord a place of 
international residence in Peking ‘‘in 
case of and after the complete with- 
drawal of foreign troops stationed in 
the Province of Caihli and of the 
legation guards.’’ Foreign garrisons 
are still maintained in Peking and 
North China and, therefore, this con- 
dition has not yet come into force. - 


The residence of foreigners other 
than the classes enumerated has 
been tolerated by the Chinese author- 
ities under certain conditions, as a 
result of a compromise with.the le- 
gations. 


By 1925 the authority of the 
Peking Government scarcely extend- 
ed outside the city. Trade had be- 
come stagnant and the city was con- 
stantly menaced by opposing armies. 
The Peking Government, although 
it was recognized by the powers and 
its representatives were accepted by 
the League of Nations, had become a 
Government in name only. Peking 
as a world capital was passing into 
history.

NORDENSKJOLD, 
EXPLORER, DEAD 


Contributed Much to World’s 
Knowledge of Arctic and 
Antarctic Regions. 


A PROFESSOR AND AUTHOR 


Ice Conditions In the 
Antipodes—Made Researches 
in Spitsbergen. 


Wrote on 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden, June 2 ().— 
Professor Otto Nordenskjoeld, noted 
Arctic and Antarctic explorer and a 
professor at the University of Gothen- 
burg, died today at the age of 59, the 
victim of an accident. 

Professor Nordenskjoeld was leader 


of scientific expeditions to Tierra del 
Fuego, 1895-97; Alaska and the Yu- 
kon Territory in 1898; the Antarctic 
regions, West Greenland, 1909; Pata- 
gonia, 1920; Spitsbergen ‘and Iceland. 
He was the author of many impor- 
tant studies in geography, of Ant- 
arctic ice conditions and of creta- 
ceous fossils and plant remains dis- 
covered during his explorations. 


Other valuable researches con- 
ducted by Professor Nordenskjoeld 
related to the former extension of 
land-ice in South America; remains 
of the extinct animal, neomylodon, 
which were taken to Europe, and 
Swedish petrology. 

He was an honorary member of the 
Royal Geographicar Society of Lon- 
don and a corresponding member of 
nearly every other important geo- 


graphical society in the world. His} M 


account of the Swedish Antarctic ex- 
pedition of 1901 to 1904 has been pub- 
lished in seven languages. 

Professor Nordenskjoeld was edu- 
cated at the University of Upsala.

Last 
April, at the celebration of Dr. But- 
ler’s twenty-fifth ‘anniversary as

For the first two years after he 
took his bachelor’s.degree.

Supreme Court Upholds Banker 
in Sale of Two Paintings by 
Captain de Maziroff. 


CONTRACT BINDS DEALER 





Russian’s Plea of Imperfect Knowl- 
edge of English Is Termed a 
‘Sham’ by Justice Callahan. 


The filing of a judgment in the 
Supreme Court for $5,800, against 
Captain George de Maziroff of 11 
East Fifty-fifth Street, art dealer and 
financial adviser to Prince Felix 
Youssoupoff in his sale to Joseph E. 
Widener, of two Rembrandts worth 
$1,000,000, disclosed yesterday a dis- 
pute betwen de Maziroff and George 
N.- Richard, banker, of 855 Park 
Avenue, which resulted in a decision 
in favor of Richard. 

The papers in the case showed that 
de Maziroff, who has maintained a 
gallery at his East Fifty-fifth Street 
residence for a year, had known Mr. 
Richard when the latter was a boy 
in Paris in 1906 and that through 
the medium of a mutual friend the 


banker bought two paintings from 
de Maziroff, described as ‘‘Legend of 
Traiano,” by ‘‘Peruzzi, Siennese, 
1481-1537, ’? at $2,800 and “Landscape 
of Italian Lakes,” by ‘‘Zuccarelli, 
Florentine, 1702-1788,"’ at $3.000. 

A bill of sale, written by -Captain 
de Maziroff, and dated January 12 
le. . read:

Asks Return of His Money--

De Maziroff then answered the suit, 
asserting that because his knowledge 
of English is ‘‘acquired,’’ he ,wrote

when he meant “at the end of six 
months.’”’ Mr. Richard thereupon 
applied to Justice Callahan for a 
judgment striking out the answer 
and awarding the sum sued for. He 
said that the letters of de Maziroff 
showed a good command of the Eng- 
lish language and that the Geter 
“‘gpeaks English very well Mr.

Earthen lewi in Acinene: x 
Said to Be 2,000 Years Old 


NOGALES, Ariz., June 2 P.— 
Ancient earthen jars, ‘containing 
the. bones of a prehistoric race, 
recently excavated by men work- 
ing on the city streets, were de- 
clared today to be more than 2,000 
years old by Byron Cummings, 
Dean of the University of  Ari- 
zona, who. made an inspection of 
the relics. 

Many of the jars are inscribed 
with curious designs, and crude 
drawings of snakes, . centipedes 
and birds. Dean Cummings at- 
tributed the articles found to. the 
Pihouse people, a long-hcaded 
race, predecessors of the later 
race known as the Pueblo people, 
who built Casa Grande. 

Excepting the cliff: dwellers rel- 
ics which were discovered near 
Flagstaff, these jars were said to 
be the oldest relics yet unearthed 
in Arizona. 








AMERICA NOW LEADS 
IN CHEMICAL OUTPUT 


Industry Jumps in 25 Years to 
Production Worth More Than 
$2,000,000,000, Says Writer, 


CAPITAL IS AIDING SCIENCE 


Greater Buying Power of Public Is 
Also Given As Cause for Big 
Gain in Trade Since 1899. 


The United States has the largest 
chemical industry in the world, with 
a production of more than $2,000,- 
000,000, and this has been attained 
in twenty-five years from a position 
of comparat.vely minor importance, 
eccording to Anna Hazel Swift of the 
Chemical Division of the United 
States Bureau of Moreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce. 

The increasing cooperation be- 
tween aggressive capital and crea- 
tive scicnce is credited with being a 
vital factor in the development, says 
an article by this authority in In- 
dustrial and Engineering Chemistry, 
the journal of the American Chemi- 
cal Society.

STRAWBERRY PRICES 


24” COT BY BIG SUPPLY 


Largest Shipments of Year 
Entered City Last Week— 
First Raspberries Arrive. 


BEANS AND PEAS HIGHER 


Potatoes at Lowest Quotation of 
Season, Wholesale Report of 
State Market Bureau Shows. 


New York received the largest quan- 
tity of strawberries last week that it 
has received in any similar period 
this year, and prices were at their 
lowest, according to Dr. Arthur E. 
Albrecht, director of the New York 
office of the: State Department of 
Agriculture and Markets. His weekly 
report on the wholesale produce mar- 
kets, made public yesterday, says that 
the berries camé from ten States and 
that a goodly percentage was trucked 
in from neighboring States. The ten 
contributing States in New York’s 
first ‘‘strawberry festival’ were 
North Carolina, Virginia, Maryland, 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Delaware, New, 
Jersey, souri, Oklahoma and Ar- 
kansas. 

The balance of Dr. Albrecht’s re- 
port follows: 

“In addition to strawberries, huckle- 
berries and dewberries were on the 
market from the Carolinas. The. sea- 
son’s first carload of raspberries 
came from far-off California, This 
delicate fruit was shipped in a re- 
frigerator car and arrived in excellent 
condition. 

“Georgia has commenced to market 
her huge peach crop. From the ap- 
pearance of this popular fruit, indi- 
cations are that the crop will be fine 
in quality. Peaches continued to 
arrive also from California in earlots. 


Pineapples in Good Demand. 


“Pineapples from Cuba and the 
adjacent islands were in liberal sup- 
ply, but a good demand resulted in 
slightly higher prices at wholesale. 

‘In spite of liberal supplies of 
cherries available from California the 
active demand at the end of the week 
caused prices to trend upward, espe- 
cially on fancy, large stock, 

‘Increased supplies of plums from 
California resulted in lower whole- 
sale prices. Small shipments of plums 
have also commenced to arrive from 
Georgia. But most of this fruit was 
of small size and was given little at- 
tention by critical buyers. 

‘The luscious cantaloupe was plen- 
tiful this week. Honeydew melons 
from California have begun to sup- 
plant those from Mexico. Florida 
continues to be the chief source of 
watermelons, but the demand has not 
besn brisk, cwing to the cool weather. 

“The season’s lowest prices were 
set by both old and new crop pota- 
toes this past week on account of 
heavy supplies, which were in excess 
of trade requirements. The bulk of 
the old potatoes came from Maine 
and the new mostly from Florida, 
South Carolina and Georgia. 

“Lighter receipts and a better de- 
mand, Barrie wid on fancy stock, 
resulted in higher prices on string 
beans, cauliflower, lettuce, green 
peas and tomatoes. Declines at 
wholesale were noted on cabbage, 
celery, eggplants, lima beans, pep- 
pers and onions. 

“A large volume of the cucumbers 
available from Florida this past week 
Mwere unattractive in quality and’con- 
dition, and prices ranged widely. Sev- 
eral small shipments receiv from 
South Carolina indicate that the sea- 
son is about to start in that State. 
Hothouse cucumbers were available 
from Ohio, Indiana, Massachusetts 
and Virginia. 

“Liberal supplies and unfavorable 
weather conditions retarded the out- 
let: for green corn, hence prices were 
lower at the end of the week.

Haverford Party at ‘Ain Shems 
Traces Origin of Israel's 
Ancient Enemies. 


TOUCHED CRETE AND EGYPT 
Findings at Beth Shemesh Carry 
Old Testament City -Back' to 
2000 B. C., Dr, Grant Reports. 


Special to The New York Times. 

HAVERFORD, Pa., June 2.—Dis- 
coveries made by the Haverford Col- 
lege expedition to Palestine throw 
light’ on the little known Philistine 
and Canaanite peoples, according to 
letters and cables received from Dr. 
Elihu Grant in the last few days. 
Dr. Grant, Professor of Biblical Lit- 
erature at Haverford College and an 
authority on the: peasant peoples of 
Palestine, is ‘head of the expdition 
which is excavating the mound of Ain 
Shems, about twenty miles’ west of 
Jerusalem. 

Virtually all that is known of the 
Philistines is from the prejudiced 
source of the ancient Israelites, their 
traditional enemies. 
pedition has been. successful in un- 
covering mush of the dead past of 
these people, showing them to have 
been largely influenced by Cretan 
Egyptian culture. 

“Beth Shemesh is an_ excellent 
school of archaeology in itself,’’ Dr. 
Grant writes. ‘‘We can show ma- 
terial from nearly every century be- 
tween 2,000 and 700 B. C. in stone, 
clay or bronze.”’ 

Ain Shems, as the mound is now 
called by. the Arabs, is the Beth 
Shemesh of the Old Testament. It 
was here that the Ark of the Cov- 
enant came again into the posses- 
sion of the Israelites after its cap- 
ture by the Philistines. It was hur- 
riedly sent back from the city of 
Gaza on the coast, as the account 
runs, after it had caused the statue 
of Dagon, the fish god, to fall in his 
temple and had brought a plague 
upon the people. 


Site Near Samson’s Birthplace. 


Beth Shemesh is also within two 
miles of the ancient Zorah, modern 
Saraa, the birthplace of Samson, 
and was undoubtedly often visited 


by him. The valley of Sorek, where 
Samson fell under the spell of De- 
lilah and was shorn of his strength- 
giving locks, is also within a few 
miles of this ancient city. Biblical] 
accounts give the time of Samson’s 
birth as approximately 1161B.C., so 
that Dr. Grant’s findings in the 
mound are more than likely to in- 
clude objects of daily use familiar 
to this hero of Israel. 

Evidence was found of the town’s 
destruction in the year 726 B. C. by 
Sennacherib, the Assyrian ruler who 
overran the kingdom of Judah and 
besieged King Hezekiah in Jerusa- 
lem, causing the Israelite monarch 
to strip the gold from the doors of 
the temple for tribute. Dr. Grant 
reports: 

“We see the layers of ash from 
ancient destructive fires, lines of 
charcoal where the roof-timbers fell 
to the first story and smoldered. * * * 
burned wheat in a bin. *.* * the 
wreck of the city as perhaps Senna- 
cherib left it.” 

The most recent word from the ex- 
pedition is contained in a letter to 
John R. Hoc#es of Haverford, dated 
from Beth Shemesh several weeks 
ago. Dr. Grant writes in part os 
follows: 

“We have had the greatest good 
fortune. We must have hit a par- 
ticularly rich spot on the mound and 
we have cleaned to the rock beneath. 
The three leading ren in Palestin- 
jan archaeolozy have favored us 
oe visits this week and are enthus- 
astic. 

“Just now our sector within the 
walls reveals the ancient Canaanite 
remains of the city as it was, partly 
in the late Lronze Age and partly in 
the Midale Bronze Age, say from 
1690 ico 1200 B. C. 


Find Many Cult Objects. 


“We find fragments of their dishes, 
cult chiects, bits of jewelry. A few 
days ago we found a piece of gold 
foil as large over as one’s thumb and 
as good as new. Yesterday it was 
an alabaster spoon and tiny pestle. 
Today it was a bronze razor, anklets 
ang other bits of bronze. One day 
it was a fragment of an imitation of 
the Cretan snake goddess, four As- 
tartes (the Phoeninian goddess of 
love and fertility), ane a head of the 
fron age pottery, one a torso of 900 
B. C., another in clay, without head, 
200 years older, and a perfect speci- 
yr in the style of Hathor, 1500 

(Hathor was the Egyptian goddess 
of love and the finding of this figure 
shows the spread of Egyptian cul- 
ture. The Philistines seem to have 
been of Phoenician origin, and the 
city of Betn Shernaesh was_ first 
Canannite, then Philistine and then 
Israelite.) 

“‘A bronze shovel for sacrificial ashes 
was found, with several sacred stones 
and a stone slab of offerings, carved 
for the purpose. Not far from this 
sacred spot a more modern temple is 
now being excavated. Results show 
that Canaanites, Philistines and He- 
brews worshiped at nearly the same 
area, on different levels and of course 
with different emphasis. We can see 
what the Prophets declaimed against. 

“Among our findings yesterday was 
a solid gold bodkin, eight centimeters 
long, eyelet in the middle of the 
shaft. Every day scarabs, or beads 
or bits of bronze come from the sieve. 
Bushels of pottery have come from 
the cave burials. 

“T was delighted to disengage three 
rare specimens from the soil and 
marl which had fallen about them 
ages ago in such fashion as to pre- 
serve them while their companions 
were crushed. One was a pyx, one a 
‘bugelkanne’ and one a jugiet. All 
were importations from Cyprus, with 
lovely golden brown lustrous surface 
and design, 1500 B. C. or thereabouts. 


Many Bones in Old Grotto. 


“We have a number of shapes new 
to the experts. Several choice speci- 


mens of alabaster have survived the 
wreck of a dozen others. One in the 
Egyptian style has a removable head 
and neck, the joint being beautifully 
ground. We have found many beau- 
tiful bronze vessels and a number of 
knives, spears, arrows, javelins, 
needles, bangles and crescents. In 
the haft of one spear is.the decayed 
wood of the handle. 

“The only described materials are 
two jar handles, one mud) jar seal 
with scarab impression and over thir- 
ty ancient scarabs. Most of these 
scarabs are in soapstone and often 
the glaze shows.”’

CLASSES TO BEGIN JUME 28 


State Labor Department Will 
Studied In New Course—Reci- 
tations End Aug. 22. 


Plans to accommodate a record 
number of more than 4,500 men and 
women in the Summer Session of the 
College of the City of New York be- 
ginning June 28 were announced 
yesterday by Professor Joseph X. 
Healy, director. There will be two 
hundred courses in the College of the 
Liberal Arts and Science, School of 
Technology, School of Education and 
School of Business and Civic Admin- 
istration, and there will be several 
special vocational courses. 

One new course will describe the 
work of the New York State Labor 
Department. Through the coopera- 
tion of Industrial . Commissioner 
Hamilton, a course of lectures will 
be given outlining the scope, func- 
tion and service of that department. 
The lectures, which will be open to 
the public, will be given on Tuesday 
and Thursday mornings in the Great 
Hall of the main building of the col- 
lege by the heads of the various 
bureaus of the State Labor Depart- 
ment. 

Commissioner Hamilton will open 
the course July 10 with a general out- 
line and history of the department 
and its mechanism. Following will 
be a lecture by E. B. Patton, Direc- 


tor of the Bureau of Statistics and 
Information, on the official statistics 
and their service for business. Dr. 
Raphael Lewey, Chief Medical Ex- 
aminer, will discuss industrial medi- 
cine and surgery. Miss Frances 
Perkins will speak on women and 
children in industry. Other lectures 
will cover workmen's compensation, 
preventing and settling of industrial 
disputes, fitting the young worker to 
the job, and like subjects. 

A further addition to the curricu- 
lum of the Summer Session is the or- 
ganization of a course in the appre- 
ciation of music in connection with 
the Lewisohn Stadium Concerts. 

Discussing the plans of the session, 
Professor Healy said: 

“Last semester our enrolment was 
3,800 students, and this year we have 
planned the work to provide instruc- 
tion for an expected enrolment of 
approximately 4,500 students. Since 
the establishment of the Summer Ses- 
sion in 1917 there has been a contin- 
ual growth in the number of students 
registered for our Summer Session, 
and in the variety and extent of the 
courses offered. 

“By taking courses in the Summer 
Session our students are enabled to 
shorten their normal four-year col- 
lege course and as a result enter pro- 
fessional schools earlier than they 
otherwise could. The courses given 
in the Summer Session are in all re- 
spects similar to the ones given in 
the Winter terms and the same 
standards of scholarship and attend- 
ance are maintained.”’ 

Classes will meet morning, after- 
noon and evening in the Main Build- 
ing, in the Commerce Centre, tem- 
porarily in Grand Central Palace, and 
in the Brooklyn Centre at Willough- 
by and Bridge streets. The person- 
nel of the teaching staff will consist 
of about 100 instructors, drawn main- 
ly from the regular corps at the col- 
lege. Recitations will be over Aug. 





Amherst Drops the Honor System.

WILL GRADUATE INTO JOBS. 


Most Seniors at Connecticut College 
for Women Are So Listed. 

NEW LONDON, Conn., June 2.— 
Most of the members of the senior 
class at Connecticut College for Wo- 
men this year, numbering in all 130, 
will go into business or a profession 
after their graduation, June 12. 
Those who are not to do so. explain 
that ‘‘conditions at home make it 
necessary’”’ for them to stay there. 

From the analysis which the per- 
sonnel bureau at the college has 
made of the class of 1928, it was 
shown that twelve have already an- 
nounced their engagements, their 
marriage set for an early date, and 
several more are expected to reveal 
a like purpose before their final day 
of college. 

Teaching is the profession which 
the largest number has chosen. Fif- 
teen are to go into secretarial work, 
nine into publishing or book shops, 
nine into social work, seven into art, 
five into diatetics, five into business, 
four into psychological work, three 
into library work, two into labora- 
tory work. Twenty-four will continue 
their studies, doing graduate work at 
Columbia and other’ universities, 
mostly with a view to taking higher 
degrees and fitting themselves for 
teaching in colleges. 

Those who go immediately from 
college into teaching will, most of 
them, find places in the smaller high 
schools, from which they may here to 
step up into more exacting positions 
after they have secured the neces- 
sary experience. The salaries which 
the seniors have been offered range 
from $1,200 to $1,500. The youngest 
graduate is 19, the oldest 25.

New England Synod. 


3 BODIES LIKELY TO UNITE 


Sole Remaining Dispute on Doctrine 
Is Believed Ended by Com- 
mission’s Action. 


When the Lutheran Synod of New 
York and New England meets for 
its twenty-seventh annual session in 
St. John’s Church, Poughkeepsie; 
beginning Tuesday evening and con- 
tinuing through Thursday noon, it 
likely will be the last yearly meeting 
of that body. It is expected that a 
merger will take place very shortly 
with the other two Lutheran bodies 
included in the same territory. 
These are the New York Ministerium 
and the Synod of New York. 
When the Ministerium meets June 
18, 19 and 2 in St. Peter’s Church, 
Lexington Avenue and Fifty-third 
Street, it is the general belief that 
this also will be the last annual ses- 
sion of that body. 
The many A en: GIES which have kept 
rt these synods, all of which are 
ready affiliated with the United 
Lutheran Church in America as sep- 
arate organizations, have been re- 
moved by legislation, except the dif- 
ferences on doctrine. But it now ap- 
pears that action taken at a recent 
meeting of the Joint Merger Commis- 


sion virtually has removed that ob- 
stacle also. 


Buffalo Minister to Report. 


The Rev. Edward H. Boettger of 
Buffalo, N. Y., will report to this 
effect at Poughkeepsie for the New 
York and New England Synod’s 
Committee on Merger. 

“A lengthy discussion concerning 
the doctrinal basis embodied in the 


proposed constitution followed,’’ 
says the report Mr. Boettger will 
make on Wednesday regarding the 
last meeting of the Joint Merger 
Commission. ‘‘This turned largely 
about an interpretation of terms and 
was finally settled on the basis of 
the doctrinal position .set down in 
the Constitution of the Synod of 
New York and New England,’’ Mr. 
Boettger’s report continues. ‘‘By a 
considerable martin this proposal 
was accepted. It was then decided 
to refer the action of the commission 

to the synods for action at their 
1928 conventions. 

‘Should the action of each and all 
of the synods be favorable, the way 
to a convention of the three bodies 
for the purpose of actual merging 
would be cleared,’’ the report con- 
cludes. 

The Synod of New York accepted 
this recommendation of the Joint 
Merger Commission at its meeting 
last month in Johnson City. As to 
the Synod of New York and New 
England, it only remains for it to 
reaffirm its own present statement 
of dogma. And inasmuch as its own 
Committee on Merger of the Minis- 
terilum has already accepted the 
statement of the doctrinal position 
of the Synod of New York and New 
England, it is being generally pre- 
dicted that the Ministerium itself 
will do likewise. 


President Predicts the Merger. 


The Rev. Dr. Samuel Trexler, Pres- 
ident of the Synod of New York and 
New England, in his annual report 
to that body, printed in the program 
for the Poughleepsie meeting and 
issued 7 eeiertey. predicts the mer- 
ger will take place. 

“The action of our sister synods 
at their last conventions leaves small 
doubt that the merger of the three 
synods in this territory will in the 
near future be accomplished,” says 
Dr. Trexler. ‘‘Through a period of 

ears which have meant education, 

e clearing away of suspicions and 
the developing cf brotherly love, 
there has come the larger vision of 
the Church. Each of the three 
synods in its separate life has devel- 
oped certain qualities along the line 
of its own history. These can now 
be fused so as to create a richer,

The impetus to building, Mr. Plum- 
mer said, had been brought about 
“by the increase in the size of the 
Government loan fund to $250,000,000, 


and by making possible loans for 
construction up to three-fourths the 
cost of the ships at current Govern- 
ment interest rates. 

Three Pacific Coast lines, he said, 


intend to ask loans aggregating $40, 2 


,000. and an East Coast operator 
will apply -for a loan of $10,000,000 
for cargo ship construction. 


United States Lines Incomplete. 


Mr. Plummer opposed suggestions 
that the United States Lines, oper- 
ating from New York to Europe, be 
offered for sale soon and predicted 
this would not be done for about 
two years. As now constituted, he 
gaid, the United States Lines are 
not rounded out, having only the Le- 
viathan and the George Washington 
as fast ships. The other vessels of 
the service are capable of from 13 
to 17 knots, whereas the Leviathan 
cruises at 23 knots. 

With the reconditioning of the 
Monticello and Mount Vernon, two

Executives’ Meet Next Month 
in Atlantic City to Discuss 
Steel and Coal Reductions. 


PASSENGER, .REVENUES CUT 


Decrease In 1927 Was Relatively 
Greater Than the Actual 
Decline in Traffic. 


Rumors of rate wars in the rail- 
road field will occupy a prominent 
place in discussions at the meeting 
of the Association of American Rail- 
way Executives in Atlantic City next 
month. Since the beginning of the 
year there has been a succession of 
rate reductions by the railroads on 
different commodities which have 
caused apprehension in some if not 
all railroad circles. Rates on stecl 
and coal have been the chief items 
in reductions. 

Long before these reductions went 
into effect sections of the railroad 
field were expressing concern at the 
tendency of the roads to cut rates. 
The appreciation shown by shippers 
in this trend was by no means shared 
by the transportation field generally. 
Thus, last year the railroads received 
an average of 1.080 cents for moving 
a ton of freight one mile, which was 
a decrease of 15.3 per cent. from 
average revenues in 1921.

PHILADELPHIA SHOWS GAIN. 


In Last Week of May Trade Was 9 
Per Cent. Above 1927 Mark.

PHILADELPHIA, June 1.—The 
final week of May was more produc- 
tive of business than previous weeks, 
commercial transactions increasing 
9 per cent. over the corresponding 
week of last year, with thirteen out 
of seventeen leading cities in this 
district sharing in the gain. Clear- 
ings of the Philadelphia banks for 
May show an increase of $35,000,000 
over April and a gain of $120,000,090 
over May last year. 

Building operations reached the 
second highest level ever recorded 
for May.

The monthly report of the Reserve 
Bank shows ‘that wholesale trade 
improved during May in several 
lines, but that on the whole it was 
below that of a year ago. Retail 
sales increased as Spring advanced.

likely to revive shortly.

Individual Rate Cuts. 


These decreases resulted from num- 
erous individual rate cuts in all parts 
of the country. The Bureau of Rail- 
way Economics held that in freight 
and passenger services, the decrease 
in 1927 revenue was relatively greater 
than the actual decline in traffic. 
Respecting other services, known 
factors do not exist by which to 
measure the physical amount of the 
service rendered. The bureau con- 
tended that the drop in revenue by 
the railroads, compared with the de- 
crease in traffic in the latter part of 
1927, resulted from cuts in rates. 

Nevertheless, at the beginning of 
the year the Eastern roads agreed to 
a substantial cut in rates on export 
shipments of steel from their terri- 
tory. These rates had stood at 75 
per cent. of the rates on domestic 
shipments since the post-war years, 
this differential having been granted 
to help the steel interests maintain 
production at a rate somewhat com- 
mensurate with that of the war pe- 
riod. This differential was cut to 60 
per cent. of the domestic rate on 
Jan. 1. 

The ratitoads agreed to this cut 
on ccndition that it remain in effect 
only for 1928 and that if it did not 
result in an adequate increase in 
steel movement it would be rescind- 
ea. In the first four months of the 
year exports of steel totaled 828,800 
gross tons, against 745,520 in the 
same period last year, and imports 
were 252,720, against 235,953. In the 
first two months exports did not in- 
crease in a way that specially im- 
pressed railroad men, but in April 
they. totaled 215,184 tons, against 
192,369 tons in April, 1927. If this 
trend is continued the railroads may 
not find that the cut in export steel 
rates was unprofitable. 


Cuts in Steel Rates. 


The cut in steel rates, however, 
benefited chiefly the United States 
Steel Corporation and the Pittsburgh 
producers and was positively adverse 
to the Bethlehem Steel Corporation. 
This organization has plants at tide- 
water, which gave it an advantage 
in exports which was decreased by 
the cut in rates to interior points. 
The Pittsburgh mills, nearer sea- 
board than the Ohio and Illinois pro- 
ducers, make the most profit on the 
deal. 

However, last week the [Illinois 
Central Railroad made a reduction 
of rates on domestic steel shipments 
from Chicago to the Pacific Coast 
against a unanimous protest from 

astern railroads and steel produ- 
cers. The Illinois Central arranged 
for joint rai] and water rates via 
New Orleans on steel shipments 
from the Chicago district ‘to the 
Pacific Coast that nullified the ad- 
vantage Eastern producers realized 
from the Panama Canal. The East- 
ern interests say that the [Illinois 
Central in effect hauls steel from 
Chicago to New Orleans at the rate 
charged for shipment:; from Pitts- 
burgh to Baltimore, although the dis- 
tance in the first case is 600 miles 
greater.

RAINFALL OVER WIDE AREA 


Exports for Season Pass 7,000,000 
Mark and Are 500,000 Bales 
Behind Last Year’s. 


Following the setback of $2 a bale 
from high levels of the week the 
cotton market started a recovery 
Friday and made a further gain in 
prices yesterday. Absence of defi- 
nite selling pressure, particularly in 
the October position, left compara- 
tively few contracts in the ring and 
October changed hands at 20.90 
soon after the opening. This repre- 
sented an improvement of 40 points 
from quotations reached the middle 
of the week, bringing out more con- 
tracts and leaving final quotations 
8 to 8 points higher on the day. Ex- 
ports exceeded 30,000 yesterday, and 
shipments this week will compare 
with 48,000 two years ago. 

Rains fell over a wider area of the 
cotton belt than for several days 
and predictions of local thunder 
showers in most States over Sunday 
caused professional covering both in 
July and new crop deliveries. As 
Eastern sections need warm, dry 
rather than showery weather, sev- 
eral commission houses. received 
Southern buying orders for execu- 
tion during the first hour. Demand 
for October not only increased the 
premium on that month over July 
and December here, but increased 
the spread between New York and 
New Orleans. At one time October 
in the two markets sold at a dif- 
ference of about 58 points, whereas 
the spread was less than 50 points 
early in the week. The upturn 
brought out contracts and, under 

uiet trading, prices eased toward 
the close, ending at the lowest quo- 
tations of the day. As a result of 
the week’s operations, closing quo- 
tations yesterday ranged about 6 
points higher than the previous Sat- 
urday. 

With the exception of parts of 
Texas, which begin to need more 
moisture, and sections of Georgia 
and the Carolinas where intermit- 
tent rains have furnished too much, 
Southern advices have reflected a 
steady improvement in the condition 
of the crop the past week. Though 
private reports to the end of May 
contained only limited mention of 
weevil, higher temperatures recently 
have brought out insects in many 
parts of the belt. 

Exports for the season passed the 
7,000,000 mark at the close of the 
week and are now half a million be- 
hind two years ago, after being 850,- 
000 behind a few months ago. The 
visitle supply has decreased at vir- 
tually the same rate as in 1926 and 
is now 260,000 more than two years 
ago, as compared with 300,000 more 
the first of April.

Anti-Trust Act to Prevent Roads 
Buying Into Others. 


Failure of Congress to pass upon 
the amended Parker bill for railroad 
consolidation on voluntary lines has 
served further to cloud the Eastern 
merger situation. The amended bill 
was approved by leading interests in 
the railroad field. However, an ex- 


tremely adverse minority report was 
issued on the bill by members of the 
House Interstate Commerce Commit- 
tee. The minority report held that 
the bill was more favorable to banks 
than to the railroads. 

The amended bill had _ several 
clauses which would have aided mer- 
gers among the railroads. It pro- 
vided for arbitration of the values 
of stocks sought in merger deals and 
for the condemnation of stocks held 
by minorities. with the result that 
mergers were hindered. Railroads 
were required to let the Interstate 
Commerce Commission know of 
terms under which stocks of roads 
to be merged were to be acquired. 

Under present conditions notice of 
plans for acquisition of railroad 
stocks would be the signal for buy- 
ing in the open market by specula- 
tors and for possible blocking by 
minority interests. 


Would Prevent Inflation. 


Under the amended bill, attempts 
to inflate the value of stock sought. 
in merger deals would have been pre- 
vented by the clauses calling for con- 
demnation of minority stocks. The 
provisions for condemnation were 
held by railroad officials who favored 
the plan to be equitable. 

Other provisions of the bill would 
have provided for the ready acquisi- 
tion of Class 2 and Class 3 railroads 
by merging lines. 

President Coolidge was said to be 
in favor of the bill, but Western in- 
terests in the House were described 
as being against it. Doubts were 
expressed that it would have passed 
the Senate. 

Consolidation bills have been of- 
fered at Washington since 1925. In 
that year the Cummins bill was in- 
troduced. In the second session of 
that Congress the Fess bill was in- 
troduced in the Senate, this bill 
closely following the* provisions of 
the Cummins measure. 
last year Representative Parker sub- 
mitted his bill and again in April a 
revision of his bill. This was re- 
ported out by the Committee on In- 
terstate and Foreign Commerce. 


I. C. C. Action Uncertain. 


What the Interstate Commerce 
Commission will do in face of the 
failure of the bill is uncertain. Lack- 
ing the provisions of the bill for the 
acquisition of stock by one railroad 
in another, it apparently will con- 
tinue to use the Clayton Anti-Trust 
act to prevent such acquisitions. 

This act has already been used in 
citations of important deals. Among 
these are the Loree South 
merger plans, the Wheeling & Lake 
Erie case and the Western Mayland 
case. It is thought likely that the 
act will be invoked in the uisi- 
tions by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
of the Wabash Railway and Lehigh 
Valley Railroad stock from the Dela- 
ware & Hudson.

TEST CASE FOR ROADS SEEN 


to Bar Rise, Fears Other Lines 
Will Demand Higher Tariff. 


A joint brief prepared by the city 
and J. Henry Esser, Corporation 
Counsel of Mount Vernon, in the re- 
hearing on the 40 per cent. increase 
in. commutation rates allowed the 
New York, New Haven, and Hart- 
ford Railroad Company in 1925, has 
just been filed with the Public Ser- 
vice Commission. The brief of the 
railroad company was filed several 
days ago. Dr. John Bauer, the city’s 
expert, who testified before the com- 
mission in the effort to have the in- 
crease abrogated or modified, said 
that if the effort was unsuccessful 
other railrozad companies operating 
in the Metropolitan District would 
immediately apply for higher com- 
mutation rates. 

“The New Haven commutation 
case is important,’’ szid Dr. Bauer, 
‘not only because of the large in- 
crease in rates involved, but because 
it will largely determine whether a 
generally higher level of commuta- 
tion rates will be put into effect. If 
the increase allowed the New Haven 
by the Public Service Commission is 
sustained it will doubtless mean that 
the New York Central Railroad Com- 
pany will endeavor to put into effect 
a like level of rates on al] the sev- 
eral branches of that road. 

‘In New Jersey there has been con- 
siderable discussion concerning in- 
creases in rates charged commuters. 
Recently this has taken more 
specific form in connection with the 
Lackawanna, which has been nego- 
tiating with the municipalities it 
serves, seekine to induce them to of- 
fer no opposition to a moderate in- 
crease in return for the electrifica- 
tion of its lines.

In 
the an en before the commission 
counsel and experts of the New Ha- 
ven Cobipaky contended that it cost 
@s much to carry a commuter as it 
cost ‘to carry a regular passenger. 
The cost analysis was prepared for 
the New Haven Company by J. E. 
Slater, an expert in transvortation, 
and for the city the analysis was 
made by Dr. Bauer. 

Dr. Bauer shows in the city’s brief 
that there has been ea. steady in- 
crease in the commutation business 
during the last twenty years, while 
remained practically stationary. The 
total increase in traffic, Dr. Bauer 
argued, has resulted in a steady 
decline in the cost of operation, as 
compared with the increased income 
from the commuter service. He con- 
tended that the commuters should 
receive the benefit of the reduction 
in carrying each passenger because 
the decrease was due to their con- 
tribution to the company’s income. 
The city’s brief says that it costs 
six and a half times as much to 
carry a regular passenger as it costs 
to carry 2 commuter. 

Mr, Slater admitted that the com- 
muters should receive the benefit of 
their contributions to the company’s 
income, but he pointed out that com- 
muters are carried not only on 
trains especially operated for them, 
but on all trains, so thst it was 
proper to proceed on an equal cost 
assumption. The city’s brief says 
that on the equal cost theory there 
was no doubt but that the old com- 
mutation rates were inadeouate, but 
that on the basis of the differential 
ratios there was no doubt that the 
commutation business was highly 
profitable, ‘‘and that the new rates 
are excessive and grossly discrimina-

“Sweden is justly proud of the part 
which ker sons in America took. in 
helping to plant the seeds now be- 
ginning to sprout in the project of 
the National Museum of Engineering 
and Industry.

The genera] pur- 
pose of these new laws is to broaden 
the field of investments permitted by 
law to the funds of:-New York Bav- 
ings banks, trusts and life insurance 
companies. For several years well- 
informed bankers and investment au- 
thorities have urged that. many ‘se- 
curities of demonstrated earning 
power, safety and wide marketabil- 
ity ought to be included in the ‘legal 
list.’ 

‘Four of the new laws relate Epe- 
cifically to investments by New York 
savings -banks.. One provides: for: the 
first time that a savings bank hav- 
ing at. least half of its assets in- 
vested in real estate mortgages may 
invest a limited amount of its assets 
in first or refunding mortgage bonds 
of certain electric, ‘gas and telephone 


‘|companies “domestic to the United 


States. No savings bank may invest 
more than 10 per cent. of its assets 
in electric or gas company bonds; 
or more than 10 per cent.. in tele 
phone company bonds; or more than 
2 per cent. in any one company. 


| |\Certain definite requireménts are 


laid down in the law, releting both to 
thé corporations issuing such honds 
and to the bonds themselves. 
“Another law deals with the mat- 
ter of investments by domestic sav- 
ings banks in ‘railroads. The old law 
provided that the mortgage bonds of 
a railroad should not be legal fdr 
such investment unless the road had 
‘paid’ dividends of 4 per cent. on its 
stock ».during: thes five years ‘immedi- 
ately .preceding such. investment. 
The new Jaw provides that such divi- 
dends may have been either ‘earned 
or id.’ this amendment rail- 


‘roads are relieved of the necessity of

‘In addition, this law permits sav- 
ings benks, forthe first.time, to in- 
vest limited amounts in mortgage 
bonds of terminal depot or tunnel!

MINERALS IN LEAD ORES. 


Jarosite. Group Investigated at Ex- 
periment Station in Salt Lake. 


The occurrence of jarosite minerals 
in the oxidized ores of lead and sul- 
phur has hardly been given sufficient 
attention by metallurgists, the Unit- 
ed States Bureau of Mines says in a 
recent report. Investigations recent- 
ly conducted at the bureau’s inter- 
mountain experiment station in Salt 
Lake City have emphasized: the im- 
portance of knowing when these min- 
erals occur in the oxidized ores, es- 
pecially those containing lead, silver, 
and gold, as their presence is @ ma- 
terial factor in selecting a suitable 
kind of treatment, the bureau adds. 

As the result of the Bureau of 
Mines’ studies, the following con- 
clusions as to the treatment of these 
ores.are given by R. E. Head, micro- 
scopist, and Virgil Miller, assistant 
metallurgist, in Serial 2870: 

All oxidized ores of lead, silver and 
gold. having a reddish-brown or yel- 
low color should be examined to de- 
termine whether they contain mem- 
bers of the jarosite group of minerals. 

The exceedingly small size of jaro- 
site crystals, their low specific grav- 
ity, and their micaceous. character 
render treatment by gravity meth- 
ods of concentration practically im- 
possible. 

Members of the jarosite group of 
minerals do not sulphidize readily 
when treated with sulphidizing agents 
at concentrations commonly used in 
commercial practice. 

Tailin resulting from the treat- 
ment of oxidized lead ores on which 
low recoveries of lead and silver are 
made should be examined carefully 
to determine whether the losses are 
due to the existence of plumbojaro- 
site and argentojarosite. 

Jarosite ores which by reason of 
their relatively low metal content 
and distance from __ transportation 
facilities are of doubtful value may 
be beneficiated by a type of. pyro- 
metallurgical treatment best cnited 
to their characteristics and location.

ELABORATE DATA-ON-- 
SHIPPING COMPILED 


Since 1921 Federal Board Has 


Kept Detailed © Record of 
Water Transportation. 


The value of statistical research 
as an éssential factor.in industrial 
development has received general 
recognition at only a comparatively 
recent date, it is pointed out by 
Alfred H. Haag, director of the Bu- 
reau of. Research, United States 
Shipping Board. Formerly, he says, 
experience was the sole arbiter of 
policies governing the expansion of 
prospering concerns, as well as reme- 
dies for unfavorable financial .condi- 
tions. Such ‘experience, in reality, 
consisted of impressions based 
upon personal recollections regarding 
transactions observed. 

“Modern experience,’? says Mr. 
Haag in a statement dealing with the 


work of his bureau, ‘‘includes a ca- 
pacity to comprehend and to apply 
indisputable facts made permanently 
available by statistical research and 
as such stands forth as a vital con- 
tributing factor in the development 
of our greatest industrial organiza- 
tions. 

“Prior to 1921, there was no in- 
formation available regarding trans- 
portation of the water-borne foreign 
commerce of the United States. In 
that year the United States Shipping 
Board instituted a system of record- 
ing all essential details relative to 
the physical operations incident to 
the transportation by water of the 
commodities involved in the foreign 
and -intercoastal commerce of the 
United States. 


**Every vessel of 100 gross tons and pon 


over touching an American port in 
foreign or intercoastal trade is re- 
quired to file with the Bureau of 
Research of the United States Ship- 
ping Board a report containing a 
complete inventory of cargo carried 
and the ports at which such cargo 
was loaded and unloaded. This re- 
port also includes descriptive details 
as to the size and type of the vessel, 
deadweight tonnage, cargo capacity, 
draft, &c. The number and class of 
pgssengers carried between various 
points of call is also reported. 

“Approximately 6,000 reports are 
received each month, a total of more 
than 70,000 per annum. Essential 
correspondence in connection with 
handling these reports involves the 
dispatch of more than 500 letters 
each month. 





“The permanent card records pre- 


pared from these reports. require the 
use of 2,500,000 cards per annum. 
Similar card records contain particu- 
lars relating to the 16,000 vessels of 
1.000 gross tons and over which con- 
stitute the active sea-going world’s 
merchant fleet. Details included in 
this record are size, type, 
draft, age, flag, &c. 

“The use of mechanical sorters and 
tabulators as aids in making compi- 
lations from these records makes pos- 


sible the assembly of the recorded 


facts in any form of classification 
that may be desired, as, for instance, 
the movement of any given com- 
modity by port or ports of origin to 
port or ports of destination, by ves- 
sels of various nations, sizes, types, 
speeds, ages or other comparative 
status;. or; the traffic at any port, 
State, or coastal district, in any 
given commodity, commodity groups 
or. all commodities, with foreign 
ports, countries or regions of origin 
and destination, during any month. 
quarter or year, in vessels segregated 
as to nationality, size, type, speed, 
&c.; or the sinaaitication of of vessels 
by any standard of comparison with 
segregation where employed, com- 
modities ‘carried, routes traveled, 
tonnage moved, &c. As a matter of 
fact, in the system operated by the 
Bureau of Research the possibilities 
of classification and comparison are 
practically limitless. 

‘“‘The main battery of the mechani- 
cal equipment of the bureau includes 
five punch machines, four sorters 
and four tabulators. When operated 
at capacity the sorters will handle 
675,000 cards per day and the tabu- 
lators more than 50,000 per day. A 
number of adding and calculating 
machines of various types also aid 
in the work. 

‘The use of this mechanical equip- 
ment enables a nersonnel of less 
than sixty to perform a volume of 
work that would require the services 
of a force of not less than 500 clerks 
if mechanical aids were not available. 

“The files of the bureau contain 
the only records in existence show- 
ing the flow of water-borne foreign 
traffic from origin to destination, 
essential detail connected with its 
method of transportation and the 
volume of trade transacted at each 
domestic port of origin and destina- 


“In addition to their usefulness to 
the Shipping Board and the Fleet 
Corporation, the products of the bu- 
reau are in constant demand by the 
Commerce, War, Navy, Agriculture 
and other departments of the Gov- 
ernment, Congressional committees, 
chambers of commerce, industrial, 
financial and transportation organi- 
zations, shipping companies, and 
educational institutions. 

“The work of the statistical divi- 
sion of the bureau reveals interesting 
data with respect to the handling of 
our foreign trade. Some facts fol- 
low: More than 5,760 ships? of 26,- 
000,000 gross tons, are employed in 
the foreign commerce of the United 
States, each ship making an average 

of five round voyages per annum. 
Less than one-third of the 5,760 ships 
so employed are American flag ves- 
sels. The vessels of more than thirty 
foreign nations participate in Ameri- 
can foreign trade.’’ 


3. 1928. 
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AGAIN MINING GOLD 
IN FAIRBANKS REGION 


Two- Big. Dredges at Work. in 
Alaska District After Preparatory 
Expenditare of $10,000,000. 


Fairbanks in Alaska is coming 
back as a producer of gold. This sea- 
son two huge dredges are at work in 
the Fairbanks district with the 
promise of profitable production, ac- 
cording to George C. Dickens, a rep- 
resentative of the Alaska Railroad of 
the Department of the Interior. 

This is the beginning of gold pro- 
duction in the Fairbanks district on 
a@ new basis. After a long period of 
preparation the gravels of the region 
are to be handled on a larger scale 
through a highly developed plant and 
heavy machinery. This method of 
placer and hydraulic mining is to 
supplant that used by prospectors as 
individuals at the time of the great 
rush thirty years ago. 

Preparations for the large-scale 
working of the gravels in the Fair- 
banks region have been going on for 
two or three years. It is a huge 
undertaking on which $10,000,000 was 
spent before any production began. 
An incident of the development of the 
plans was the construction of a canal 
100 miles long to carry water for the 
operations. 

The cost of transporting heavy ma- 
chinery to so isolated a community 
has been great. A power plant has 
been established. A vast quantity of 
piping has been taken in. Auto trucks 
have been introduced and roads built 
ps gn which they might operate. All 

these materials and supplies have 

come over the Alaska Railroad. It 

was largely because = them that this 

road was brought, in December of 

last area ici to yield the first protit it 
nown since it was buil 

ane town of Fairbanks, which in 
boom times boasted 20, 000 inhabitants, 
had run down to 2, 000 before this ac- 
tivity began. Already it has shown a 
revival that has brought its popula- 
tion up to 4,000. When this scheme 
for large-scale gravel washing be- 
comes fully operative the population 
of Fairbanks will doubtless be still 
further increased. This operation 
promises to last twenty-five years be- 
fore the known gravel. beds are ex- 
hausted. It. is expected to lead to 
the development of other possibilities 
of the region. There will, for in- 
stance, be a call for greater agricul- 
tural production, which only awaits 
the development of a market. There 
are many quartz-mining possibilities 
in the region that may be developed. 
The Government sees a _ brighter 
prospect for interior Alaska and the 
Government-owned railroad than has 
presented itself for a long time.

SURVEYS THE SITUATION 


Finds Visible Suppties Were High 
in the Period From December 
to March. 


In a survey of the wheat situation 
for the period from December, 1927, 
to»March, 1928, the Food Research 
Institute of Stanford University, Cali- 
fornia, finds that for the first half of 
the period world wheat markets were 
quiet and prices fluctuated: within 
narrow limits. Visible supplies, espe- 
cially in Canada, were high; changes 
in the supply situation, aside from 


increasing tightness in the feed grain 
situation, were. of little significance; 
speculation was not active; buyers 
of wheat exerted little pressure to 
obtain supplies. 

International trade followed a -nor- 
mal course throughout the period, 
says the institute. Exports from Ar- 
gentina and the Pacific Coast of 
North America were exceptionally 
large, while very little wheat as 
wheat was exported from Atlantic 
and Gulf ports of the United States. 
During February and March unfav- 
orable reports of the United States 
soft red Winter wheat. crop of. 1928 
led to a sharp increase in prices and 
a revival of speculative interest, most 
noteworthy in Chicago, says the sur- 
vey 

in the closing four months of the 
year,’’ the institute goes on, ‘‘inter- 
national trade promises to .be of 
large voiume, though not so large as 
in 1926-7. A record export move- 
ment.may occur from Canada, where 
stocks on March 31 were the largest 
in history; the United States will 
probably export little, especially of 
representative wheats. ‘Total net ex- 
ports for the crop year still seem 
likely to approximate 825,000,000 
bushels. Carryovers in the more im- 
portent positions in their aggregate 

fair‘to be as large as or larger 
than those of 1926-7. The outlook 
for 1928 crops is of course not clear, 
but on the basis of available data on 
acreage, condition and abandonment 
of Winter wheat crops and general 
statistical .probabilities. for Spring 
wheat crops, the orthern Hemi- 
sphere (ex-Russia) will probably har- 
vest less wheat this year than last. 
The changing outlook for new crops 
bids fair to dominate price move- 
ments.

“According to official estimates 
now standing; the.world wheat crop 
of. 1927. (exclusive of China.and Asia 
Minor) appears the lar, 0.008 00 of post- 
war years, about 70. bushels 
larger ‘than the ae of. 26; but, 
trends considered, it cannot be -re- 
garded as much above normal. In 
distribution between importing and 
exporting countries the crop of 1927 
was not unusual. Among the ex- 
porting countries, Canada and Ar- 

gentina harvested the second: largest 
Leven in history; moreover, the Cana- 
dian official estimate may be some- 
what too low. ‘The Australian crop, 
while not a failure, was the smallest 
in post-war years. The size and dis- 
tribution of crops throughout the 
world suggested a fairly easy inter- 
national statistical position for the 
crop year..: 

“Until the erop outlook began to 
exert an. influence in February, 
world markets were quiet and prices 
fluctuated within a narrow range. 
European buyers, faced with an eacy 
international position and large 
visible supplies, pursued a policy of 
leisurely but not niggardly purchas- 
ing...As compared. with - 1926-27, 

rices of native wheats were dis- 

inctly lower in several. countries of 
Western Europe; import wheats in 
Europe were perceptibly lower, but 
not so much so as native wheats; 
and wheets in exporting countries 
were almost as high as was true 2 
year ago. This situation was largely 
due to the abnormally high ocean 
freight rates prevailing during the 
first half of 1926-27. 


Influence of Freight Rates. 
*‘With ocean freight rates again at 
a@ normal or lIcw level, international 
trade, though of large volume, was 


not so heavy as in 1926-27, when the 
flow of wheat to export was re- 
stricted in the first third,of the year 
ane arrears were partially caught 

p in the second third. This year an 
sacaptionalls heavy movement of 
wheat and flour occurred from 
Argentina and the Pacific Coast of 
North. America, while very little 
wheat moved from Gulf and Atlan- 
tic ports of the United States after 
November. 

“In the light of accumulated in- 
formation, we regard our December 
estimate of pak net exports for 
the gree year, 825,000,000 bushels, as 
reasonably in rabpect of fulfillment, 
though slightly too low. On the 
basis of seasonal movements of ex- 
ports’in past years and official esti- 
mates of stocks, Canadian net ex- 
aed in April-July may prove the 

gest in history,. unless the: carry- 
over is built up to an extreme height; 
but. United “States exports (April- 
June) may prove small. The volume 
of trade from all sources promises 
to be large, but is likely to fall be- 
low the record figure established last 
ear. Carry-overs promise to be 
large for the second successive year, 
especially in Canada. 
“The Winter proved unfavorable 
for Fall-sown wheat in the United 
States east of the Mississippi and in 
some European, countries, especially 
France; in these areas abandonment 
apparently has been nd, the areas| fi 
heavy. On the other hand, the areas 
sown throughout the Northern Hemi- 
sphere in the Autumn of 1927 were 
larger than in the Autumn of 1926, 
the greatest increases being reported 
in Russia and the ger States. 
“The outlook for the pe s of 1928 
is of course not clear. aipst heavy 
abandonment and low Aer inions in 
the American soft red Winter wheat 
belt, not altogether satisfactory sup- 
plies of moisture in parts of the hard 
red Winter wheat belt and Spring 
condition go sete below average 
in parts of Europe are to be set the 
large acreage sown to Winter wheat 
and the fair supplies of subsoil 
moisture elsewhere, including most 
a — North American Spring wheat 

“Principally on account of a pros- 
pective reduction of the United States 
Winter wheat crop and the general 
probability that the American and 
Canadian Spring wheat crops are 
unlikely to attain the exceptionally 
high figures of 1927, the Northern 
Hemisphere crop of 1928 seems likely 
to fall below that,of 1927.

Closer Consumer Contact Now 
| Requires Stores to Changs 
Older Methods. 


MACY USES FOUR TYPES 


Merchandise, Departments, Style 
and Institutional Copy Is 
Presented. 


‘s Noteworthy changés in advertising 
as conducted -by department- stores 
are an outstanding feature of recent 
developments in retail. merchandis- 
Ang. -These stores, in common with 
other lines of business, have felt the 
need of closer consunier contact. 

To effect this contact methods of 
appeal differing from the traditional 
ones in long use have been worked 
out. Increased reader attention has 
been gained by the emphasizing of 
news values in store ‘‘ads.”’ There 
has been a noteworthy gain in ‘‘eye- 
appeal’ through the use of poster 
effects. Consumer knowledge of the 
goods carried in the various depart- 
ments has been built up and a sig- 
nificance created in the consumer’s 
raind of the store as an ‘‘institution.’’ 
Finally, efforts have been directed 
to the development of a wider clien- 
tele by a. close tie-up with style and 
art trends. 

Conspicuous among the _ stores 
which have worked out a new tech- 
nique is R. H. Macy & Co., Ine. 
In discussing yesterday the outstand- 
ing features of this company’s pro- 
cedure E.R. Dibrell. - Executive 
Vice President, pointed out that the 
store’s distribution of advertising ap- 
propriations is carefully planned to 
provide a balanced program. 


Fitted to Prblic’s Wants 


Each feature of our advertising,”’ 
Mr. Dibrell said, ‘‘is designed to give 
potential customers the information 
they need about the store’s merchan- 


dise. What the public is buying is 
what it is interested in. We shape 
our ‘news policy’ in advertising ac- 
cordingly; aiming to tell the people 
about the things they want, rather 
than those which somebody may 
want to exploit, but for which there 
is no real demand... To accomplish 
this we have found it helpful to 
divide the publicitv into four distinct 
sections, each cf which is aimed at 
& distinct objective. 

‘Coming first is. general, cone de- 
partmental advertising which is so 
planned and worded that is gives 
dofinite information about specific 
merchandise. We feel this type is of 
direct value to the consumer since 
it gives within a brief wording the 
facts that a customer must know 
about goods before buying them. 

“Then we have. departmental in- 
etictutional advertising, which has 
the object of familiarizing the public 
vith a complete department rather 
than with separate items of merchan- 
c'se. It is a fact that people think 
of certain departments when they 
contemplate buying certain merchen- 
dise and it is accordingly the object 
of this type of advertising to en- 
courage a ‘buving habit’ for these de- 
rurtments.. The copy tells the story 
cf the department, the variety of 
stock which it carries from the stand- 
Pont of style, vrice, assortment, &c. 

“The third division of Macy’s ad- 
vertising seeks to convey the mes- 
Frage of new end smart merchandise. 
€oocs of this kind are featured, re- 
gardiess of the departments from 
which they come and the space al- 
jotted operates, in fact, to reward 
those buyers who have displayed the 
most initiative in the selection, pur- 
chase or creation of new merchan- 
dise by giving. them this distinctive 
type of »resentation. 


Advertise the Institution. 


“The last division is that of gen- 
eral institutional advertising, d-- 
signed particularly to emphasize the 
store’s price. policy, its convenient 
location, the general type of its clien- 
tele and other subjects, notably style 
and art trends which the store af- 
Ziliates itself with and in which the 
public takes keen interest. 

“In the preparation of copy and 
use of illustration in Macy adver- 
tising we consider that people today 
are particularly ‘eye minded.’ Illus- 
tration, topography and layout do 
not figure separately in the prepara- 
tion of our advertising. They: are 
all part of one complete picture. We 
endeavor wherever possible to secure 
the so-called poster effect through 
the use of nictures, captions and 
brief descriptive copy. 

‘“‘We feel the truth of the old 
Chinese proverb—‘one picture is 
worth ten thousand words.’ We are 
particularly aware of the teaching of 
modern psychology that things seen 
make a more vivid impression on the 
mind than those imagined from the 
printed word. Good ‘line drawing’ 
illustrations ore used, and, since a 
great amount-of copy requires an in- 
ereased exercise of thought by a 
hurried public the wording is mini- 
mized so far as possibe to the 
2mount necessary to give the essen- 
tial facts. : 

“The customer today is more in- 
terested in_pattern and design than 
he is in texture of material. In the 
advertising of ao dinner set today, 
for example, only one plate of the 
set is illustrated. It is reproduced 
in large size so that the pattern may 
be clearly observed and appreciated. 
And since the pattern speaks -so 
largely for itself a concise and ef- 
fective ‘poster’ presentation, easily 
seen and remembered, is desired.’’ 


USE FURNITURE TRADE-INS. 


Dry Goods Study Shows Coast Stores 
Apply Motor Method. 


Some department stores are find- 
ing it profitable to operate ‘‘trade-in 
exchanzes’’ in connection with their 
furniture departments, just as auto- 
mobile dealers accept used cars in 
conjunction: with the sale of a new 
ene, according to a study. made by 
the. National Retail Dry Goods 
Association., ' Agee. 3 

On the Pacific Coast, the study 
brings out, most of the stores have 
such departments and find they are 
ef benefit. A customer finding that 
the furniture she has will be accept- 
ed as part payment at an appraised 
value is much miore interested in the 
purchase of new merchandise. 

Having bees educated to rapid de- 
preciation on used-car’ trade-ins, the 
amount as by the customer is 
usually net eXorbitant. After refur-

That thousands cf dollars are 
being lost annually by department 
stores’ ahd ‘specialty ‘shops 
throughout the. country because 
they allow unproductive window 
displays to stand too long was the 
contention advanced yesterday by 
a local authority on retail mat- 
ters. =) 
““Very few ‘store executives 
would permit an advertisement 
in the newspapers to be repeated 
if it did not ‘pull’ the first time,’’ 
he said, “yet it is a common 
thing for them to let window dis- 
plays “stand “for “several days 
whether they produce sales or 
not. Uniess it is the -ype some- 
times called ‘prestige,’ it is the 
purpose of a’ window display to 
sell goods. If a check-up on de- 
partment sales of merchandise in 
a window for twenty-four hours 
does not show the display to be 
doing its work, it should be 
changed promptly.” 


DRESSES FOR SUMMER 
MERCHANDISE FEATURE 


Regaired for Sales—Children’s 
Wear Active—Behind on 
Hose Deliveries. 











A demand for Summer dresses for 
sales purposes featured buying in the 
market here during the week, ac- 
cording to the market report pre- 
pared especially for Tus Times by 
Alfred Fantl. ‘‘There was pre-holi- 
day activity in sports wear,’’ the 
report continued, ‘‘with skirts, sweat- 
ers and flannel and velveteen jackets 
being outstanding items. Calls for 
children’s garments were numerous. 
Good business developed in men’s 
suits of Summer fabrics. The de- 
mand for net hosiery is so strong 
that manufacturers are now quoting 
veer end of June as earliest delivery 

ate. 

“Orders from coat departments 
were largely for flannel coats within 
the $16.50 and $29.50 range. In ad- 
dition to white, pastel shades were 
favored. Ensembles of flannel coats 
and crépe frocks are = well. 
Velvet coats are meeting with limited 
interest. 

‘In addition to purchases: of sales 
merchandise in dresses there - was a 
big demand for sleeveless frocks of 
washable and printed crépes to retail 
from $15 up. Also selling well is the 
tailored and semi-tailored dress of 
Navy georgette. 

“In the 2 to 6 year range in chil- 
dren’s dresses, sheer frocks, often 
with hats to match, are particularly 
good items. Although some slowing 
is noted, white frocks are still being 
bought in good volume.’’ 


RESEARCH YIELDS PRODUCT 


Data Gathered on Toilet Article Be- 
fore it Was Made, 


A pertinent instance of the appli- 
cation of research methods before a 
product was either manufactured or 
sold is supplied in the work recently 
completed by a large concern mak- 
ing toilet wares. Some time ago the 
executives of this company were con- 
vinced that an entirely new line to 
retail at a medium price was needed. 
Just what should be made and how 
the new line would take were the 
outstanding questions faced. 

Instead of going ahead in the 
origination and development of a 
line and getting trade and consumer 
reaction afterward, the executives 
decided on the reverse procedure. A 
special staff of stylists and designers 
was gathered together and instructed 
to go out into the market and find 
out what the public wanted and then 
make # complete and ‘basic re- 
styling. Studies were made of style 
trends, home decoration develop- 
ments, specialty shop innovations 
and the views sought of artists, in- 
terior decorators and consumers 
generally. 

The reports were made and in or- 
der to produce the effects demanded 
the company found it- necessary to 
create an entirely new material and 
develop an entirely different process 
of fabric. The new products have 
been completed now and will be of- 
fered the trade within the next few 
weeks. The intimate linking of pre- 
liminary research, leading to the 





creation of a new product, which it | th 


was indicated consumers want, the 
company’s officials believe, will 1re- 
move the question mark which has 
hitherto faced the retailer when new 
offerings are made.

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WOMEN ADVANCING 
IN STORE POSITIONS 


Win New Laurels in Merchan- 
dise and Management Ends 
of Trade Field. 


THREE ARE ON ONE BOARD 


Hold Nearly Half of Section Pssts 
in Another Firm—Even Invade 
Haberdashery Counters. 


Probably in no other kind of enter- 
prise are women advancing more rap- 
idly to important executive positions 
than in the modern department store 
or specialty shop. In both the mer- 
chandising and management ends of 
these establishments they are win- 
ning new laurels constantly. Women 
buyers ceased to be novelties many 
years azo, and today at least one of 
the .country’s leading department 
stores has three women in its Board 
of Directors. : 

To those who have watched the 
development of the prominent stores 
and shops of this and other cities 
during the past decade the advance- 
ment of women employes to posts of 
importance is not surprising. With 
most of the patrons and a very high 
percentage of the employes women, 
it is regarded highlv logical. Prob- 
lems are constantly arising, it is 

ointed out, which. reyuire the fem- 


nine viewpoint to work out a satis- 
factory solution. 


Won Positions on Merit. 


All three women members of the 
Beard’ of Directors of the store pre- 
viously mentioned have been in its 
employ for many years, and have 
won their present positions solely on 


the strength of their ability and ex- 
perience. In addition to her duties 
as a director, one of the three mer- 
chandises several departments. An- 
other is head of the store’s Fashion 
Bureau, which is an extremely im- 
portant division of the senior mer- 
chandise manager’s office. The third 
bears the entire responsibility for the 
activities of the training staff. In 
addition to these women there are 
numerous others in executive jobs of 
b+ wot ng importance throughout the 
store. 

Another of the local stores in 
which women hold positions of re- 
eponsibility includes ninety-three of 

em among its section managers. 
This is near y half the total of such 

sitions and the number promises 

grow. The women buyers for this 
store far outnumber the men. Other 
executive sitions of importance 
that are held by women in the same 
store are head of the: planning de- 
partment, which is charged with the 
very vital duty of arranging things 
so that each square foot of floor 
space renders a maximum return in 
sales, the chief assistant in the em- 
ployment department and the prin- 
cipal assistant in the training office. 
The latter two serve under a man 
who directs both departments. 

Many of-the assistants to managers 
of adjustment bureaus, which rank 
among the most important and ‘‘tick- 
lish’’ spots of any store, are women, 
and some of the well-known stores 
and shops here have women in full 
charge of these bureaus. So far as 
known, none of the department 
stores which do a credit business 
have women credit grantors, but sev- 
eral of the specialty shops do. 
Among these are certain prominent 
women’s apparel shops and at least 
one big shop handling leather goods. 
A widely known shoe shop on ‘“‘the 
Avenue’’ also has a woman in charge 
of its credit department. 


Most Gains in Buying Field. 


It is in the general field of buying 
that women have usurped many of 
the positions that fifteen or twenty 
years ago were held by men. They 


have ousted men, in particular, from 
the buying of women’s apparel. One 
reason for this, advanced yesterday, 
is that women are not so prone to 
buy price as men are. ‘This does not 
mean that they will pay any more 
for a garment than is necessary, but 
that a low price will not tempt. them 
into _ordering. merchandise which 
their judgment tells them is not 
just right in style and material. 
They. were said, too, -.to. be less 
swayed by their personal likes and 
dislikes of material, style and color 
than male buyers were in the old 
days. 

In positions leading to buyerships 
men are also being supplanted by 
women in some de ents previ- 
ously considered most sacred to 
em. One of these is the men’s 
furnishings section, and from all ac- 
counts the invasion has been success- 
ful. Not only are the average daily 
‘*books’”’ turned in by womien in this 
department larger than those of men 
clerks, but the number of multiple 
sales has increased in a marked way. 

This, it was said yesterday, is due 
to the fact that male customers will 
take suggestions offered by capable 
saleswomen where similar sugges- 
tions offered by men _ behind the 
counter fall flat. Purchases of sev- 
eral shirts instead of one or a dozen 
collars instead of two or three, are 
frenuently the result of tactful sell- 
ing by women. It was further said 
that experience has shown the most 
c.pable women for this type of. sell- 
ing to be from 30 to 35 years old. 


RAW SILK DROPS SHARPLY. 


Prices at Yokohama Reach Lowest 
Levels in Many Months. 


Prices. of raw silk. at Yokohama 
dropped sharply during the week. 
The decline was 50 yen, to a closing 
basis of 1,250 yen on Friday, the low- 


est level in months. To secure lower 
prices on cocoons, .reelers made 
marked concessions on old season 
silk. The market yesterday was 
closed, owing to the Japanese holi- 
days. Exchange rose slightly, yester- 
day’s quotation being 47%. Total 
sales for the week were 4,200 bales 
in-the open market and 8,600 on the 
Bourse. 

Business here was stimulated by 
the decline in the primary market, 
the belief being at prices were 
elose to bottom. Quotations yester- 
day, according to: Berizzi Brothers 
Company, were $5.10 for crack double 
extras and $4.80 for extras.

WEEK split by a holiday had 

the usual effect of reducing 

trade in both retail and 

wholesale quarters. Indiffer- 
ent weather continued to hold sales 
in check, although improvement was 
registered toward the close of the 
week. Some broadening out of re- 
tail demand was noted in contrast to 
the more or less restricted purchas- 
iny that had ruled so long during 
the season. 

The first actual figures on May re- 
tail results are at hand in the re- 
ports of the two leading mail-order 
companies. The combined sales for 
the month were some 19 per cent. 
ahead of the same month last year. 
This is a highly satisfactory show- 
ing, but in considering these in- 
creases it must be taken into account 
that there was an extra business day 
this year, and the gains also repre- 
sent the expansion of trade obtained 
through the opening of retail stores. 

Both department and = specialty 
stores found last week that depart- 
ments varied considerably in results. 
Activity was most marked in the 
children’s wear and accessory lines. 
The pre-holiday trade was not up to 
expectations, probably because fewer 
people left the city. 

Among the wholesalers Fall opera- 
tions are under way, although there 
is still a sizable amount of Summer 
trade to be done. The absence of a 
brisk retail turnover limits, of 
course, the activity in the manufac- 
turing markets. Reorders have been 
scarcely more than fair and prices 
not of the kind to encourage much 
production. -

basic lines’ that 

have supplied most of the activity 
since the reaction last year continue 
their high rate of progress, and other 
branches still fail to move very far 
toward improvement, Thus, build- 
ing contracts for the month just end- 
ed probably exceeded those of a year 
ago by a good margin. Steel opera- 
tions did not recede much, although 
new business is quite small and is 
being prodded with a price advance. 
Automobile production is reported to 
have been close to the total for April. 

These three leaders offer decided 
contrast to other measures of the 
business movement. Car loadings 
continue under a year ago by 24,000 

in the last report. Bank clearings 
also sagged a little last week. 

In the important direction of agri- 
culture there has been such an im- 
provement in prices that what the 
key industries have failed to accom- 
plish may be eventually achieved. 
The index of farm product prices has 
reached 148, the highest since Au- 
gust, 1925, and the highest May fig- 
ure since 1920. A brisk demand for 
merchandise of all types in the farm- 
ing areas this Fall would go a long 
way toward wiping out the spotti- 
ness now so prevalent in many in- 
dustries.

quite normal: The figures for last 
month, however, ran against the 
usual trend and may be significant 
for that reason. One agency reports 
a total of 2,008, the first time the 
2,000 mark has ever been exceeded in 
May. The defaults were 10% per 
cent. over the April total and 8% per 
cent. over those in May, 1927. 

From the angle of indebtedness the 
showing is more favorable since the 
liabilities of $36,116,990 were 5 per 
cent. under the liabilities in April 
and the same percentage under a 
year ago. As in other records of re- 
cent months, the evidence points to 
increased mortality among smaller 
firms not equipped to meet the more 
exacting requirements of present-day 
competition. 

The swing toward a higher number 
of failures will be watched very close- 
ly, especially as the speculative craze 
has swept the country and has in- 
volved perhaps a good many business 
men who might otherwise be able to 
tide over a period of dull trade.

Trade Data gains new converts 

Needs the almost daily. Most of 
Rod. these organizations 
follow about the same 
lines and specialize particularly in 
the gathering of trade data, so that 
operations may be more intelligently 
planned and followed out. At least 
it is clear, however, that instead of 
receding any the stream of statistics 
is to become swollen still further. 

It has been pointed out in the past 
that what is really required is not 
more but better statistics and some 
coordination of them, so that the 
average business man may not be 
dazed but assisted in obtaining a 
more accurate picture of general and 
specific conditions. 

That is one need which may be an- 
swered once the institutes and the 
associations already carrying out sta- 
tistical work grow more expert. An- 
other need also suggests itself and it 
is that the publication of data at va- 
riance with what is actually gathered 
should be severely penalized. 

Such tampering is not unknown, 
and, with some other activities that 
cross the line of what is legal, it 
should be eliminated or else the real 
benefits. that business may attain 
through proper cooperation are apt 
to be lost at a time when they will 
be needed most. /

Session Just Over Passed Laws 
. Bureau Head Considers 
Are Helpful. 


FLOOD WORK A STIMULANT 


New Postal Law: to Benefit Those 
Selling by Mail—Salary Raises 
Should Assist Trade. 


Deserting the legislative hells at 
Washington last week, the Seven- 
tieth Congress leaves a record in: its 
first session which business men 
may regard with equanimity if not 
enthusiasm, in the opinion of. A. M. 
Travers, manager of the Legislative 
Bureau of the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion. Measures stimulating business 
have not been lacking in the new 
bills passed, while objectionable fea- 
tures of past legislation have been 
eliminated in several instances. 

Through tax reduction, large ap- 
propriations for construction pro- 


grams, changes in postal rates and 
increases in salaries of Federal em- 
ployes, the Seventieth Congress has 
provided measures which will react 
favorably on many lines of business 
and industry, he said. 

‘“‘While the list cited does not pre- 
tend to completeness,’? Mr. Travers 
explained, ‘‘the following measures 
appeal to me as of importance in 
their bearing on business. 


Corporation Taxes Cut. 


“The tax reduction bill, clipping 
over. $222,000,000 from annual tax 
payments, will have its influence on 
corporations by reducing their tax 
from 13% to 12 per cent. Repeal of 


the 8 per cent. automobile tax 
is another outstanding item among 
the many divisions of this measure, 

“Lines of industry allied with con- 
struction, as well as hundreds of 
workers will feel the effects of the 
Flood Relief bill, which contemplates 
a $3825,000,000 construction program. 
Although only $15,000,000 of this sum 
is available for immediate use, 
equipment marufacturing and ma- 
terial supply lines of indus will 
anticipate future needs an the 
equipment manufacturing and ma- 
terial supply lines will be greatly 
stimulated. 

‘Many lines of indus again will 
feel the benefit of reductions in post- 
age rates. Return of the old one- 
cent postage rate for postal cards 
will be welcomed by the public, and 
especially by makers of souvenir 

steards. The latter suffered keen- 
y under the two-cent stamp rate. 

“An amendment to the postal law 
providing for ‘business reply cards 
and envelopes’ will effect a saving of 
many thousands to concerns conduct- 
ing mail advertising and selling cam- 
paigns. Under the new law, instead 
of the advertiser attaching stamps 
to prepay postage on replies, arrange- 
ments may be made with postmasters 
for collection of postage only on 
those cards and envelopes actually 
returned. 


New Postal Rates Effective. 


“Changes in parcel post rates, au- 
thority to reduce air mail rates by 
200 per cent. and other changes in 


postal rates all will be reflected fa- 
vorably in business operation. 

“Stimulation of American sea 
building and its allied interests is 
the potential result of the Jones- 
White Merchant Marine bill, author- 
izing loans at low rates of interest 
to these desiring to build ships for 
either coastwise or foreign trade. 

‘‘Salary increases for 135,000 Gov- 
ernment employes, adding $20,000,000 
to the payroll, and provisions for an 
increase of the same amount in the 

ension funds for widows of Civil 

ar. veterans will be felt favorably 
in the increased purchasing power in 
those channels. 

“Building trades and interests are 
scheduled to receive further benefit 
through the $265,000,000 appropria- 
tion. for building construction in 
Washington and throughout. the 
country. 

*‘On the whole, the business man 
at the conclusion of this first session 
of the present Congress finds him- 
self in a better position in regard tu 
legislative measures than before the 
session started.’’

Prices of furs: suitable for the 
manufacture of men’s felt hats.

ters’ Fur Exchange of this city. 
Shortage of supplies occasioned 
by increased absorption by Eu- 
rope of Australian rabbits, they 
said, has been. primarily respon- 
sible for the advance.

RUMANIA CUTS AUTO ITEMS 


Portuguese Colony Revises Duties 
Set In 1892—British Against 
Tax on Linens. 


Revised duties in Portuguese West 
Africa, refusal of application for 
duty in Great Britain on handker- 
chiefs and table linen and a Ru- 
manian reclassification of automobile 
accessories were among the foreign 
tariff developments reported to the 
local office of the Department of 
Commerce during the week. The fol- 
lowing is a resumé of these changes 
from a report prepared especially for 
Tus Times by the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce: 

In Angola, Portuguese West Af- 
rica, a revised schedule of import 
and. export duties and customs res- 
ulations, the first general revision 
since 1892, will become effective on 
July 1, reports Vice Consul John W. 
Bailey Jr., Loanda. The principal 
changes of interest to American ex- 
porters are reductions in duty cn 
passenger automobiles, motorcycles, 
petroleum products, electric appli- 
ances and lumber, and = increased 


duties on pharmaceutical specialtics 
and footwear. 


Refuse Duty on Linens. 


The British Board of Trade Com- 
mittee inquiring into the application 
of domestic manufacturers for pro- 
tective duties has refused to recom- 
mend a duty on imported handker- 


chiefs and household articles of linex, 
cotton, jute or hemp, states a_dis- 
patch from Assistant Trade Com- 
missioner T. Grant Isaacs, London. 
Radium compounds have been 
exempted from duty until Dec. 31. 

Reductions have been made in the 
Rumanian duties on automotive ac- 
cessories, such as bumpers, tool 
boxes, &c., according to a report 
from Assistant Trade Commissioner 
L. J. Cochrane, Bucharest. For pur- 
poses of calculating customs duty, 
accessories must be weighed and as- 
sessed separately, instead of includcd 
in the weight of the automobile. —

Portuguese restrictions on exporta- 
tion of olive oil have been removed 
for the remainder of the current 
quarter, according to notice appear- 
ing in the Portuguese Official CGc- 
zette. Reduced duties were also fixed 
on a quota of 37,500 tons of foreign 
wheat, as follows: When imported at 
Lisbon, 6.99 gold escudos per 100 
kilos; when imported at Oporto, 3.¢9 
gold escudos per 100 kilos. 

In Colombia application for licenses 
to sell pharmaceutical products may 
be made up to Dec. 1, reports Com- 
mercial Attaché Bert L. Hunt, Bo- 
gota. Heretofore such application 
would have to be made before July 1. 
Preparations by reputable foreign 
houses authorized by official lab- 
oratories or private laboratories pub- 
licly known are exempt from require- 
ments of chemical analysis, ‘if a cer- 
tificate is presented to the Commis- 
sion on Pharmaceutical Specialties of 
Colombia stating that they conform 
to the laws of the country in which 
aA were prepared.

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OLD SPELL RENEWED 
AT HAMPTON COURT 


London Environs’ Favorite Show 
Place Draws Crowds in 
ideal Spring Weather. 


THE GREAT HALL RESTORED 


Appears Again as in Time of Henry 
Vill, With Beetle’s Ravages 
Hidden,

LONDON, May 23.—With some 
tens of thousands of others, this cor- 
respondent went out a few days ago 
to Hampton Court. It was one of 
those perfect days—unhappily not 
too often vouchsafed to us—when 
the poet’s outburst, which might be 
paraphrased, ‘‘Oh, to be in England 
when the Spring is there!’’ had every 
justification. 

That famous avenue of chestnuts 
in Bushey Park was in full flower, 
and any Parisian who believed that 
the trees which line the Avenue des 
Champs-Elysées are anything ‘‘to 
write home about’’ must possess a 
patriotic soul that soars above con- 
siderations of arboriculture. 

And as one penetrated within the 

unds of the palace and saw the 
loom of the myriad flower beds, 
with the waters of the round nd 
shimmering in the sunshine, and the 
darkened ckground of the Court, 
one was fain to acknowledge that 
art and nature had been welded to- 
gether into a perfect alliance. 

Hampton Court is a particularly 
favorite place of pilgrimage to Lon- 
doners just now, and is likely to be 
equally attractive to American visi- 
tors this Summer, for the reason 
that one of the great features of the 
palace has just been thrown open 
to the public after a closed period 
of half a dozen years. This is the 
Great Hall, which was the scene of 
festivities in the days of the Tudors, 
King Henry and Queen Elizabeth, 
and where William Shakespeare 
himself may have acted in the 
masques and plays given before 
audiences of royalty and courtiers. 

It was Henry VIII who began the 
construction of the Great Hall, im- 
mediately after the death of Cardi- 
nal Wolsey, whom he had sent to 
live there after his disgrace. One 
of its special features, over and 
above its noble ogee ae EE was its 
high-pitched timber roof, a magnifi- 
cent example of the perpendicular 

c 


Henry’s architects had planned 
nobly and b:ilded well; but thev had 
not builded well enough to ‘lefy the 
ravages of time. A little insect 
known as the death-watch beetle 
had gnawed into the timber and se- 
riously threatened to bring the ham- 
mer-beam rooi to the ground. Some- 
thing of this had been noticed as 
long ago as 1840, and repairs had 
been undertaken then. However, it 
appears that deal, painted to resem- 
ble the original oak, had been used 
instead of oak, and the general] con- 
ditions had become so bad that in 
1922 it was decided that a whole 
process of reconstruction was neces- 
sary. This took the best part of 
six years, and it was only this 
month that the Great Gall could 
again be shown to visitors. 

‘o the eye of the ordinary behold- 
er there is no evidence of reconstruc- 
tion. The roof looks just as it did 
before the Great Hall was closed. 
Thirty-six tons of steel have. been 
introduced, together with thousands 
of iron bolts. but this has been dene 
so artistically that no vestige of re- 
nforced cement is apparent either 
to the naked eye or through a strong 
pair of field glasses. 

Three thousand cubic feet of the 

old oak have been sprayed with an 
insecticide which will protect them 
against even the voracious death- 
watch beetle and restored to their 
original place, and the deal which 
was used in the repairs of 1840 has 
been replaced by solid English oak, 
specially treated in the same way as 
the roof of Westminster Hall in 
London. 
In addition to the Great Hall, 
which is shown with the State apart- 
ments, at a small charge on some 
days and ‘‘free, gratis and for noth- 
ing’’ on others, visitors may see 
Henry VIII's wine and beer cellars 
and old Tudor kitchen for an ex- 
penditure of 6 cents, for although a 
tip to the attendants, gas geo ten- 
dered, would probably not be _ re- 
jected, it is not an essential part of 
the proceedings. 

By way of conclusion, it may be 
said that this incursion into the 
domain of the guidebook is a due, 
if inadequate, tribute of admiration 
to the beauties of Hampton Court, 
with its chestnuts and glory of flow- 
ers and the magnificent reconstruc- 
tion which the Great Hall has under- 
gone. 


COLOMBIA HALTS OIL LAW. 


New Regulations Suspended Follow-

Bacon, Buckingham Professor of 
New Testament and former director 
of the American School of Archae- 
olo at Jerusalem. Work on the 
Christian city of Jerash has: long 
been,one of his aims. 

In June, 1926; a fellowship for Pal- 
estinian travel and study was found- 
ed by Miss ‘Caroline Hazard of Peace 
Dale, .R. I.,:in memory of her two 
brothers: | The fellowship was award- 
ed. for the first time to J. Barbee 
Robertson:;of Yale, who arrived in 
Jerusalem’ in. September, 1927... He 
immediately entered -into negotia- 
tions with the British: School of Ar- 
qunecioay through its director, J. W. 
Crowfoo and. also with George 
Horsfield, director of Antiquities in 
Transjordan. 

The immediate objective of the ex- 
pedition is. the Church of St. Theo- 
dore. Yale-has- obtained.the con- 
cession. from. the Transjordan Gov- 
ernment. for the. churches and the 
basilica of Jerash. These sites are in 
be top layer® of occupation of the 


In addition to the publication of the 
results’ of..the excavations by. the 
present expedition, Yale intends to 
make a-complete publication of all 
the msg, 6 of Jerash. The old 
ones are being thoroughly examined 
and reworked, and new and unpub- 
lished ones will be.-added. 


The Ancient Gerasa. 


Jerash, the. ancient Gerasa, is 
known to have been in existence 
shortly after the time of Alexander 
the Great. Its first great era of ex- 


pansion and prosperity. dates about 
300-170 B. C. me of the Anti- 
ochuses, most itkely Antiochus Epiph- 
anes, ‘renamed the city Antiocha 
and -fostered its enlargement.. The 
city became -a stronghold of Hellen- 
ism in the eastern .provinces. beyond 
the Jordan, .-For-this reason it. was. 
the point of attack for Alexdnder 
Jannaeus,..Hasmonean King of the 
Jews. He claims to have sacked the 
city. ‘That ‘the city regained its free- 
dom under’ Pompey now seems evi- 
dent., Several. dated -inscriptions and 
mosaics recently recovered show that 
the city, in gratitude, took the dating 
of the tg ge era (64-63 B. C.):

breeding. The breed known. as 
‘‘Arabian” seems to have originatea 
in this era and location. « That this 
love. of the horse continued long 
after the date of the Ptolemies is at- 
tested by the Hippodrome south of 
the city, bétween the South Gate and 
the beautiful Triumphal Arch.

COCKFIGHTING BILL 
RAILS IN PORTO RICO 


Governor Towner’s Veto Blocks 
Legalization of Island’s 
Principal Sport. 


LAW GENERALLY IGNORED 


Country Residents Keep Fighting 
Chickens in Yards and Hold 
Clandestine Mains.

SAN JUAN,: P. R.,: May 24.—Ef- 
forts to legalize cockfighting, . pro- 
hibited for the past twenty-four 
years, have failed through a veto by 
Governor Towner... The Legislature, 
by amending .the.cruelty to animals 
law, ‘undertook to open the door to 
what is said to be the most popular 


on clandestine sport in the island and 


described ,.by one person who op- 
posed the approval of the law as a 
custom in Porto Rico as old as crime 
itself. 

One of the chief sekuebante ad- 
vanced for approval of the bill was 
that boxing, .a ‘‘foreign’’ sport, was 
permitted by a law passed a year 
ago; and has become very popular, 
and that horse racing has become an 
éstablished business as well as sport, 
and that the Government partici- 
pates in the profits of racing both 
from revenue from the gate receipts 
and the pools. 

Old-timers who wanted to re-estab- 
lish. cockfighting complained that 
they did not understand the sporting 
vocabulary of either racing or box- 
ing, and that baseball, an increas- 
ingly popular American sport, left 
them without a thrill. Like the Ken-

For many years there have been ef- 
forts to legalize cockfighting, and in 
many sessions of the Legislature 
bills to re-establish that sport and to 
legalize boxing were balanced against 
each other, votes being offered by 
cock fanciers for the boxing bill in 
return for support of their pet meas- 
ure. Finally, however, boxing re- 
ceived official sanction under control 
of a Government commission, and 
within a year became very popular, 
stadiums having been erected in a 
half dozen towns for the holding of 
prizefights, and only recently a_rec- 
ord crowd of 12,000 paid between 
$40,000 and $50,000 to witness a box- 
ing . program in San Juan. Although 
boxi ng was authorized without any 
promise of favorable: action on a 
Pa Se «jy bill, bird fans'*found 
eno support in each house of the 
Legislature a year later to put their 
measure through.

Rents May Plague the Premier. 


One thing is worrying M. Poincaré. 
If he stablizes, he will have to alter 
the rent laws, which at present favor 
the tenants to the disadvantage of 


the house owners. These can. get 
only three times the income from 
rents which they got previously. Un- 
doubtedly they will clamor for‘a mul- 
tiplication by five on the basis .of 
the franc, and there will be an 
answering clamor from millions of 
householders who are used to get- 
ting their rent cheap. 

Just when and how he will stabilize 
the Premier intends to keep a deep 
secret. He has not told: anybody, 
and it can be expected that he will 
not do so until his decree is issued. 

When that is accomplished he has 
other plans, although these, too, he 
is keeping somewhat to himself. 
Some of them will have to wait un- 
til next year, or at least until after 
the American elections. Then, the 
few friends who believe they know 
what is in his mind declare, he will 
begin working on a general plan for 
the liquidation of the whole repara- 
tions and war debt problem.

Prussian ‘Lucy Stoners’ Win Point.

for the Department of Justice author- 
izing married women to add_ their 
own family names to those of their 
husbands. This compromise was put 
through by the votes of the parties 
of the Left, aided by a few National- 
ists. In order to enjoy the legal 
right to her hyphenated name the 
woman must formally record her 
intention to do so before the official 
performing the marriage ceremony. 





PIRATE KING'S GOLD 
STIRS ITALIAN HEIRS 


Rumor Says Renegade Ruler of 
Madagascar Won a Fortune 
of $500,000,000. 


WAS CROWNED RADAMES | 


When Claim Is Filed 100 Other 
Litigants Join Forces for a 
Bitter Fight. 


By ARNALDO CORTFSI. 
Wireless to Tam New YorK Tres. 

ROME, May 31.—Italy was thrilled 
last week by a strange story of reck- 
less piracy, of African queens, of 
enormous accumulated wealth, of 
war, love, murder and poisoning, 
which was revealed when over 100 
persons joined in a consortium to 
claim heredity with a mythical Ital- 
ian pirate who, after marrying the 
Queen of Madagascar, became King 
of that distant land and died exactly 
one hundred years ago at the imma- 
ture age of 37, leaving to his Italian 
heirs a huge fortune estimated at 
$500,000,000. Some say he died in 
warfare, others that he was poisoned 
by his black-skinned wife in a fit of 
jealousy. 

The story is told as follows: 

A certain Frederico da Re, nick- 
named ‘‘Bonnet,’’ having committed 
a serious crime over a century ago, 
fled for his life from his native place 
of Vittorio Venito. He escaped to 
Africa, where, having banded to- 
gether with a group of desperadoes 
even more reckless and desperate 
than himself, he seized a merchant 


vessel and gave himself up to the 
lucrative trade of piracy. 

He chose as the field of his activ- 
ity the eastern coast of Africa, mak- 
ing inroads as far south as Mada- 

ar. There he wooed and won the 
ueen of a native tribe, eventually 
marrying her. Being an energetic 


jand clever man, he soon declared war 


against the neighboring tribes and 
conquered them. In a few years he 
was ruling over the whole of Mada- 
gascar and was proclaimed Emperor, 
under the title of Radames I. 

But his ambitions did not end there. 
He became an important factor in 
English Colonial. politics, as England 
saw in hima valuable element for 
checking French expansion in that 
part of the world. He concluded a 
treaty of alliance with England, from 
whom he obtained money, arms and 
food, but his premature end came a 
few years later. 

Several versions of his death exist. 
Some say he died fighting against 
French invaders. Others say he was 
poisoned by his African Queen in a 
fit of jealousy. All agree, however, 
that he had accumulated enormous 
wealth, which was deposited with a 
British Colonial banking firm, being 
left to his Italian descendants. .Some 
estimate the fortune as high as 
9,000,000,000 Italian lire.

Nation-Wide Claims. 


Several persons in his presumed 
native town of Vittorio Venito im- 
mediately advanced claims as his 
lawful heirs. But suddenly other 
claimants appeared in the Province 
of Cuneo who averred they could 
prove that they were the direct de- 
scendants of a certain Bonnet of 
Rocca Brunna who had conquered the 
Kingdom of Madagascar. Then still 
more claimants appeared in the Prov- 
ince of Friuli, others in Sicily, and 
finally there were few Italian fami- 
lies unable to prove that their geneo- 
logical tree contained some Bonnet 
ors ome da Re at some time or other. 
Thus matters were brought to a 
standstill, it being impossible to de- 
cide who the true descendants of 
Radames I of Madagascar were. 

It now appears that six persons at 
Turin are able to prove conclusively 
that they are the lawful heirs of the 
one-time pirate who became a King. 
They have filed a legal claim for his 
money, which is held by the Oriental 
Indian Banking Company. This nat- 
urally drew upon them the fire of all 
the other heirs. These joined in a 
consortium, disposing of considerable 
funds and composed of over 100 per- 
sons who are fighting their claim in 
every possible manner. Soon the two 
sides will clash before the Italian law 
courts. 

Apparently the estimates of Ra- 
dames I’s fortune have been much 
exaggerated by popular fancy. The 
revised estimates place it at about

Mecklenburg Schools Neglected. 

That the primary schools main- 
tained upon the big agrarian estates 
in the tiny German State of Meck- 
lenburg-Schwerin for the children of 
the farmhands are considered of 
much less importance by the pro- 
prietors and managers of the farms 
than the stables for the horses and 
cattle was revealed by a trip of in- 
spection recently made by members 
of the Diet’s Committee on Laws. 
Most of the scrools are housed in 
miserable huts or partly ruined 
buildings, with poor lighting and 
sanita conditions, and the teach- 
ers, who since 1919 are state em- 
ployes and no longer under direct 
control of the estate owners, are said 
to be subjected to all sorts of hu- 
miliation;: and handicaps in their 
efforts to look after e interests 
of their charges.

Russians Love the Theatrical. 


The Russian public loved the 
theatre intensely, and the worst days 
of civil war saw no break in theatri- 
cal performances. But this is better 
still, a marvelous human drama 
where lives are at stake. 

As the case develops, the impres- 
sion deepens that not less than ten 
or twelve of the accused will be 
sentenced to the “‘highest measure of 


social protection, shooting,’’ as the 
penal code quaintly puts it 

I say quaintly, because in principle, 
capital punishment has been abol- 
ished. in Russia. The msximum 
penalty for murder is eight—or at 
the outside ten years’ imprisonment. 
The penalty is the same for a second 
murder. 

But with three murders or more it 
becomes a different matter. The 
culprit then is considered a social 
menace and is shot. 

It is the same with these treason 
trials; the convicts are shot as ene- 
mies of society. A curious Oriental 
psychology appears in this; but the 
Russians, like the still more Oriental 
Chinese, have always a logical basis 
for what seems to the Westerners 
their unusual viewpoint.

PRUSSIA AIDS PRISONERS. | 


German State Intensifies Efforts te 
Reform Criminals. 


With the present prison population | 
of Prussia reduced to about 34,000, 
compared with 46,000 in 1926 and 
70,000 in 1923, the Department of 
Justice of that State is reported as 
intensifying its eftorts to make its 
jails real reform institutions and to 
smooth the road ror discharged 
prisoners upon their return to civil 
life. The decline in the number of 
prisoners, which is due both to a 
general drop in crime and to the 
amnesty accorded to a host of polit- 
ical offenders during the last few 
years, has. done away with over- 
crowding altogether and made it pos- 
sible to abolish a number of an- 
tiquated jails in various parts of 
the State. 

In an official report on the Prus- 
sian prisons summarized in the 
Frankfurter Zeitung of May 15 it 
is noted that more than 3,000 pris- 
oners are engaged in farm work 
and in the reclamation of waste 
lands and that thousands of others 
are employed in prison industries. 
Upon leaving prison the “‘graduates’’ 
are looked after by the authorities 
until they are able to find work, 
a special! fund of $100,000. being set 
aside for this purpose.

Preparations for the national conven- 
tions of the two leading political parties 
are now virtually complete. Nearly all 
the delegates are elected. The national 
committees are at work on the prelimi- 
naries. The country will soon be in the 
full tide of the Presidential election. 

Until now public attention has been 
naturally most attracted to certain fea- 
tures of this great quadrennial contest 
which do not in themselves seem inspir- 
ing. Some of the forces in conflict have 
appeared selfish or sordid. We have 
seen the usual political wire-pulling and 
manoeuvring. While some public men 
have been, by their attitude, adding to 
their prestige, not a few politicians, who 
have often held the front of the stage, 
have come to look even more petty than 
before. Personal and local interests have 
sought to exalt themselves above national 
concerns. Prejudice and partisanship 
have got out of hand and run wild. Any 
one who had set out to find disagreeable 
and even depressing things in the man- 
agement of our public affairs would have 
found plenty of material during the past 
three months ready to his hand. A 
huge and sprawling democracy about to 
renew the mandate to its rulers is not 
always an impressive or exhilarating 
spectacle. 

Grant all this, and yet let not one 
point be forgotten. The American people 
are at least true to the tradition of self- 
government. They are going their own 
way. It may not be a very pretty way 
in politics, but anyhow nobody is impos- 
ing it upon them. The general plébiscite 
which the United States is about to hold 
was not ordered by an adventurer like 
NAPOLEON III, a soldier like RIVERA in 
Spain, or a benevolent dictator like Mus- 
SOLINI. Americans in the act of renew- 
ing their Government may sometimes ap- 
pear to be floundering badly and going 
through an immense amount of waste 
motion, but at any rate they do the 
thing as they like, with no man to op- 
press them or make them afraid, What 
they think, they are free to say, even if 
it be foolish. They may vote unwisely, 
but at least they are free to vote just 
as they please. 

At a time when so much is heard about 
disciplining and regimenting a modern 
democracy in order to make it behave 
better, it is well to remind ourselves of 
some of these old fundamental articles 
of the American political creed. It was 
about twenty-five years after the foun-

AMIABLE VISITORS. 


The Summer tide of American transat- 
lantic travel has set in. It follows close 
upon a receding flood of European visi- 
tors to this country, smaller in volume 
than the eastward flow, but higher in per 
capita distinction. Emi, LUDWIG, who 
sets down his impressions of America 
elsewhere in today’s TIMES, is one in a 
long succession of Continental tourists 
who have come, seen and written sym- 
pathetically about us. KEYSERLING, MAU- 
ROIS, BERTRAND RUSSELL have addressed 
us by word of mouth while taking notes. 
Some time back SIEGFRIED and F'Ay docu- 
mented and described us primarily for a 
European public, but in a manner we 
have found far from displeasing. If 
there is one basic message that. all of 
these have carried back to their country- 
men it is the warning to take America 


seriously. Something big is growing up [ 


in this country that is not exclusively 
summed up in size and wealth and mate- 
rial energy. It is not to be lightly dis- 
missed with airy references to dollars, 
motor cars and jazz. 

Possibly the visitor may be moved to 
an extra touch of gentleness for America 
by the thought of the exceedingly rough 
treatment America has been undergoing 
at the hands of her native sons. Before 
the war Americans dwelt in compla- 
cency; the remarks about Dollarika came 
from across the Atlantic. That tradition 
would go back nearly a century to the 
plain speaking of DICKENS of the first 
voyage and Mrs. TROLLOPE. In those 
days the Jefferson Bricks dominated in 
the land and were called to order by the 
candid foreigner. In those days a Cin- 
cinnati citizen said to Mrs. TROLLOPE: 
“ Shakespeare, madam, is obscene; and, 
“thank GOD, we are sufficiently ad- 
“vanced to have found it out.” Imagine, 
now, any forward-looking citizen making 
such a boast today! Contemporary de- 
bunkage is exclusively of native manu- 
facture. For an antidote we must turn, 
if there are no resources in one’s self, to 
a visiting European. He will hasten to 
assure us that we are a much sounder 
and more worthwhile lot than we have 
been told in the bosom of the family, 

None of the recent travelers among us, 
for instance, has seen the shadows lying 
so heavy on American life as the anon- 
ymous author of a forecast of the cul- 
tural future of America in the June 
number of Harper’s. The writer cannot 
be Mr. MENCKEN for two reasons at 
least. It is not his style, and there is a 
pointed reminder, in one place, that the 
kind of thing he stands for “argues 
nothing for culture.” Our whole litera- 
ture of revolt only retards the upbuilding 
of American character through culture: 
of aspiration, on inéead atothinn mane 
pe fg but. a "3 5 paar and vulgar curi- 
osity. Ow Many readers can 
one liialistule approaching Mr. SIN- 
CLAIR LEwIs’s novels, for instance, or 


Mr, MENCKEN’S essays in any other

If there is no hope on the Left Wing, 
then the outlook is dark indeed. For 
the Harper writer sees America quite as 
darkly as the Left Wing sees it. It will 
be a long time before the “humane 
life” as Europe knows it prevails among 
us. Today there are no signs of a better 
state of things. We have individual lives 
of culture, but they are “ solitary, unin- 
fluential, existing fortuitously.” The hu- 
mane individual in the United States 
fights a losing battle against the tide. 
That is the familiar indictment. For re- 
buttal or plea in mitigation we have to 
turn to recent observers from Europe. 


MYTHS ABOUT POLITICAL 
PERSONALITIES. 


As the Presidential campaign ap- 
proaches, the creation of myths regard- 
ing public men may be expected to begin. 
No American contest for the Presidency 
would run true to form without it. The 
myth-making process is already visible 
in the effort to construct a legend of 
Mr. HOOVER as the farmer’s implacable 
enemy. If Mr. DAWES were more con- 
spicuously in the foreground, the picture 
of a rugged and explosive individuality, 
full of strange oaths, would be taking 
possession of every voter’s mind. Vari- 
ous legends about Governor SMITH’s per- 
sonality are doubtless awaiting distribu- 
tion. Such political myths are not 
always concerned with unpleasant or 
unpopular traits, but it must be admitted 
that the exigencies of a hotly contested 
campaign usually favor that kind of in- 
vention, 

The myth of bad manners, bad habits, 
or political incompetency has sometimcs 
not only survived the campaign itself, 
but colored conceptions of a President's 
individuality throughout his~ official 
term; occasionally, indeed, in the his- 
tories. LINCOLN, it is true, soon lived 
down the myth of an executive whose 
White House conversations were made 
up of broad Western jokes. But plenty 
of people now living remember how the 
almost discarded myth of CLEVELAND’S 
habitual intemperance revived when the 
Venezuela message broke the New York 
stock: market. There are similar tradi- 
tions regarding Presidential personalities 
of the -longer past, which even today 

shape popular ideas of them. The tradi- 








tion of ANDREW JOHNSON is perhaps the . 


most ‘notable instance, the peculiarity in 
his case being that the myth of hopeless 
ignorance..and intemperance was culti- 
vated by statesmen and newspapers of 
his own party, whose plan of reconstruc-

drunken stupor and taken te.a doctor” 
to be sobered up, probably reflects even 
today the notion of a large body of citi- 
zens. JOHNSON’S was not exactly an 
amiable temperament, and historical dis- 
proof makes slow headway, even when 
the fact is now recognized by all his- 
torians that JOHNSON was right in his 
views on reconstruction after 1865 and 
the Republican leaders wrong, and the 
United States Supreme Court has upheld 
JOHNSON’S action on the “ Tenure-of- 
Office act,” for which he was impeached 
by Congress. Research into documents 
and memoirs has even unearthed (with- 
out exploding the myth of 1869), such 
opinions on JOHNSON’S individuality as 
SUMNER’s admission in 1865 that “his 
“manners were excellent, even sympath- 
“ etic,” and LINCOLN’s.remark that hos- 
tile judgment of a man “who has done 
“so much and suffered so much as he 
“for the nation’s sake” was unwar- 
rantable. 

The popular tradition of President 
ANDREW JACKSON is colored ordinarily 
by the idea of a politician uncouth in 
manner, violent in controversy, illiterate 
in speech. This picture was impressed 
all but indelibly on the conservative 
Northern mind during. the contest over 
the United States Bank. Yet Mrs. 
TROLLOPE, who visited America in 1832 
and whose fastidious English mind found 
little but crudeness in this country’s men 
and institutions, met JACKSON and de- 
scribed him in her “ Domestic. Manners 
of the Americans” as “a gentleman 
and a soldier.” Her English fellow- 
travelers, who “conversed a good deal 
“with him, were pleased with his con- 
*versation and manners.” A well-known 
British actor, having similarly visited 
this country in 1836, quoted the ladies 
in the family of a high British officer 
as testifying that “they had seldom met 
“@ person possessed of more native 
* courtesy and dignified deportment.” In 
JACKSON’S own family, as his political 
enemy, GEORGE BANCROFT, testified, “ per- 
fect ease and good breeding prevailed.” 
WILLIAM HONE, resolute Federalist and 
bitter critic of the Jackson Administra- 
tion’s policies, wrote in his diary of 
1833 that JACKSON was a statesman of 
notable tact, which his predecessor, 
“poor ADAMS,” had lacked; that “his 
“manners are certainly good, and he 
“makes the most of them.” 

Possibly this destruction of favorite 
myths of the past ought to make us less 
receptive in these later days to pic- 
turesque “ campaign versions” of polit- 
ical personalities, That would seem to 
be asking much, however, when the 
ideas of many of us are still subject to 
the political caricatures of 1865 and 
1886. Sometimes the question occurs, 
in view of these strange perversions re- 
garding occupants of the place on which 
the “fierce white light of publicity” 
beats, exactly how much confidence we 
can have in the descriptions of the 
Roman Emperors—passed on to us, as 
most of them have been, by contempo- 
rary scribes with strong political preju- 
dices of their own. 








THE ACCESSIBLE ARCTIC, 

Never have the airplane’s uses stood 
out with a more definite promise than in 
the case of the quest for the Italia, lost 
somewhere in the Arctic. Take the 
Andree mystery, which has never been 
cleared up. Professor ANDREE, the Swed- 
ish engineer, and his companions STRIND- 
BERG and FRAENKEL, in 1897, also made 
Spitsbergen the base for their balloon. 
The lines were cast off at 2:30 P. M., 
July 11, and all went well until 10 
o'clock, when the balloon had attained 
82 degrees north and 25 degrees east. 
The weather was fine, according to mes- 
sage buoys dropped and long afterward 
found. Well equipped for an emergency 
was the Ornen, or Eagle. She carried a 
load of five tons of food, ballast, crew 
and material, including a boat for a 
descent into open water. It was calcu- 
lated that the balloon had a “ flotation 
life” of thirty days. 

It was a well-planned expedition, based 
on the theory that favorable winds in 
July would carry the balloon over the 
polar region to land beyond, Soon after 
it disappeared sailors shipwrecked on 
the coast of Spitsbergen reported cries 
of distress. The first relief expedition 
was not sent until November. Others 
followed for two years to follow up clues 
which came to nothing. The Swedish 
Government was especially active. Other 
Governments joined in the search of the 
north Asiatic coast, the New Siberian 
Islands and Eastern Greenland. It was 
a day of ships handicapped by pack ice 
and of dog-sled plodding. The collapsed 
balloon and the figures of three men 
were tiny objects in a vast expanse of 
frozen sea or desolate wilderness. All 
might soon be covered up by the fury of 
a blizzard. 

Greatly changed are the facilities of 
discovery and relief since that day. Man 
has taken wings that are stronger and 
swifter than the condor’s. To whatever 
part of the uninhabited world he pene- 
trates, his reports may be communicated 
by radio. A return flight in a few hours 
tells the whole story. Perhaps even the 
airplane may fail to reveal what befell 
NOBILB, but the whole Arctic, the islands 
in it and the lands bordering it may be 
traversed in days by aviators. Months 
and even years were formerly spent in 
attempts to rescue lost explorers or to 
learn their fate. .The classic case is the 
quest for Sir JOHN FRANKLIN and his 


te officers and men of the Erebus and 
Terror had died. ‘Nations vie with one 
another in sending relief expeditions to 
the Arctic region. The United States hon- 
orably. contributed Captain Hain, He 
headed two expeditions. As late as 1878

British Navy and Dr. JOHN Rag.of Hud- 
son’s Bay Company... Remains of mem- 
bers of the expedition, several graves 
and articles used by the lost were found. 
Back’s Great. Fish River, where many 
of them perished, is today within . easy 
flight by airplane from Hudson Bay 
posts. 

In the elements of tragedy three years’ 
isolation and extremity of GREELY and 
his command in Grinnell Land were 
lamentable experiences. Sabine Point, 
where the few spent survivors were 
found by the van of SCHLEY’s relief ex- 
pedition, is now a short flight from 
Etah, Greenland, on the other shore of 
Smith’s Sound, and one of five hours 
from Upernivik. All of GREELY’s party 
could have been saved if airplane scout- 
ing had been possible in 1882. Rations 
could have been hurried to them by air. 








THE WAR ON WILD FLOWERS. 


The annual Spring drive on wild 
flowers has begun. Despite unpropitious 
weather, the weekly exodus of city dwell- 
ers into available country regions is 
once more common, and the country- 
side is exposed to the ravages of the 
thoughtless who, in their delight at find- 
ing wild flowers, do not realize that 
when plucked they fade almost immedi- 
ately. How to control this evil is a prob- 
lem to be faced by communities through- 
out the entire country. New Yorkers are 
not the sole offenders, nor is the region 
within a short radius of that city the 
only one that is being stripped of its 
wild life. From all sections come re- 
ports of damage done, with demands 
that wild flowers be protected by law, 

Already this has been done in certain 
States and counties for certain plants 
and trees. In theory, wild flowers on 
private property are protected under the 
regulations against trespassing. In fact, 
few efforts are made to punish the tres- 
passers. More has been done where 
special provisions exist, as, for example, 
in California, where certain of the bush 
lupins are protected, and in Connecticut, 
where only last Summer a number of 
persons moving protected flowers were 
subjected to penalties. Unfortunately, 
the police are usually loath even to halt 
motorists who have filled their cars with 
wild flowers. It seems almost as diffi- 
cult for the officers of the law as for 
the public to realize that wild flowers, 
which are apparently so abundant, re- 
quire special protection. 

On analysis it will be found that much 
of the destruction of wild plant life is 
due to thoughtlessness and ignorance, 
Those who pluck the flowers not only do 
not realize that in so doing they are pre- 
venting natural reproduction by seed, 
but also fail to exercise even moderate 
care in picking. As a result they often 
either injure the plants severely or actu- 
ally pull them up by the roots, While 
the reproductive powers of some plants 
are sufficiently great to offset the de- 
struction by such means, many of the 
more beautiful flowers have in this man- 
ner been almost extinguished. For ex- 
ample, the maidenhair ferns, the gen- 
tians, the lady-slippers and the arbutus 
have become scarce in New York and 
urban New England. The laurels and 
dogwoods are subjected to brutal attacks 
each Spring, despite special efforts to 
protect them. 

Fortunately, various organizations have 
been carrying on a drive to rouse 
public opinion in behalf of the wild 
flowers. Already the movement has 
reached the schools. Here is the logical 
place to begin, as much of the damage 
is done by children in their eagerness 
to enjoy the unusual thrill of finding 
the flowers. Through them the parents 
can be educated to the new point of 
view. It will be long before the Ameri- 
can people develop the love of natural 
beauty that is inherent in the Japanese 
people. But much can be done to pro- 
tect what we have by encouraging in 
the younger generation a sense of re- 
sponsibility for preserving wild flowers 
in their native habitat so that they may 
become more plentiful and that more 
people may enjoy them. 








OUR ARTISTIC PROGRESS. 

M. CHARLES DIEHL of the Institute 
publishes in the Revue des Deux Mondes 
of May 15 a heart-warming recognition 
of the good things he found in Ameri- 
can universities and museums. Fifteen 
years ago he spent several months in 
this country. Recently he made another 
trip, crossing the continent and spend- 
ing some time in a number of Middle 
Western cities as well as in the great 
cities of the two coasts. Naturally he 
found many profound changes. The en- 
couraging thing is that he sees in them 
the fruition of vague aspirations of fif- 
teen years ago and the promise of future 
artistic and intellectual attainments. 

In the physical beauties of Princeton, 
Cornell, Madison, Stanford and others 
he found a setting suited to study and 
meditation. Princeton he compared to 
Oxford and Cambridge. The urban sur- 
roundings of Harvard were plainly more 
to his taste. It holds more intimate as- 
sociations for him, and he speaks of it 
affectionately, with its students, as “ fair 
Harvard, old Harvard.” The School of 
Business Administration fascinated him. 
He believes it will greatly increase the 
influence and prestige of Harvard, which 
is even now “ one of the chief intellectual 
centres of the United States.” To its 
budget and to the financial arrangements 
of several other universities he devotes 

paragraphs, The generosity of 

wealthy persons is to him wonderful in 
its many manifestations, .

The American Library Association in 
session. during the past week at West 
Baden, Ind., with 2,000 delegates present, 
representing 11,000 members and many 
affiliated national, State and other or- 
ganizations, found itself confronted: with 
a challenge which transcends the 4 de- 
mands made upon libraries. The:s has 
within the last few years developed a 
nation-wide interest in adult education— 
which begins where compulsory educa- 
tion or. the formal education that 
stretches four or eight or a few more 
years further on, ends and carries on to 
the end of mental life. 

Not since the inauguration of the com- 
mon school has there been such @ con- 
centrated effort upon any one phase of 


popular education. This interest and | 


effort have been especially encouraged 
by the discovery by one of our foremost 
educational authorities as to the habits 


‘and capacities of the human mind, Dr. 


THORNDIKE, giving hope for continuing 
acquisition and cultural development into 
old age. Emphasis is placed more and 
more upon the importance of early train- 
ing, but hope is no longer denied those 
who enter the gate of middle or old age. 
As this informal, adult, post-graduate 
education is in some degree dependent 
upon books and reading, more and more 
is the public library becoming an educa- 
tional institution for the adult. It has, 
to be sure, its special service for youth in 
cooperating with the school, but its major 
function is to be increasingly in behalf 
of those who are not preparing for life 
but are already active workers and citi- 
zens. 

This service is not alone for those who 
dwell in cities or towns. The United 
States Department of Agriculture has 
just published a bulletin (Farmers’ Bul- 
letin No. 1,559) telling what is being 
done to supply farms and villages with 
books.. New York State has for many 
years been sending out traveling libra- 
ries to communities, schools and rural or- 
ganizations, and thirty-nine States now 
have such a service. A recent and grow- 
ing form of State library extensions is 
that of sending books by mail to indi- 
vidual readers, the borrower paying the 
postage. In two of the smaller States 
books are delivered by automobile. Town- 
ship libraries are maintained in thirteen 
States and county libraries in several, 
books being transported from the central 
library to branch or station libraries. 
But while much has been done, only a 
beginning has been made. It is esti- 
mated that of the 45,069,897 people in 
the United States without public library 
service, 93 per cent, (42,152,291) live in 
the open country or in places having less 
than 2,500 population. The A. Li. A. has 
already a great deal to its credit, but a 
vaster work ahead awaits it as the uni- 
versal friend and informed guide of those 
who have membership in that other A. L, 
A.—the Adult Learners’ Association. 


TELLING THE CITY’S STORY. 


Though he knew the market price, 
inch by inch, of certain districts in 
Zenith, he did not know whether the 
police force was too large or too small, 
or whether it was in alliance with gam- 
bling and prostitution. He extolled the 
advantages of the nearness of school 
buildings to rentable homes, but did not 
know whether the schoolrooms were 
properly heated, lighted, ventilated, fur- 
nished.

Professor KILPATRICK of the University 
of Virginia uses the hazy muddle of that 
eminent citizen’s mind’as a text for “‘Re- 
porting Municipal Government,” the lat- 
est publication of the Municipal Admin- 
istration Service. What if Babbitt had 
thought it worth while to know some- 
thing about the City Government—could 
he have found out? Not readily, unless 
the Zenith newspapers, or the Zenith 
civic associations, were unusually alert 
to the administrative side of City Hall 
news. For the ordinary run of official 
reports are not very helpful to the lay- 
man who wants to learn, without too 
much expenditure of time and effort, 
what the departments are up to. 

As one of our own civic gadflies pointed 
out recently most of these reports. are 
so long delayed that when they are pub- 
lished they find their way either to the 
scrap-basket or the back shelf of the 








‘municipal library. They are filled with 


a mass of statistics frequently undi- 
gested. The comment is dull, the text 
too often merely a revision of that used 
in previous years, with a few new fig- 
ures inserted. There is no perspective, 
no attempt to view the year’s task in its 
setting of continuing service. 
‘Municipal budgets come in for special 
criticism at Mr. KILPATRICK’s hands, In- 
deed, they are often compiled in such a 
way as to be utterly baffling to the lay- 
man...

‘When he joined the Camphellite Church, 
Governor THorNs remarked that ‘‘the pil- 
lars didn’t tumble down, but the lights 
went out” as he went up the aisle. It 
was he—as ‘‘President’’ of an unbuilt rail- 
road, eight miles long~who wrote tu M. 
H. Smrrn, head of the great Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad system: . ‘My road 
may not be as long as your road, but it is 
just as wide.”’. It was Governor THorns 
who, on his first visit to Atlantic City— 
and that ‘recently—sent back a post- 
card to his home folks at Eminence read- 
ing: “Just went in washin’ with 2,000 
women.” Of his education he said that 
he had gotten it “‘on a split log with only 
Ray’s arithmetic and a blue-back speller, 
taught by a perfesser who chawed ter- 
backer and knew how to han‘el a hick’ry 
sapling, with a side-glance at Buack- 
STONE.” 

The South is becoming industrialized, 
and does not now produce the Thorne 
type with great frequency. In an at- 
mosphere of commerce, men like W. P. 
THORNE do not flourish. But their frontier 
blood sometimes follows its natural 
course, as in the case of his grandson, 
Captain W. L. Crasss of the United States 
Marine Corps. ‘“‘What Price Glory’’ is 
only one of many repositories of the an- 
ecdotes of his gallantry and individuality, 
but Laurence StTaLurncs is the first to ad- 
mit that Captain Flagg draws only an 
occasional lineament from the fighting 
scion of the THORNEs. 


Today marks the one 
hundred and fiftieth 
year of publication of 
The Gazette of Montreal. 
Its first number was 
printed on June 3, 1778. The proprietor 
and printer was FLzury Mespiet, who had 
formerly been in the employ of BenJaMIn 
FRANKLIN. 

At first, of course, The Gazette was 
printed in French. A copy of the issue 
of Feb, 17, 1779, is of four quarto pages, 
with contents distinctly literary in qual- 
ity. In fact, the publication began as a 
sort of weekly periodical. The number 
referred to contains two long poems, a 
moral ‘‘dialogue’” between a child and 
his teacher, with several short con- 
tributed articles signed ‘‘Le Prudent,” 
*L’Imprimeur,”’ &c. 

One writer complained that the Cana- 
dians were too fickle in their public af- 
fairs. The man who is today their idol 
will in two weeks be the object of their 
scorn, ‘‘What inconsistency! Take my 
advice, recover your good sense, and con- 
duct your political controversies more 
politely." One sees that while paper and 
ink and press work, with the gathering 
and distribution of news, have changed 
enormously in a hundred and fifty years, 
human nature—especially political human 


nature—continues much as it always has 
been.

Not Out of Sight. 


Difficult to understand is the Depart- 
ment of Commercé’s reference to ‘‘in- 
visible payments.” At first sight it 
would be an allusion to Sinclair and Fall, 
Mrs. Knapp, the Queens sewer scandal, 
the Bronx street-cleaning scandal and 
bootleggers’ remittances. But further 
scrutiny shows that by invisible payments 
the Department of Commerce means our 
tourists, whose expenditures do not ap- 
pear in the export and import figures.

American Strata. 


The Chrysler-Dodge merger comes just 
in time to embarrass the Fourth-of-July 
orators, who must already be getting 
their thoughts together on the subject of 
American democracy and its freedom 
from class and caste. It is nothing of 
the kind. As a learned news article in 
Tue New York Tres for last Thursday 
points out, the Chrysler-Dodge products 
cover a wide field in both costs and 
models and are thus ‘‘directly in com- 
petition with General Motors.on virtually 
all price levels.’?’ General Motors cars, 
it may be recalled, range all the way’ 
from $600 to $5,500. The hideous truth 
about America stands out clearly when 
we speak not of price levels, but of 
price classes. It is then immediately ap- 
parent that we are the most class-ridden 
people on earth, with the possible excep- 
tion of India. 


Consider the evidence on the subject 
and see if you do not agree with the 
Third International at Moscow that the 
United States is headed for the fiercest 
class war in history. We have the $385 
touring car class; the (approximately), 
$525 two-door sedan class; the $595 tour- 
ing car class; the $625 four-door sedan 
class; the $725 four-cylinder class; the 
$900 standard six class; and so on up to 
the $7,300 factory model class and the 
custom model at any number of addi- 
tional thousands of dollars one wishes to 
pay. We spoke of India; it is not un- 
likely that our automobile classes out- 
number the castes of India, counting 
touring cars, sedans, roadsters, coupés, 
broughams, limousines, cylinders, brakes, 
wire wheels and extra tires.

Within the‘ last six 
months, however, a volume printed 
in London. in 1595, by Adam talip, 
has been brought to light. This “ 
eourse of Tobacco” speaks of strange 
and wonderful cures effected both by 
the. “‘leafe as well in taking the 
smoke of it, with the Pipe.’ 

There is also another volume, tak- 
ing the opposite view, printed by 
Richard Field in 1600, with the title 
‘Work for Chimney-Sweepers; a 
Warning for Tobacconists.”’ 


Good for the Plague. 


The plague broke out in London 
about this time and the theatres were 
closed. Old Adam Islip saw an op- 


portunity to put in a good word for 
the smokers. ‘‘ L Speake it with an 
vpright feare to »* he says, ‘‘that 
man hath not known an excellenter 
preseruative against the late danger- 
ous infection.’’ 

Thus the battle of the books for 
and against tobacco went merrily on, 
one side maintaining that a pipe 
worked the sar:s effects on a man

As another evidence of progress, it 
may be pointed out that the bureau 
intends to take a complete census of 
the Navajo Indians this Summer on 
the basis of an entirely new method 
of procedure. Every Indian will be 
fingerprinted for future identifica- 
tion, in view of the conflict of Indian 
and English names, supplemented by 
a numbered metal tag, corresponding 
to the method used in the United 
States Army during the war. The 
census will settle a long-time con- 
troversy as to the actual number of 
Navajo Indians, estimated at more 
than 30,000 and unquestionably prov- 
ing that this tribe of Indians, in any 
event, is not dying out. Ali-Indian 
birth and death rates are untrust- 
worthy and pure guesswork. The 
enumeration of the Indian population 
is one of unusual difficulty. As the 
result of much intermixture with the 
white element, a considerable num- 
ber of mixed blood Indians pass. as 
white in the census enumeration. 
But under birth and death certifi- 
cates a person with Indian blood is 
much more likely to be accounted 
for, in view of financial or other 
contingencies involved. 

What is needed is joint legislation 
by both houses of Congress to make 
appropriations adequate to the plans 
to carry out the declared policy of 
the. Government, largely the result 
of the. treaty obligations. What is 
further needed is a.sufficient appro- 
priation by the next Congress to pro- 
vide for a special census enumeration 
of the Indian, corresponding to the 
special census of 1910. The enumera- 
tion of Indians on the regular census 
schedule has never been satisfactory.

FOREIGN-BORN VOTERS NEED CARE 





Tact Is Necessary in Instructing These New but 
Earnest Americans 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The job of supervising the millions 
of voters represented in fhe racial 
groups of the country is not cne 
usually sought for. There are few 
who understand the sentiments, 
emotions and temperaments of these 
fine upstanding A-ericans, many 
of whom have just received their 
final papers, and all too frequently 
a deplorable error is made by plac- 
ing someone in charge who has not 
the slightest idea of the complexities 
of the work. Improper leadership in 
either of the major political parties 
brings untold griefs and annoyances 
to the national Chairman and the 
pen and criticisms are mani- 
old. 

To properly estimate the political 
feelings of a man or woman born 
in lands other than our own, more 
than a passing knowledge of the po- 
litical, economic, ethnologic, social 
and psychologic conditions in the 
mother countries is necessary. 


Director’s Work Cut Out. 


The director of this work must 
classify his groups throughout the 
various States into their racial, po- 
litical and religious affiliations. He 
must organize workers and speakers 


among the foreign born and see that 
each faction has proper representa- 
tion. It must be considered that an 
ethnoloric entity may ve divided 
into several distinct language and 
subracial seo together with 
branches of religious sects. 

In 1920 there were 6,274,193 natural- 
ized American voters. It is safe to 
assume that approximately 2,000,000 
have taken out their final papers 
since then. And it is well to re-

The atest percentage of natural- 
ized citizens voting in the elections 
is to be found in North Dakota (pre- 
ponderantly Norwegian) with 31 per 
cent. of the total number of voters. 
Minnesota, where the foreign-born

pel a naturalized vote of 27 per 
cent, 

There are good reasons for the as- 
sumption that the number of foreign- 
born voters who avail themselves of 
their privilege to vote is larger pro- 

ortionately than the native born.

THE HOOVER GENEALOGY. 
To the Editor of "he New York Times: 
Martin Snyder communicates to 


noe newspaper a ealogy of Her- 
ert Hoover from the Abridged Com- 
pendium of American Genealogy. 
This records Andrew Hoover, the 
first of the line in this country, as 
a native of Baden, Germany—not of 
Holland, as has been generally sup- 
poses and as I have virtually stated 
n my biography of Mr. Hoover. 
The exact racial origins of the 
American Hoover family are not 
quite clear. Andrew Hoover is first 
recorded as a resident of Maryland 
in 1740, and as a Quaker. It is prob- 
able that he was an immigrant; 
though even that is not absolutely 
certain. The strongest and common- 
est family tradition holds that he 
came here from Holland, and was 
at the time of his immigration al- 
ready a member of the Society of 
Friends. In some ranches of the 
mr there is a dim tradition that 
the Hoovers originated in Germany, 
passed on to Holland and were there 
converted to the Quaker faith. 

Two facts—and they are the only 
two we have—count against the 





here directly from Germany. First, 
there were no Quakers in Germany 
at the time; but the sect had a foot- 
hold in Holland. Second, Hoover 
is the Dutch form, and the Dutch 
form ulone, of that common North- 
European name. ‘The French and 
Walloons spell it ‘‘Huber’” and the 
Germans ‘‘Huber’’ or ‘‘Hoefer.’’ But 
Andrew was spelling it ‘Hoover’ 
when the curtain rises on him in 
1740. If the family originated in 
Germany, it must have lived in Hol- 
land long enough to change the 
spelling of its name and its faith.

The old Presbyterian Meeting 
House, as it was known in Colonial 
and Revolutionary days, or the ‘‘Old 
First”? Presbyterian Church, another 
nameé by. which it is known, closed 
its doors in 1886, due to differences 
arising from the Civil War, but 
strange to relate it held true to tne 
Northern Presbyterian Assembly 
throughout the period of strife up 
until the day it closed. Its position 
in a Southern community naturally 
became one of extreme isolation, and 
this in time caused its extinction as 
an active church. 

The wheels of artillery en route to 
the battlefields: of four wars—Lord 
Dunmore’s V/ar in Colonial days, the 
War of the Reyolution, the War of 

1812 and the Civil War—have rumbled 
past its doors. Citizens of- Alexandria 
who fought in these wars sleep in its 
peaceful churchyard. Alexandria, like 
much of Virginia beyond tidewater, 
was settled. by Scotch and Scotch- 
Irish pionecrs, and .the Presbyterian 
Meeting Houcze remains as one of the 
last relics of this hardy race of 
pioneers, 


Washington’s Loige Met There. 


The old Meeting House is one of 
the most beautiful end historic. Co- 
lonial Churches in America. In it 
was helG the first religious meeting 


of the Masonic lodge of which 
George Weshington was Worshipful 
Master in 1783, and Washington was 
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an attendant. at various of the 
Masonic. religious ceremonies held 
there. The memorial sermons for the 
pars after the funeral of Washing- 

m were delivered in the old Pres 
eee Meeting House on Dec. 29, 

792. 

The old Meeting House has been 
called a Masonic Westminster Abbey. 
Under the pulpit is buried the body 
of the. Rev. James Muir, chaplain of 
the funeral lodge vhich buried George 
Washington and Revoiutionary-day 

tor of the old’ Presbyterian Meet- 
ng House. He died in 1820, and a me- 
morial tablet in his honor was placed 
on the north wall of the church. In 
the churchyard are buried thirty 
fellow-Masons of General Washing- 
ton, notable among them Colonel 
Dennis Ramsay, one of Washington’s 
pallb2arers, who was also the Mayor 
of Alexandria in 1789. 


Dr. Craik Buried in Churchyard. 


Dr. James Craik, one of the most 
colorful figures of Colonial and Revo- 
lutionary days, rests here. He was 


born near Dumfries, Scotland, 1730, 
and emigrated to America in 1750; 
was surgeon in Washington’s first 
command and with him in the Battle 
of Great Meadows in 1754, and in 
every other battle participated in by 
Washington thereafter on down to 
Yorktown in the Revolution. He was 
Surgeon General of the Continental 
Army and director of the hospital at 
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Yorktown. He ministered to the 
dying British General Braddock after 
the ambush at the field of the 
Monongahela and dressed Lafavette’s 
wounds at Brandywine. He ministered 
to George Washington on his death- 
bed and to Martha Washington. He 
was perhaps the most intimate friend 
of General Washington. 

Scores of Revolutionary soldiers of 
distinction are buried in the old 
Presbyterian Meeting House church- 
yard. Not least ‘pais J those is the 
“Unknown Soldier of the Mevolu- 
tion,’’ whose grave was marked on 
Feb. 22, 1928, b: the American Legion 
Post in Alexandria, aided by com- 
mittees from the Descendants of the 
Signers of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, the Sons of the Revolution, 
the Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution, the Colonial Dames and other 


| patriotic societies. The inscription on 


the marker on the Unknown’s grave 
was written by Wiliiam ler Page, 
author of ‘‘The American’s Creed.”’ 
It reads as follows: 

‘‘Here lies a soldier hero of the 
Revolution whose identity is known 
but to God. 

“His was an idealism that recog- 
nized a Supreme Being, that planted 
religious liberty on our shores, that 
overthrew despotism, that established 
a people’s government, that wrote a 
Constitution settings metes and 
bounds of delegated authority, that 
fixed a standard of value u»on men 
above gold, and that lifted high the

torch of civil liberty along the path: 
way of mankind. 

‘In ourselves his soul exists as part 
cf ours, his Memory’s Mansion.”’ 


Furnishings Are Ur‘que. 


The furnishings in the old church 
are unique. Some of the old pews 
dating from 1774 may still be seen. 


They are held together with wooden 
pegs in place of nails, and were hand 
carved. The old organ is run by a 
hand pump and bellows. It contains 
an ‘‘fgyptian trumpet’’ which is to- 
day a priceless relic. The lighting 
system is a copy of the o!d whale 
oil lamps of Colonial days and was 
installed with money contributed by 
Elihu Root, Andrew Melon and 
Daniel Willard. 

It was the meeting place of the 
Washington Society of Alexandria, 
founded in 1800, and which endured 
until 1843. It was eer, revived 
and held its first meeting in the old 
Mecting House. 

Chief Justice John Marshall and 
Francis Scott Key, author of ‘‘The 
aig = Banner,’’ both de- 
livered orations in the old Presby- 
terian Meeting House while members 
of the Washington Society. 

The national campaign which re- 
stored the old “Presbyterian Meeting 
House from a dilapidated condition 
started in 1925 and was aided by 
members of practically every pa- 
triotic society in America.

EARTHQUAKE VICTIMS 


Bulgaria Laments Cessation of 
Flow of Healing Waters and 


Feazs Volcanic Eruption. 





The famous medicinal springs ‘of 
Meritchieri at Tchirpane are no 
more. According to a report pub- 
lished in the Sofia papers the first 
earthquake shock which rccently 
devastated Southern Bulgaria, where 
the springs were located, caused 
them to vanish. Their less, it is 
said, is a severe biow, not only to 
the people living in the vicinity, who 
were practically supported by vis- 
itors to Meritchleri, but to the medi- 
cal profession all over the Balkans, 
which had great faith in the curative 
properties of the waters. 

It is reported that in place of the

composition of which is yet to be as- 
certained, and then subsided, and

Gordon Selfridge Jr.—I think the 
man whose mind is taken off his 
work because a good-looking girl is 
working in the same office is not 
much of a business man. Out of. our 
total of employes rather more than 
half are women, and we. find that 
good looks do anything but detract 
from a woman’s value as a-sales- 
man. 

Sir Woodman Burbidge, Chairman 
and Managing Director of Harrods, 
Ltd.—There is no truth in the state- 
ment that good looks are a drawback 
to a woman in business. Personally, 
I like a good-looking girl who has 
something ‘‘above her ears’’ and puts 
her heart and soul into her work. 
In salesmanship the girl: with charm 
has a great advantage. As to a good- 
looking girl being refused a position 
in a drawi office ‘‘because she 
would upset the men,’’ it was not 
correct that she would upset them.

EXCHANGE OF CHILDREN 
IS NOT WORKING OUT 


English Ycangsters Too Insular 
to Enjoy Sojourn in France, 
Association Head Says. 


Seven years ago the Association 
France-Grandc Bretagne, in order to 
cement the trans-Channel rapproche- 
ment, was organized for the purpose 
of making arrangements by which 
young French people, between the 
ages of 14 and 18 years, could be re- 
ceived into English homes in ex- 
change for English girls and boys 
who would be taken into French 
families. There was no question of 
payment on either side. The time of 
sojourn was ten months. 

M. Desclos, assistant director of 
the National University office at 
Paris, now dfaws attention to the 
fact that the project has worked out 
in a very one-sided manner—for 
every seven French children who 
now want to go to England there is 
only one English child desirous of 
going to France. For the first four 
years the exchange was about even; 
then in 1925, 211 French students 
applied for admission to English 
homes, while 203 English sought to 
sojourn in Ifrenca homes; in 1926, 
the figures were recpcctively 267 and 
164; ir. 1927, 226 and 155; while this 
year it is 350 and 5). 

While M. Desclos confesses that 
he has not fathomed the cause for 
the change, Captain B. S. Townroe, 
the Secretary of the association in 
London, is more outspoken. He flat- 
ly says that the English people have 
no appreciation of the advantages 
offered—they are too insular, particu- 
larly in regard to language. He ad- 
mits, however, that the difference in 
the standard of living may have 
something to do with it. The Eng- 
lish boys and girlc miss the custo- 
mary porridge or bacon and eggs 
that so often form the English break- 
fast. ‘I'hen again, while the tea habit 
is growing in France, it has not yet 
become a family institution. Further- 
more, the French are said to be more 
adaptable and cross the Channel 
with the idea of getting the best out 
of whatever may be in store, while 
English youth crosses doubtfully and 


predisposed to have an unhappy 
time. 


PREHISTORIC EGGS FOUND. 


Japanese Dig Up Those of Iguana- 
don in South Manchuria.

DAIREN, May 2.—Twenty-one fos- 
silized eggs of what Japanese scien- 
tists say was the nrehistoric iguana- 
don have been recovered from under 
twenty feet of drift deposits north 
of Dairen, where the South Man- 
churian Railway was excavating for 
bridge work, near the town of Chu- 

antou on the Tatzu River. 

The eggs, which are from two and 
one-half to feur ‘inches in diameter, 
are said by Dr. H. Murakami, chief

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ENGLAND IS LOSING. 
VALUED TRADITIONS 


Cheriched Roast Beef, Famed in 
' Song and Story, the Latest 
Institution to Go. 


MODERN LIFE IS BLAMED 


Lack of Time and Cooks Turn Taste 
to Other Viands—London Is 
Changing, Too.

LONDON, May 22.—Thet in this 
year of grace it should have to be 
put on record that England is losing, 
if it has not already lost, one of the 
most cherished of its traditions, one 
of the greatest of its glorics, one of 
the institutions which have made its 


‘| name famous throughout the world— 


the hand trembles as it sets out to 
write the dire and woeful words! Tell 
it not in Gath! Ichabod, Ichabod! 
Eheu, fugaces! O tempora, O mores! 
Memories of all the lamentations 
that have resounded through the 


ages crowd upon the mind. But sadly’ 


the truth must be told. Murder will 


out. 

Going, if not already gone, is the 
roast beef of old England! No longer 
does the butcher cut up his beasts 
as his forefathers were wont to do. 
No longer do rounds and barons and 
sirloins load the groaning board. 
Even the chops and steaks of other 
days, rich and rare and succulent, 
rok co disappearing into the Ewig- 

eit. 

Modern social conditions are held 
to blame. Life is being transformed. 
There is not enough time available 
nowadays for the cooking of the 
great joints without which the tables 
of the well-to-do were once incom- 
plete. There are no cooks left to 
baste with attention, and there are a 
few spits that now turn before roar- 
ing fires throughout the length and 
breadth of England. 


“Prime Heavyweights’ Too Ccstly. 


England is in the gloomy case of 
having, with Cardinal Wolsey, to bid 
a long farewell to all its greatness. 
Its roast beef of tradition will hence- 
forward only be honored at such 


functions as banquets at the Mansion 
House and Guildhall, and occasion- 
ally also perhaps at such farmers’ 
gatherings as continue to be held in 
the country districts. Butchers have 
pronounced the fiat that no longer 
can they afford. to purchase the 
“prime heavyweights’? which were 
at one time the distinctive feature 
of their shops. Small joints are all 
that are in demand. 

Among the changed social condi- 
tions, in addition to those alread 
glanced at, which have brought mat- 
ters to this pass are instanced the 
spread of motoring, the increasing 
popularity of picnicking, the great 
increase in the number of women in 
business, smaller families, cinemas 
and wireless. Furthermore, it is 
charged that breeders of cattle are 
no longer so concerned about the 
quality of their product as they used 
to be, when “home-grown” beef 
commanded much higher prices than 
the imported chilled and frozen va- 
rieties from South America. There 
is said to be an ‘almost universal 
slackness’’ among breeders and 
grazers since the war. 

So England is changing! When a 
Washington Irving of the future 
comes to set down his impressions 
of the country, what will he find in 
place of the Bracebridge Hall so lov- 
ingly described by his prototype? 


Old London Disappearing. 


And if England is changing, how 
much more so London? It is fast los- 
ing its old individuality, and as yet 
it does not appear to be acquiring a 
new one. All the great capitals are 
tending to take from one another 


something best adapted to modern 
requirements. Miss G. B. Stern, the 
novelist, has just been picturing a 
“London of Enchantment’? which 
should possess the cafés of Paris, 
the fountains of Rome, the river 
roads and roof gardens of Venice, 
the Regent Street of Nash and the 
Continental attitude toward Sunday. 
She would like to see ‘‘the river life 
of London woven into its civic and 
social life; a return of pomp and 
pageantry on the Thames, the King 
and court going up and down by 
barge to Windsor and Hanipton 
Court, and Parliament opening with 
a splendid procession of barges, 
silken sail and pennant.’’ 

But does such a picture of the past 
show as many allurements as an un- 
derstanding view of the present? 
Londoners, of all the metropolitan 
citizens of the world, have most op- 
portunities of seeing spectacles 
which combine features of the past 
with modern amenities. Pageantry 
is far from dead in London, as such 
functions as a Stete opening of Par- 
liament and a Trooping of the Col- 
ors, not to speak of a Lord Mayor’s 
show, amply demonstrate. Besides, 
it has to be remembered that the 
disappearance of the old very often 
opens the way for the appearance of 
a new which is in every respect 
safer, more sanitary, more commo- 
dious and most suitable to the needs 
of the times. ; 

Regrets there may well be.at, for 
instance, the disappearance of the 
famous Tower of St. Olave’s, in Too- 
ley Street, in Bermondsey. The 
Church of St. Olave’s, it is said, 
stands on the site of the first Chris- 
tian edifice erected in England. 
There is nothing better than a his- 
torical probability to justify the as- 
sertion, for the earliest mention of 
the church is in 1205.

It is claimed, but the 
claim is questioned, that the house 
was the only one in Cheapside left 
standing by the great fire, which 
razed most of London in the seven- 
teenth century; but it was certainly 
one of the first to be constructed in 
1667, when the rebuilding of London 
was begun. 


Other Landmarks Going. 


Another interesting, though not so 
old, part of London will shortly un- 
‘dergo a process of complete trans- 
formation. Certain properties ad- 
joining St. Bartholomew’s Hospital 
have been acquired by that institu- 
tion and will be used to make very 
much necded cxtensions. These 
propertics comprise what is known 
as Little Britain and Bartholomew 
Close, which latter figures in Daniel 
Defoe’s works and was at one time 
the residence of John Milton. Ben- 
jamin Franklin is also understood to 
have worked as a journeyman 
printer in offices there. Little Brit- 
ain had among its residents Sir 
Thomas Bodley, who gave Oxford its 
famous library, called after him the 
Bodleian. ‘‘Paradise Lost’’ was print- 
ed there, and Addison wrote for The 
Spectator in a coffee house called the 
Dolphin. Franklin paid 3 shilling 6 
pence a week for his lodging in Lit- 
tle Britain, and he arranged with a 
bookseller next door, one John Wil- 
cox, to enjoy the run of his stock of 


second-hand books ‘‘on reasonable 
terms.’’ 

These interesting facts will un- 
doubtedly be recorded by tablets 
when the old buildings are pulled 
down and new ones erected; and, 
although there may be people who 
regret that the old shops and houses 
themselves have to disap » who 
would be retrograde enough to argue 
that an institution like St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Hospital should be ‘‘cabined, 
cribbed, confined’’ in its humani- 
tarian work by an exaggerated pas- 
sion for old London? . 


URGE ‘HURRICANE STATION.’ 


Havana Men Seek Weather Bureau 
Warning Post on Caribbean Isle. 
Special Correspondence of Turn New YorK 
TIMES. 

HAVANA, May 27.—If the Cuban 
and American Governments do not 
take some definite action within the 
next few weeks with regard to the 
establishment of a meteorological sta- 
tion at Swan Island, Havana busi- 
ness men will endeavor to interest 
South Florida people in a project for 

a private weather bureau there. 

Swan Island, a British possession 
in the Caribbean Sea, between Cuba 
and the Central American coast, is 
the only land in a region where prac- 
tically all the hurricanes that have 
desolated Cuba and Florida during 
the past twenty-five voars have origi- 


nated. Up to three years the 
United Fruit Company maintained a 
relay radio station there, which has 
been abandoned now that direct radio 
communication is possible between 
ships and ports. 

It is pointed out that a meteorologi- 
cal observer at Swan Island, by keep- 
ing the world informed regarding 
barometric pressure there, could con- 
tribute toward accurate forecasts of 
cyclonic disturbances. The distance 
of about 200 miles is sufficient to 
allow of protective measures being 
taken between the time of warning 
and the arrival of the hurricane in

Yet if Europe is ‘‘too limit- 
ed’’ to enhance Count Keyserling, 
that, happily, is no reason why the 
illimitable Count should not en- 
hance Europe. Indeed, he is the 
one man equal to that formidable 
task. Where a mere Edmund 
Burke, with Irish modesty, did not 
hold himself to be equipped to in- 
dict even one nation, Count Keyser- 
ling pronounces judgment on a 
score of them, and also indicates 
that the judgment must be accept- 
ed as final. He refers to ‘‘the 
One, the Many and the Whole,” 
and adds, with a certain proud in- 
fallibility, “it is my nature to see 
the one in its relation to the whole 
within which it belongs.” 

But there is much of this book 
that, to be frank about our own 
limitations, we do not pretend to 
understand. When Count Keyser- 
ling is conscious, we follow him. 
But as a rule he indulges in what, 
with apparent accuracy, he defines 
as “the spontaneous formations of 
my Unconscious,’’ and the result 
is exacting. Take this sentence: 

If it has been the special merit 
of Germany’s chthonic thinkers 
to have raised the earth-condi- 
tioned pshyche to consciousness 
as such, so that we are able to

It is encouraging to know that, 
despite Mr. Sinclair Lewis, there 
are audiences of Babbitts who, lis- 
tening to Count Keyserling, have 
been able, with such immediate 
ease, to elucidate what are thus 
presented to us as ‘these intes- 
tinal problems."’ 

Count Keyserling will not take it 
amise if, merely as comparison, we 
associate his name with Shake- 
speare. For both of these famous 
men regard the world as a stage. 
Where they part company is in the 
use of actors. To Shakespeare, @ 
nation included all sorts. If Ham- 
Jet was a Dane s0 was Polonius; 
if Titania was a fairy so was 
Puck. 

Count Keyserling improves on 
this. He takes his actors and 
scheduled them in a card index. A 
painting by Rembrandt, he insists, 
must be different from a painting 
by Meissonier, and so with nations. 

We need hardly add that the card 
index includes cross-references of 
great value to those of us who, as 
students, might otherwise be con- 
fused. Take the item labeled Eng- 
lishman. We have here not only 
Dr. Jekyli but Mr. Hyde. On the 
one hand, there is praise—‘‘he is the 
man who, first and last, sees into 


“the Englishman is the most hu- 
man of men’’—“he allows every 
one his full quota of prejudices’’— 
“England always recaptures the 
confidence of others’’--‘‘the same 
perfection as the English will never 
occur again.”’ 

But if the Englishman is ‘‘a skill- 
ful animal trainer.”’ it is only be- 
cause he ‘‘has in himself much of 
the soul of a wild beast.'’ The most 
human of men is “the animal 
man.”"" Indeed, Count Keyserling 
reiterates this information with a 
perseverance which entitles him to 
be regarded as an exponent, among 
the other ‘ologies, of tautology it- 
self. It is perhaps no wonder that 
one of the best-equipped zoos in the 
world is to be found in London.

rigid and angular. But in Soviet 
Russia they have found that this 
was getting them less than no- 
where, and there has been a no- 
ticeable reaction, favored by the 
Soviet Government, in favor of 
roses, roughly speaking.

ONE of Pirandello’'s other 
novels, or his plays, gives 
much promise of a book 
like “The Old and the 
Young.’”" Those dual personalities, 
those inward and outward selves 
playing the game of life to the full 
extent of its psychological compli- 
cations and vagaries. and the 
humor and philosophy which went 
with them, are replaced here by a 
vast conflict of human impulses 
and ideals, over questions of patri- 
otism and politics, love and for- 
tune, in Sicily. Pirandello has 
used two volumes, a total of nearly 

800 pages, to set his stage and 

evolve his action; and in the doing 

he has brought forth all types of 
mankind, all forms of society, all 
variations of character. 

“The Old and the Young” is an- 
other book which uses the grand 
scale to bring home with the 
greater force the frustrations and 
failures of good intentions and 
high ideals, the far-reaching effects 
of human selfishness, and the im- 
potence of hatred. By using the 
grand scale Pirandello allows us a 
panoramic rather than limited view 
of life which comes to nothing, and 


greater significance. 

The scene is Sicily in the ’90s. 
Here we are introduced to the old, 
the young and the middle-aged—to 
so many characters of so many 
sorts that some, of whom we have 
heard from the beginning, do not 
appear until the middle of the sec- 
ond volume, while almost the whole 
first volume consists of the appear- 
ance of one character after another 
upon the scene. Yet all these peo- 
ple form a progression of relation- 
ships, some of which must be set 
down before the reader. 

There is, primarily, the Lauren- 
tano family, old and young: Prince 
Ippolito Laurentano, a Royalist in 
"60 who can now never quit the 
bounds of his Sicilian estate; 
Cosmo, his wise and kindly old 
brother, reputed rather mad, who 
lives on another estate removed 
from the excitements of life, with 
Mauro Mortara, a violent old Sicil- 
ian patriot; and Donna Caterina 
Auriti-Laurentano, the sister of Ip- 
polito and Cosmo, an indomitable 





old woman whose husband had 
been killed as a patriot in *60 and 
who, out of principle, had forfeited 
her inheritance rather than accept 
money which she believed tainted. 
These three members of the 
older generation all live apart, 
scarcely on speaking terms, the 
Royalist, the patriot and the phi- 
losopher who are quite unlike. one 
another. Prince Ippolito has a son, 
Lando, who lives in Rome, where 
he owns a socialist paper and plays 
the socialist-aristocrat, sympathiz- 
ing with the laborers in Sicily. 
Donna Caterina has two sons, Giv- 
No, in the service of a statesman at 
Rome, and Robert, an impractical 
idealist of the People’s Party in 
Sicily; and a daughter, Anna, with 
Antonio, her impetuous son.

The Laurenteano connection is 
crossed in the story by the Salvo 
and Capolino families. Fiaminio 
Salvo is a capitalist and politician 
who mistreats his workmen’ and 
schemes for his own gains. His 
sister, Adelaide (to Flaminio’s sat- 
isfaction), is chosen, sight unseen, 
as Prince Ippolito’s second wife; 
and his daughter, Dianella, is in 
love with Aurelio Costa, a young 
engineer who once saved Salvo’s 
life and has since been shown pre- 
ferment.

congeries of ambitions which are 
played one against the other. 
Through them we see the fortunes 
of Sicily itself at stake; for in a 
kind of plot and counterplot the old 
patriotism and the new, the old 
royalism and the new capitalism, 
meet and clash and bring forth 
ruin. We see the lower classes sub- 
scribing to a half-baked socialism, 
and ill-equipped to further it. We 
see a master mind like Salvo, who 
stands out as the villain of the 
piece, using the idealism, or, quite 


as effectively, the selfishness, of 


others to make scapegoats of them. 
We see the whole Sicilian conflict 
carried to Rome to be worked out 
in the vaster and more complicated 
world of state there. We see a so- 
cialistic mob in Sicily murdering 
Capolino’s wife and Aurelio Costa 
when they return there as lovers, 
and Dianella, her lover now dead, 
going mad as her mother went 
mad. We see Mauro Mortara, the 
deluded patriot who lives altogether 
in the past, losing his life for an 
empty, outdated ideal. We see lives 
lost, homes disrupted, suicides 
made necessary, Sicily put under 
military law: a contemptuous and 
unflattering picture of hunianity 
achieving nothing and suffering 
much because of its stupidities no 
less than its sins. 

The vast machinery of the story, 
the endless introduction of charac- 
ters, description of family back- 
grounds and presentation of situa- 
tions, work harm against the book. 
The characters themselves are won- 
derfully differentiated, and in such 
creations as Mauro, as Fiaminio 
Salvo and as Don Cosmo, Piran- 


is what so vast a machinery calls 
for and the one thing which justi- 
fies it, is never sounded. The book 
never quite lifts itself off the 
ground, and in the necessity for 
carrying 80 many separate 
and interpenetrating destinies to a 
conclusion Pirandello is not able to 
bring them all together at the end. 





Their dramas and tragedies become 
symbolic by implication, but not by 
actual accomplishment; and when 
one has finished ‘‘The Old and the 
Young”’ it is not the human propor- 
tions, but the purely mechanical 
proportions, of the book which re- 
main. The book is not true Piran- 
dello, as we know him. It is the 
kind of solid work which demands 
an accomplished and thoughtful 
novelist, but, granting that pre- 
requisite, it could easily be the 
work of many writers. At mo 
ments where Don Cosmo acts as 
something like Pirandello’s spokes- 
man, or in the explanation of the 
dual nature of Flaminio Salvo, or 
in the number of characters who 
(all in one book) go mad—for sure- 
ly there are more mad people in 
Pirandello than in any other living 
writer—the true colors of the au- 
thor of “Six Characters” and 
“Henry IV” and “The Late Mattia 
Pascal” are clearly revealed. In 
other ways an Italian tempera- 
ment, less typically Pirandello's, 
however, is clearly revealed also. 
Perhaps, too, there is something 
characteristic in certain turns of 
plot. But otherwise “The Old and 
the Young'' might be any solid 
novel in two volumes which every 
year is presented to us as the 
*‘long-accredited masterpiece’ of 
some European ‘appearing now for 
the first time in English.”’ 

One has no wish to belittle the 
strength and solidity of the book, 
for they are marked; but one can- 
not help expressing disappointment 
over what is probably the most am- 
bitious of Pirandello’s books. It

But 

Pirandello dramatized tragedy far 
more vividly, with a bite like no 

other bite, when more laughter,

LTHOUGH Dr. McNair mod- 
estly professes to be still la- 
boring at the elementals in 
understanding China and its 
institutions, his present collection of 
essays possesses an insight and re- 
veals a store of sound and relevant 
information that make the Western 
reader, in these present days of 
crisis and alarm for China, turn 
over his wise and reflective pages 
with an increasing appreciation for 
the timeliness of this excellent book. 
The author is Professor of History 
at St. John's University in Shang- 
hai, and speaks as one intimately 
concerned in past experience, pres- 
ent residence and future hope of 
usefulness with the working out of 
China’s problems with the foreign- 
er.

Be- 
fore he had finished with his re- 
searches he had become convinced, 
against his will, that he had over- 
estimated Frederick. But the first 
volumes of his gigantic history had 
already been published. He sup- 
pressed his later discoveries in 
order to make the later volumes 
harmonize with the first. His own 
notes on the margins of the hooks 
which he consulted in the British 
Museum show that he had one set 
of opinions for himself and another 
for his readers—whom, as being 
largely not members of the British 


he made such changes and elisions 
as suited himself, even though some 
of them completely altered the 
original sense. He belittled what 
he called the carelessness of pre- 
vious workers in the same field and 
was himself guilty of greater care- 
lessness. He accepted without ques- 
tion the clumsy forgeries of Crom- 
wellian documents which were sent 
him by a certain W. Squire of Yar- 
mouth. Yet, Mr. Young asserts, 
“every one of the letters produced 
by Squire is made up of absurd im- 
possibilities or unique peculiarities, 
with scarcely a single plausible line 
or phrase." Nor could much more 
be said of the history of the French 
Revolution, a great work but unfor- 
tunately a work of fiction. He is 
wrong on such large facts as the 
economic causes of the great revolt, 
wrong again on such small details 
as the distance between Paris and 
Varennes. But by representing this 
latter item as sixty-nine miles in- 
stead of one hundred and fifty he 
was able to build up a famous 
purple passage. 

But his errors were not all that 
matter in his histories. He lacked 
also a sense of fundamental de- 
cency when it came to the con- 
duct of great men. He believed, in 
the modern phrase, that nothing 
succeeds like success. If Cromwell 
lied it was because he was so great

If the revolutionists 
butchered thousands of innocent 
persons during the Reign of Terror 
Carlyle found in that fact an evi- 
dence of the will of God. He had 
sympathy enough for individuals, 
provided they did not claim equality 
with him or challenge his purposes 
and opinions. For mankind in the 
mass he had no more sympathy 
than the Old Testament God whom 
he worshiped. 

He venerated heroes, Mr. Young 
leads us to assume, because he 
thought himself to be one. He was 
an egotist of the first water. He 
was always uttering praises of 
silence, but he himself was ‘‘one of 
the most garrulous of men.’’ Con- 
versation at the Carlyle house was 
likely to degenerate into a mono- 
logue by Carlyle, which only the 
doughty Jane, his wife, dared to in- 
terrupt. He beat down opposing 








arguments with Johnsonian brutal- 
ity. The habit grew upon him with 
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his growing success. He went to 
hear Emerson lecture and at the 
close ‘‘emitted a loud, contemptu- 
ous laugh."’ In short, Mr. Young 
says, ‘‘he behaved like a licensed 
bully.’”” Even those who sought his 


advice were not always politely re-; 


ceived. He burned up a manuscript 
sent him for criticism by an un- 
fortunate clergyman. He made 
vicious fun of a young lady 
from New England who came a 
long way to glean fragments of his 
wisdom. In his old age, indeed, he 


mellowed somewhat. and even ad- 


mitted that he may have been 
wrong in his estimates of the issues 
of the American Civil War. Per- 
haps, as Miss Martineau said, his 
“‘savageness” was the mask for an 
‘intolerable sympathy with suffer- 
ing.’’ But it was his own suffer- 
ings, principally from imaginary 
ailments, of which he generally 
complained. They were so impor- 
tant to him that he was hardly 
aware of the far more serious ill- 
ness of his wife.

England, at least, has not gone in 
the direction of a Carlylian aristoc- 
racy, but in precisely the opposite 
direction. Humanitarianism has 
made steady progress. The work- 
ingman has not yet bent to have 
his neck encircled with a brass 
collar. In short, in nearly every 
one of his doctrines, and particu- 
larly in his fundamenta) Calvinism. 
Carlyle is as hopelessly out of date 
in the English-speaking world as 
though he had written five hundred 
years ago instead of seventy-five or 


Mr. Young’s detestation of Car- 
lyle sometimes leads him to make 
absurd statements, as when he as- 
sures us that ‘‘the existence of 
stars and flowers was not entirely 
pleasing’ to him, ‘‘for they trans/ 
gressed upon his self and its ego- 
tistic consciousness.”” Mr. Young 
also overlooks the fact that Car- 
lyle’s hero worship was in part due 
to a revolt against the brutal an- 
archy of English civilization during 
the middle decades of the nine- 
teenth century. And here and there 
Mr. Young writes like a man with 
a private grievance, though one 
does not discover—and perhaps it 
would require a psychoanalyst to 
discover—precisely what the griev- 
ance is.

It leaves 
Thomas Carlyle, perhaps, a poet.

chine civilization. Aladdin’s lamp 
could conjure up no more amazing 
tale of miracles performed or—ac- 
cording to its critics—of deeds more 
sinister and dark. Around the 
phrases “‘giant power” and “‘super 
power” have clustered the hopes of 
those who see in electricity a pos- 
sible release from the sordid clutter 
of the factory town; the dreams of 
men who think in terms of eco 
nomic empire; the fears of those 
who dread monopoly and too great 
concentration of control. 

In no other industry at the mo- 
ment do divergent views of public 
policy come into more direct and 
violent conflict. On the one hand 
are those who would keep the fin- 
gers of government out of the busi- 
ness pie; on the other, those 
who see a need to set some form 
of collective restraint upon men 
whose power, like that they deal 
in, can be measured only in super- 
latives. Boulder Dam and Muscle 
Shoals mark not only boid feats of 
engineering but a battle of theories 
waged with weapons of words. 

That the outcome of the battle is 
still in the balance makes this book 
unusually timely; that the balance 
is loaded heavily in favor of one 
side makes it particularly valuable. 
Recent testimony before the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission has corrob- 
orated the assertions of Messrs. 
Raushenbush and Laidler that the 
power interests are spending hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars a 
year in what is probably the most 
highly organized propaganda ever 
seen in this country outside of war- 
times. 

‘“‘We shall try among other 
things to demonstrate," the au- 
thors quote George B. Cortelyou, 
Chairman of the Joint Committee 
of National Utility Associations, as 
saying in explanation of the com- 
mittee's work, ‘‘that the entry of 
the Government, whether national, 
State or local, into this field tof 
public utilities} is constitutionally 
unsafe, politically unwise, economi- 
cally unsound and competitively 
unfair.”’ In saying this Mr. Cortel- 
you spoke for a group of corpora- 
tions with an invested capital of 
$17,500,000,000 which have formed 
this committee to ‘“‘combat move- 
ments toward greater contro! over 
the public utility field.”’

The authors have said more in 
favor of greater public control over 
our public utilities and they have 
said it better—within the confines 
of a single popular book—than any 
one of whom this reviewer has 
knowledge. ‘“‘Power Control’ is a 
mode] in the art of pamphieteer- 
ing: temperate and well docu- 
mented, yet charged with an emo- 
tiona) conviction that brings even 
the statistics to life, and. most im- 
portant of all, it is well written. 
Some of the pages are by necessity 
difficult reading—the subject-mat- 
ter itself is often too complicated 
for simple treatment. The bare out- 
line of a modern electrical power 
combination soon becomes an in- 
tricate maze of holding companies, 
subsidiaries, sub-subsidiaries and 
affiliated concerns that baffles un- 
derstanding. Rates and rate-mak- 
ing, also, vie with the calculations 
of the insurance actuary in com- 
plexity. But it is hard to see how 
the picture could be drawn more 
simply or more vividly. 

The authors admittedly iabor un- 
der the same handicap that lies 
upon all critics of things-as-they-are 
in America today. ‘‘The question of 
whether or not we are as well off 
as we might be is lost in the ample 
proof that we are better off than 
Europe, Asia and Africa and better 
off, in a material way, than our 
fathers were right here in this 
country.”” Messrs. Raushenbush 
and Laidler do not deny the 
achievements of the electrical in- 
dustry—least of all its technical 
success. They admit that rates for 
electric current have fallen since 
pre-war times, while prices of most 
other commodities have gone up. 
But they maintain with much vigor 
that rates might be far less than 
they are today and that the con- 
centration of economic power 
which has taken place in the in- 
dustry is a public menace. 

It should be understood at the 
start that this book does not run 
to loose extremes: it does not talk 
naively about ‘‘the power trust’’ 
nor does it advocate immediate

public ownership. Its authors do 
maintain, however, that twenty 
companies, some gf them closely 
allied, now control 83 per cent. of 
the production of electricity in the 
United States and that the proc- 
esses of merger and combination 
are going on apace. With the 
Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Utilities they hold that unless 
regulation can be made more effec- 
tive than it is in most States the 
people will, in their exasperation, 
demand public ownership and op- 
eration. They quote with approval 
ex-Governor Pinchot’s dictum that 
“if the people of the United States 
ever turn to the nation-wide public 
ownership of electric utilities, it 
will be only because the companies 
have driven them to it.”’ 

It is not the fact of concentration 
of control alone that disturbs 
Messrs. Raushenbush and Laidler, 
but the way it has been done and 
the motives behind it. The holding 
company, they say, is ‘essentially 
a financial arrangement by which 
a few people with relatively small 
investment can control the activi- 
ties of a very large investment and 
skim the cream of its profits,’’ and 
they proceed to demonstrate with 
diagrams how the trick is turned. 
The top company of a pyramid of 
holding companies can, with $21,000 
of voting stock, control eight op- 
erating companies at the base with 
a capitalization of $800,000.

The pyramiding of profits is even 
more spectacular. In the supposi- 
titious case which they cite a hold- 
ing company only twice removed 
from operations can pay its stock- 
holders a dividend of over 20 per 
cent. on the 8 per cent. earnings of 
the underlying companies. But the 
process also works the other way. 
“A small drop in the earning power 
of the operating companies means 
a disproportionate change in the 
earnings of the holding companies, 
increasing as they are further re- 
moved from the operating com- 
panies.’’ 

In the matter of rates the authors 
point out that the decrease of 
which the utilities make so much 
has not been brought about through 
any sacrifice of profits. Quite the 
contrary. Net operating income has 
been increased through technical 
improvements which have cut the 
cost of production even further 
than the cut in rates. They also 
maintain that the small consumer 
is being charged far more than a 
fair proportion of the toll. The big 
industrial customers, they * 
“now receive over six-tenths of the 
power sold and pay for it less than 
one-third of the revenue collected 
by the industry.” 

The electrical industry is a nat- 
ural monopoly buttressed by vast 
corporate combinations. In grant- 
ing to it exemptions from the anti- 
trust laws and the right of eminent 
domain the American public has re- 
served, as a measure of protection, 
the right to regulate its rates and 
service through Government com- 
missions. But, in the opinion of 
the authors, ‘“‘the job has gotten 
beyond the commissions.”’

courts have limited their jurisdic- 
tion over holding companies both 
as to security issues and contracts 
with subsidiaries; nor have they 





a hypothetical and inflated base 
for calculating rates which would 
yield a ‘“‘fair return’’ upon a util- 
ity’s investment—an estimate of 
present reproduction cost rather 
than actual expenditures. And com- 
panies are allowed to include as 
going values extortionate prices 
paid for other concerns which they 
had previously absorbed. 

In contrast to the high level of 
rates charged by the big private 
companies Messrs. Raushenbush 
and Laidier have set the low rec- 
ords of the big public plants in the 
United States and Canada. In this 
country, however, the authors do 
not believe. public ownership has 
been allowed to prove its mettle. In 
practice it has been merely *‘Gov- 
ernment initiative in a field which 
private initiative refused to enter’’ 
—or, in other words, where opera- 
tions would be unprofitable. In 
spite of their limited field, how- 
ever, their rates are uniformly 
much lower. And, in instances like 
Los Angeles cited by the authors, 
this has been done without impair- 
ing their financial integrity, ac- 
cording to the accounting stand- 
ards usually applied to private busi- 
ness. In using the vast Ontario 
public hydroelectric system as fur- 
ther evidence to support their con- 
tention they attempt to answer the 
criticisms of this spectacular ven- 
ture which have been made by 
American private utility interests.

Death 
took away many loved ones. Pope. 
‘‘miserable, unhealthy, repulsive 
and deformed,’’ turned enemy and 
wrote cruel slanders. Her husband 
had been keeping to his own surly 
self for years; her son was a dis- 
grace even in that age when so 
much was forgiven. Broken in 
spirit, she gave up the fight and 
in 1738, at the age of 50, left Eng- 
land for a stay of twenty-two years 
on the Continent. 

From there came more letters. 
charming, dignified and calm, to 
her daughter, Lady Bute, the let- 
ters which remind readers today of 
Mme. de Sévigné, And then, less 
than a year before her death, the 
return to England. 

It was a full life and it is well 
told by Iris Barry. This is by no 
means the first biography of Lady 
Mary Montagu, but it is surely as 
good as any ever done.

We get a fresh and 
realistic understanding of the 
American temper of the following 
decades in the: portrayal of the 
almost insuperable barriers which 
the young man had to surmount in 
order to follow his desire to devote 
his life to creative literature. 

It was a pursuit that in his native 
Philadelphia and also in New York 
was thought to be unworthy of a 
real man. The prejudice must have 
been stronger there than in New 
England, for it made the calling 
very difficult for Boker in the be- 
ginning and continued to hamper 
him for years. Still worse was the 
deeply rooted indifference to the 
product of the American author, 
which was so blighting and so long- 
lived that it was a serious handicap. 
He wrote his greatest work, ‘‘Fran- 
cesca da Rimini,’’ in 1853, in a nine- 
teen-day frenzy of composition, and, 
except for a presentation two years 
later of eight performances by E. L. 
Davenport, it vainly sought a hear- 
ing for more than twenty-five years, 
when Lawrence Barrett produced 
it, and then for ten years, until his 








death, kept it as one of the most 
important plays in his répertoire. 
Otis Skinner has since produced it 
with great success. 

Mr. Bradley says that Boker was 
a@ master of the sonnet and devotes 
a chapter to an account and crit- 
icism of a sequence of over three 
hundred sonnets, as yet unpub- 


‘ished. His war verse, published 


during the Civil War, was highly 
praised at that time. His ‘‘Book of 
the Dead” was a collection of sav- 
agely satirical lyrics. He wrote 
several other plays, at least one of 
which Mr. Bradley rates as almost, 
if not quite equaling, ‘‘Francesca 
da Rimini.’ It was Boker’s mis- 
fortune to have been born a half- 
century too soon, and so to have 
lived a life that, however happy in 
ite other relations, was tragic in the 
blighting and frustration of his 
genius by the provincial conditions 
of the country during his youth and 
middle age.

The duck hawk 
descended in a plunge and with 
his beak struck the red-shouldered 
hawk squarely on. the head, 
crumpling it up and felling it to the 
ground. It had split the skull of 
the trespasser wide open by a sin- 
gie blow. But perhaps the grim-

found in the stomach and gullet of 
a barred owl the greater part of a 
long-eared owl, while in the stom- 
ach of the latter were some re- 
mains of a screech owl."’ Speaking 
of a pair of screech owls whose 
nest was in a bird sanctuary, Mr. 
Forbush tells us that during forty- 
five days the zealous parent owls 
brought seventy-seven small birds 
to feed their young. After duly 
weighing the question, he pro- 
mounces judgment: ‘Apparently 
screech owls should not be en- 
couraged to take up their habita- 
tion in a bird sanctuary.’’ Yet he 
adds that at the end of the sea- 
son small birds were more numer- 
ous there than at the beginning. 
The fittest had survived. 

Besides these wild tales of the 
freebooters of the winds there is 
another side of bird life which 
makes a special appeal to our 
chronicler: stories of friendship or 
cooperation between birds, or 
sometimes the association of birds 
with creatures of another kind. 
Thus there is the tale of a little 
rust-colored saw-whet owl, whose

There 
was, too, the question of ‘‘delicacy”’ 
involved, in the allusions made to 
his contemporaries, a matter of 
first moment to one who personi- 
fied all the refined decorums of 
the age. Moore, however, deftly 
evaded the responsibility of advice, 
as did Scott, who was afterward 
appealed to from the same motive 
of anxiety. The manuscript there- 
upon lay in pickle until Macken- 
zie’s death and was then inherited 
by the writer’s family, from whom 
Dr. Thompson obtained it, after its 
century of repose among their 
archives. 

The scruples of the author seem 
far-fetched, even for the fastidious 
“Man of Feeling,”” as Mackenzie 
was called, unless Dr. Thompson— 
who confesses to a very free editing 
of ‘‘The Anecdotes and Egotisms’’— 
has softened the offense of these 
references. As the work has been 
rearranged, the personalities repre- 
sent about half the text. They are 
all single brief paragraphs, unequal 
in consequence, and, taken in toto, 
impress one primarily by the width. 
of Mackenzie's acquaintance with 
the social and professional figures 
of his day.

He helped to found the Royal Soci- 
ety of Edinburgh and the Highland 
and Agricultural Society of Scotland 
and employed his pen politically in 
writing pamphlets in support of the 
Pitt Government from 1790. ‘The 
Man of Feeling,’’ his only remem- 
bered work, appeared the year of 
Scott’s birth, and enjoyed an ex- 
traordinary popularity. Dr. Thomp- 





son speaks of it as ‘‘not much of a 


book,”’ and rests Mackenzie’s claim 
to our respect less on his achieve- 
ments in letters than on his per- 
sonality. What most preserves his 
name is his close identification with 
the “splendid age’’ of Burns and 
Scott, to whom he rendered the 
helpful patronage his social place 
and position as “the Scotch Addi- 


miration. for him is recorded in a 
dedication of ‘‘Waverley’’; and an- 
other lasting monument to his 
memory is Lockhart’s masterly por- 
trait in ‘“‘Peter’s Letters to His 
Kinsfolk."’

RABIA has contributed more 
to English literature than 
any single country in the 
East. While Tibet, China 

and India have lent material for 
many colorful and dramatic travel 
accounts, stil] there are few modern 
records that can be compared to 
Burton’s ‘‘Pligrimage to Al-Madinah 
and Meccah’’ and Doughty’s ‘‘Ara- 
bia Deserta.”’ Arabia has been the 
inspiration of many good books, 
but these two classics have out- 
standingly enriched our travel lit- 
erature. The six-volume Arabian 
journals of Alois Musil will never 
become a classic, though undoubt- 
edly they are destined to become 
the nucleus for an Encyclopaedia 
Arabica. It is for this work that 
Professor Musil was recently 
awarded the Charles P. Daly medal 
of the American Geographical 
pociety: 

It is hard to believe that there 
was a time when the empire of the 
Arabs stretched from the confines 
of China to the coast of the At- 
lantic; that people in northern 
Africa, Egypt, Spain, Sardinia, 
Turkey, Persia and part of India 
were all under the rule of the Ca- 
liph in Damascus or Bagdad. We 
are also reminded by Ernest Renan 
that Greek literature and philoso- 
phy was translated under the pa- 
tronage of the Caliphs and that the 
Western world got its first knowl- 
edge of them by means of these 
Arabic translations, for the Greek 
originals did not come to light un- 
til the fifteenth’ century. But even 


stranger than this is the fact that 
geographical science began with 
the records and charts of the Arab 
travelers, and today a great part of 
Arabia remains one of the few 
white spots on our map, unexplored 
and uncharted. It is the kind of 
blank spot that Conrad’s hero of 
“The Heart of Darkness’’ could 
point to and say, ‘‘Here no white 


man has ever been!’’

The wholesale exodus of trea- 
sured British art possessions pres- 
ents itself to his mind as charged 
with elements of grave regret 
though not quite of panic. He sees 
the magnet, opulent America, ir- 
resistibly drawing national heir- 
looms across the Atiantic, and pos- 
sibly allows himself to fall into 
slight exaggeration when he ob- 
serves that the spare income of 
“any” rich American would en- 
able him to buy a dozen ‘‘Pinkies,”’ 
if they existed, with less thought 
of the cost than an Englishman 
would feel in getting a new motor 
ear. This estimate cannot be es- 
teemed other than flattering to our 
average man of wealth in this coun- 
try when one recalls that the price 
paid over here for Lawrence’s fa- 
mous ‘Pinkie’ was in the neigh- 
borhood of $75,000. 

But although England has been 
deprived of so many of her prized 
old masters, ‘our plight,’’ Sir 
Charles says, ‘‘and our poverty may 
teach us one thing, namely, that 
the best way of making up for the 
loss of our old masterpieces is to 

age the production of new 
ones.”’ 

Concerned with no such sombre 
and heroic matter is Ambroise 
Vollard, whose latest book of anec- 
dotes has for its principal person- 
age Degas, another of the nine- 
teenth century French artists with 
whom he was on terms of intimate 
friendship. Voliard does not appear 
to have been so close to Degas as to 
Renoir and Cézanne, about both of 
whom he has already written in 
his fascinating way. The present 
volume is less ambitious, less thor- 
ough in its concrete exposition of 
character. And yet, while more 
than usually sketchy or even frivo- 
lous, the ‘“‘Degas’’ is not inferior 
to the earlier books. So deftly are 
these trifles assembled that Vol- 
lard’s translator would seem to be 
quite justified in asserting that ‘‘in

a few swift and vivid flashes the 
figure of the master stands out 
clear and poignant, drawn with the 
same verve and subtlety as are to 
be found in one of his own delight- 
ful pastels for which he is so justly 
famous.”’ 

Degas's many eccentricities are 
depicted in a manner so homely 
and human that the great French 
artist ceases at once to be the mis- 
anthropic monster certain tradi- 
tions and legends have tended to 
make him appear. He becomes a 
charming man, whose bluffness was 
a facade behind which dwelt a 
nature that secretly confessed to 
shyness and was full of warm and 
generous impulses. 

Ambroise Vollard, a present-day 
Boswell who understands the vir- 
tues of dramatic brevity and who 
has evolved a type of reporting to 
which attaches not a grain of pom- 
pousness or “‘authority,’’ is accom- 
plishing in these ‘biographies of his 
friends something of the same bril- 
liant exposition that Arthur Schnitz- 
ler attains in fiction. And like 
Schnitzler he proves that it is pos- 
sible to become more and more suc- 
cinct without sacrificing any of the 
artistic completeness of a portrait. 

The little book on Degas, unlike 
the sketches covering Renoir and 
Cézanne, does not attempt any for- 
mal chronological order, save that 
the opening pages deal with the au- 
thor’s ‘‘early encounters” and that 
the concluding chapter is headed 
“The Last Years." Readers who 
want all the facts, such as where 
Degas was born and how he came 
to decide to take up art, will have 
to look elsewhere. The essentials, 
however, that go to compose char- 
acter are here, etched with unfor- 
gettable sharpness and with humor 
that causes the eye continually to 
smile as it races from one piquant 
episode to another. But there is 
always an undertone—perhaps it 
should be called an overtone—of 
dignity and pathos, which prevents 
the book's descent into mere shal- 
low chattiness. For example, the 
final picture.

UGH LENOX SCOTT might 

serve as the ideal of what 
' an American soldier should 

be—brave to a fault, unfal- 
tering in the line of duty, loyal to 
superiors but never bending the 
knee for favor, honest as the mid- 
day sun, and devoted to flag and 
country. On the active and retired 
lists: he could count fifty years, 
and as he wore the uniform in 
many lands. indefatigable in his 
work, knowing the great intimately 
but kindly in his relations with 
simple folk, kee,ing faith with 
everybody and hiding his opinions 
from no man, these memoirs are so 
well worth while that neither 
soldier nor civilian should miss 
them, They contain pictures of the 
old army that will endure. Perhaps 
the strongest testimony to Scott’s 
integrity is that the Indians, among 
whom his duty lay for many years, 
revered and trusted him. Pancho 
Villa, most turbulent of bad men, 
was willing to be guided by him, al- 
though Scott did not choose his 
words in telling the guerrilla leader 
exactly what he thought of him.

THE PRESIDENCY VS. HOOVER. 
By Samuel Crowther. 286 pages. 
rw ay py A Doubleday, Doran 


UITE frankly, Mr. Crowther’s 
book is in the nature of a cam- 
paign document setting forth 

arguments for advancing the Sec- 
retary of Commerce to the Presi- 
dency. But his arguments are evi- 
dently the result of his own pro- 
found conviction and are presented 
with the greatest sincerity. He 
divides his book into two sections. 
in the first considering the prob- 
lems before the country at the 
present time and the kind of Pres- 
ident they call for, and in the sec- 
ond showing that Herbert Hoover 
possesses ajl the qualities de- 
manded. The author seems to 
think, also, that he demonstrates 
that ‘“‘Herbert Hoover is the one 
man who can now lead to the pre- 
viously impossible state in which 
poverty in this country can be put 
on a purely voluntary basis,’’ and 
therefore the only man deserving 
to be elected President next Fall. 

In his first section Mr. Crowthe: 
passes in review the various prob- 
lems now needing to be solved, all 
of them, he points out. economic 
and not political, showing how 
much it matters what sort of man 
is President and how the problem 
of continuing and increasing our 
national and individual prosperity 
involves the increasing stabiliza- 
tion and extension of industry and 
the solving of agricultural difficul- 
ties as a question integral in our 
national life. He deals also with 
our international position, espe- 
cially in its economic and financial 
phases, the importance of extend- 
ing the venture of using scientific 
methods in government, the pos- 
sibility of lessening the cost of gov- 
ernment and the importance of 
choosing for President a man whose 
abilities, training and ideals fit 
him to be the leader of al) these 
enterprises. For him, the one and 
only man who measures up to this 
standard is Herbert Hoover, and 
in the second half of his book he 
reviews the Secretary’s career, 
devoting almost all the space to an 
account of his work and achieve- 
ments during the last decade, both 
in the European post-war field and 
as Secretary of Commerce. He 
stresses constantly the fundamental 
principles of Mr. Hoover’s meth- 
ods, plans and ideals and quotes 
extensively from his published ad- 
dresses. 





POPULAR GEOLOGY 


OLD MOTHER EARTH. By Kirt- 
ley F. Mather. Illustrated. 1T7 
pp. Cambridge: Harvard Unt 
versity Press. $2.50. 

VERY engeging book has re- 
sulted from this particular ef- 
fort of Mr. Mather, who is 

Professor of Geology in Harvard 

University, to take part in what he 

quotes some one else as caliing 

“the conscious adventure of hu- 

manizing knowledge."' In its begin- 

ning it was a series of radio talks 
made last Winter from a Boston 
station. The request for them is 
significant of the rapid increase of 
popular interest in geological sci- 
ence, while the limitations and de- 
mands of the radio and the radio 
audience must have furnished Spar- 
tan training in the ability to make 
interesting and vital matters here- 
tofore usually thought to be among 
the driest and dullest of the sci- 
ences. The venture was succesful 
enough to suggest book form for 
the talks, but for publication they 

Wave been revised, expanded, re- 

arranged and furnished with a 

large number of interesting and il- 

tuminating pictures and diagrams. 

The result is a book that selects 

some of the high points of geologic 

science and deals with them in an 
unusually lucid and vivid way. It 
does not give an outline of the 
whole science, nor even present 
enough of it to enable the reader 
to feel that he has a general ac- 
quaintance with its essentials. - It 
merely takes a bit here, a phase 
there, a subject from another part, 
and with each one makes an out- 
line picture of its important 





features, occasionally presenting 
enough detail to enrich its value. 
The author explains the theories 
of the origin of the earth and of 
life on the earth, discusses evolu- 
tion and its philosophy, compares 
the story of geology with the story 
of Genesis and devotes three chap- 
ters to the Great Ice Age, one deal- 
ing with its causes, another with its 
phenomena and results in North 
America, while the third goes into 
considerable detail with its works 
in New England. There are two 
chapters on the making of moun- 
tains, one of them concerned e¢s- 
pecially and detailedly with the Ap- 
palachian range. One chapter ex- 
plains and discusses earthquakes 
and another deals with the earth- 
quake hezard in New England. Mr. 
Mather points out that ‘‘earth- 
quakes are dangerous chiefly be- 
cause adequate precautions are not 
taken to guard life and property 
against their effects,’ and he in- 
sists that ‘an overwhelmingly 
large percentage of the damage due 
to earthquakes is preventable.’ He 
indicates ways in which engineers, 
architects, builders and others 
could lessen damage and loss if 
they would take the necessary 
pains, but adds that -‘unfortunately, 
here as elsewhere, human knowl 
edge of what ought to be done is 
far in advance of human practice.”

THE NEW SCHOOLS OF NEW 
RUSSIA. By Lucy L. W. Wil- 
son.

4 he series of studies of actual 
and up-to-date developments in 
Russia, which is under the 

general editorship of Professor Je- 

rome Davis of Yale University, has 
exceptional value and should be 
welcomed and read by all who 
want realistic factual information 
upon what is taking place in the 
various phases of life under the 
Soviet Government. There have 
been published a dozen of these lit- 
tle books, all of them interesting 
and valuable because of their at- 
tention to realities, but of some- 
what varying consequence, depend- 
ing on the ability of the individual 
author to study and report upon his 
subject without prejudice either for 
or against the Soviet régime. This 
new one, devoted to the Soviet edu- 
cational program and achievements, 
is especially commendabie in this 
respect because of Miss Wilson’s 
admirable personal detachment and 
her ability to see what is being 
done solely in the light of its in- 
terest and importance as an educa- 
tional scheme. One guesses that 
she is not in sympathy with the 
political and economic principles of 
the Russian Government, but what- 
ever her convictions on that score 
they do not bias her attitude to- 
ward the Russian school system. 

She says that ‘‘without doubt the 

aim of their education is to make 

thorough-going Communists out of 
the next generation,’’ but she ques- 
tions the likelihood of their success. 

Miss Wilson, who has been for a 
dozen years Principal of a high 
school in Philadelphia, and for more 
than half a century has devoted 
herself to study and teaching, has 
visited Russia twice within the last 
five years and has traveled widely 
through its vast expanse for the 
purpose of observing the develop- 
ment of the Soviet educational 
scheme. Her last visit was last 
year, so that her report brings its 
account to within a few months 
ago. She outlines and discusses the

IRD OF FREEDOM” is a 
Western thriller with a strong 
admixture of frontier history 

in Nebraska from 1856 to the close 
of the Civil War. In the opening 
chapter a family of settlers from 
Maine, Roscoe Strong, his son and 
daughter, arrive at the raw and 
feverish town of Plattsmouth, on 
the west bank of the Missouri 
River. Their struggles to estab- 
lish claim to an area of farmland, 
despite the ruthless tactics of land 
thieves who wiped out or created 
title at will, form the first episodes | 
of the book. 

Much of the plot is devoted to the 
adventures of George Hancey, a 
friend of the Strong family, whose 
father was killed during a claim 
dispute. In order to be among men 
who could aid him in tracing the 
murderers, Hancey earns a reputa- 
tion as a professional bad man, 
quick with his guns and shrewd at 
cards. His manhunt carries the 
story among cattle thieves, to 
gambling halls and the haunts of 
social outcasts. 

The book receives its name from 
one Mr. Freedom, an old gentleman 
with a childish faith in the worth 
of money issued by ‘‘wildcat”’ 
banks so long as the notes are kept 
in circulation. He serves the au- 
thor in a double capacity—to depict 
theefinancial status of the West at 
the time, and—though it is rather 
flat—to lend a touch of humor. 

Between peaks of typical Western 
melodrama Mr. Pendexter makes 
his attempt to give the book a 
historical flavor. As in the case of 
Mr. Freedom, each major and 
minor character is shouldered with 
the burden of depicting a phase of 
frontier life. The gold rush of 
1859 is described and the Indian up- 
rising in 1864 is drawn upon as 
material for the latter chapters.

Northwest Detroit is booming, 
but it was a good deal of a. wilder- 
ness seventeen years ago when the 
Methodists put up a tent at the 
corner of Grand Boulevard Avenue 
and Twelfth Street. Three years 
later they bought the land for 
$4,500. It is now worth $300,000 
and, largely because of the borrow- 
ing power accrujng- from it, they 
have been able to erect a glorious 
church, a fine community house 
and a block of commercial build- 
ings, stores, offices and apartments

Boulevard Temple will not be con- 
tent merely to advance its own pros- 
perity or expand its local useful- 
ness. As soon as the new venture

In Chicago a gray cathedral spire, 
softly lighted at night and seeming 
to hang in air, surmounts a gray 
skyscraper in the Loop and lifts a 
cross more than 550 feet above the 
atreet.

A RUSSIAN ART GROUP INVADES LONDON|é=. 





LONDON, May 12. 

HE visit to. London of-a com- 
pany of Russian: players under 
the leadership of: Mme. Ger- 
ma.zova. has. been the occasion 
of. a. mildly unpleasant contro- 
versy which arose from a misunder- 
standing for which the players them- 
selves were in no way responsible. 
The .visit was very hurriedly ‘ar- 
ranged. We scarcely knew that they 
were coming before they suddenly 
appeared on the Saturday . before 
Easter, when many of the principal 
eritics were out. of London. They 
wrere at. first advertised -without 
qualification as ‘‘The Moscow Art 
Theatre,’’ and there were inevitably 
expectations, among those who knew 

no better, of Stanislavsky himself, 
They: chose as their opening .per- 
formance a series of scenes (for it 
ean scarcely be described as a co- 
_ herent play) from ‘‘The. -Brothers 
Karamazov.’”’ The choice was un- 
fortunate, for ‘‘The Brothers Kara- 
Mazov’’ on the stage is static and 
eonfused: and was bound to frighten 


. @Wway many. playgoers of. good-w::l 


who knew no Russian. The reviews 
were either unfavorable or faint in 
their praise, and people began to.say 
that, as this was not Stanislavsky’s 
present company, the use of the 
mame of the Moscow Art Theatre 
‘wa3 unjustifiable and in the nature of 
an imposition on the public. The 
Russian ‘season. consequently hung 
fire, pending a better performance 
and an explanation of the facts. 


Mme.° Germanova at Snce pub- 


‘shed an admirable and discreet let- 


ter in The Times, from which it ap- 
peared that there had been no kind 
of imposition dnd that the use of 
the famous name was fully justified. 
During ‘the civil ‘war in Russia a 
great part of the Moscow Art Thea- 
tre had gone into exile; some had 
returned later to Russia; others, and 
Mme. Germanova among them, 
‘had remained abroad: It is this for

He is a disreputable but lovable old 
man, who has always spent what- 
ever money he has had and is de- 
spised by his prosperous brother. 

But it happens that his own mildly 
disreputable escapades have given 
him a knowledge. of: Korschunov’s 
past life, and he now exposes the’old 
scoundrel before all the world. “‘Very 


well,”? says the indignant Korschu- 


nov to his fiancée’s father, ‘since I 
have been so insulted in your house, 
I will not: marry your daughter, and, 
if I won’t marry her, you will have 
all the difficulty in the world in dis- 
covering some one.who will.’”? Tor- 
zov, angered by this threat, exclaims 


that he will marry her to any. one— 


even to’ his own clerk, if he pleases. 
And there, you see, is the romantic 
lovers’ opportunity, and there is the 
way prepared for an end of happi- 
ness and rejoicing.

It is, I admit, a conventional and 
artificial story, but what opportuni- 
ties it gives to actors who know how 
to play it! First the clerk, timidly 
making love to Liubov. with. little 
hope.that she, his master’s daughter, 
will look favorably upon him; then 
some friends of his, playing. string 
instruments and singing songs -until 
they are interrupted by the infuriated 
Torzov; then: the clerk’s discovery, 
from a note.she has left with him, 
that Liubov loves him after all: And 
the second act is the act of the party, 





full of delightful. ceremonies ‘and 
childlike games, full of laughter. and 
gayety and performing hears and 
candlelight, interrupted by: ‘the un- 
welcome invasion of Korschundv. 

At this point one sees the Russian 
method at its best. The gayety has 
been something more _ than ‘a. lively 
maniputation of crowds; it has had a 
collective rhythm, 4 sweet melody 
like a lovely piece of music. ‘Then, 
with Korschunov’s entrance, the 
rhythm and melody change. You feel 
the threat of tragedy, not as a heavy 
and gloomy thing but a dark cloud 
that passes swiftly over a bright 
landscape on a sunny day. Though 
there are tears now; instead of laugh- 
ter, you are not depressed by them; 
thé comedy still, in spirit, endures; 
and the betrothal ceremony, with its 
accompaniment of sad music and the 
letting down of Kiubov’s long hair, is 
a beautiful decoration,

What is the secret? Wherein does 
the Russian ‘method differ from ours? 
We have a tendency to divide our 
plays into sections, playing the com- 
edy for comedy and the tragedy for 
tragedy; we are content with that 
and content, thérefore, to speak of 
‘comic relief.” But the “Russians 
give to a play, however it;may vary 
in detail and. change in. mood,,.an 
extraordinary unity; their tragedy is 
so woven into their comedy that the 
division between them is never 
sharply perceptible. Each play has 
its own connected series of rhythms, 
and the connection is preserved, by 
intonation and movement, through- 
out whatever changes there may be 
in superficial action. You see-the 
effects of this -method most clearly 
in such a play as Ostovsky’s, be- 
cause in it- there would be, if our 
methods weré employed, a sharp 
break between laughter and tears 
which the Russians bridge -with an 
exquisite skill. But the same method 
is applied to all the work they under- 
take, lifting ‘‘The Cherry Orchard”’ 
from gloom to lightness, transform- 
ing with a different laughter even 
the abiding terror of Gorki’s ‘‘The 
Lower Depths.’’ Their collection of 
plays has been an illuminating: ex- 
perience... If Stanislavsky’s own per- 
formances are better, they must be 
Superb.

What is the use of being told by 
literary critics of the brilliancy and 
charm. of our Restoration comedies 
if we are never allowed to see them 
at-all? “The pines dramatist who 
ever lived wrote his plays in our 
age, yet nowhere in the Eng- 
lish-speaking world, not even in 
London nor in New York, do we 
maintain a single theatre established 
and sustained for the purpose of 
keeping before the public the master- 
pieces of Shakespeare and of the 
other great English playwrights 
whose works have been bequeathed 
to us. from centuries antecedent to 


our own. 


The indifference of the English- 
speaking peoples toward the master- 
pieces of the English drama remains 
utterly incomprehensible -to the 
various peoples of Continental 
Europe. In any sizable city of Ger- 
many, for instance, it is possible to 
see at least twenty different plays 
of Shakespeare’s every season, in a 
theatre sustained either by the mu- 
nicipality or by the Statc; for in Ger- 
many the theatre is‘taken seriously 
as a civic ‘institution and regarded 
as coequal with the university and 
with the church as a civilizing force. 
But perhaps the eager attitude of 
the French people toward the mas- 
terpieces of their own drama offers 
the most vivid contrast to our habit- 
ual indifference. 


The French are justly ecua of the 
fact that the greatest comic drama- 
tist of all time: was born and lived 
atid died in Paris; and they ‘would re- 
gard it as unthinkable that any, gen- 
eration of French children should be 
allowed to grow up in ignorance. of 
the works of Moliére. The Francais 
and the Odéon are both endowed by 
the nation, and the contracts be- 
tween the Government and the actors 
require that each of the masterpieces 
of Moliére shall be performed a. cer- 
tain. number. of times each season. 
At the Francais the most important 
plays of Corneille, Racine, Regnard, 
Beaumarchais, Hugo, Duma; pére, 
Augier and Dumas fils are kept 
constantly in the repertory and dis- 
played by purposes of comparison 
and contrast on the same stage with 
the finest French plays of recent 
‘years, - Yet, in’ our own country, 
nine-tenths of the young people are 
permitted to grow up and go through 
school and college without ever hav- 
ing had an opportunity to see a sin- 
gle play of Shakespeare’s performed 
adequately by. a. company of profes- 
sional actors; and even in New York,

In all physical details it. costs just 
as much to produce a play. for one 
week only as for a run of forty 
weeks; and no commercial manager, 
operating on a business basis, could 
hope to recruit and to exhibit for a 
single week a cast of such magnifi- 
cence. as the Players have assembled 
every. season without forcing the cer- 
tainty of a large financial loss. The 
annual classic revival of the Players 
is recognized officially by the United 
States Government as a gift to the 
public and no tax is levied on the 
price of seats at the box office... Ten 
per cent. of the gross receipts is do- 
nated outright to the Actors’ Fund of 
America, and the net profits of the 
production are added to the endow- 
ment fund for the Players.

PARIS SEES THE “BRAINSTORM DRAMA” 





Paris, May 18. 

ARIS has had a curious series 

of theatrical ‘experiences this 

week; but, in spite of the ar- 

tistic distinction of several of 
the managers and authors concerned, 
I doubt whether any one of them 
possesses: either the quality of -wide 
appeal which would enable it to im- 
pose itself upon the public or that 
higher quality which, without being 
able to command an immediate 
popular success, compels the discern- 
ing critic to bow before the real 
power of beauty. 

First of all, Gaston Baty has given 
usanother. example of what can per- 
haps best be described as- brain- 
storm drama. He seems to be ir- 
resistibly ‘attracted toward brain- 
storm drama. -‘‘Tétes de rechange,”’ 
the earlier effort of Pellerin, the 
author of the’ present play, almost 
fell into the category, but was saved 
by a kind of fantasy, a kind of 
humor and a” kind of sanity which 
made it a comedy of multiple con- 
sciousness rather than a dreary 
drama of individual chaos. ‘The

French would say—that is, to be 
rather pompously and at the same 
time rather childishly abstract and 
didactic, and so far to ignore his 
French character as to be neither 
logical nor witty nor exalted. The 
result naturally is that he is no 
longer himself, and becomes at once 
pretentious and dull. 

You know what I mean by the 
brainstorm drama, It is the con- 
temporary variant of the kind of 
play which, a generation ago, might 
have béen described as giving you 
a headache. It gave you a head- 
ache when it invited you to meditate 
so deeply upon the meaning of life or 
to think so seriously about urgent 
social problems that you had to go 
and lie down in order to remember 
that fortunately the heart and the 
body enter into the total composition 
of human life at least as much as 
does the head and even the will. It 
now gives you a brainstorm because 
it assigns a similarly undue promi- 
nence to the mechanical and deaden- 
ing influences of an unenterprising 
and routine existence. Happily the 
fact is that even clerks and factory 
hands do not in reality succumb un- 
der the routine burden, but find ‘their 
variety and adventure somewhere, if 
it is only in week-end excursions or 
the cinematograph; but the brain- 
storm drama is based on the assump- 
tion that their only escape is insanity.

German Actor Far From Convincing in.an Artificial Story—} 


“Dawn” a Depressing Production—Lon Chaney as a Clown 


By MORDAUNT HALL. 

IS a pity that that great Ger- 
man actor Emil Jannings should 
have been caught napping and 
permitted himself to appear in 

such a tawdry, vulgar and strained 
story as that told in ‘‘The Street of 
Sin,” now on view at the Rialto 
Theatre. Mr. Jannings has contrib- 
uted a number of excellent perform- 
ances to the screen and until this 
present offering he has not been 
geen in any picture that did not 
possess considerable merit. He was 
splendid as Louis XV in ‘‘Du Barry,”’ 
known over here as ‘‘Passion’’; his 
friterpretation of the old porter in 
“The Last Lx-ugh’’ was an achieve- 
ment; his characterization of Peter 
the Great was powerful; his portrait 
of the bank clerk of ‘German origin 
in “‘The Way of All Flesh’’ possessed 
no end of imagination; he was fine 
as Stephen Huller in ‘‘Variety.’’ 
Then, in his previous picture, ‘‘Th> 
Last Command,” he not only gave a 
most forceful performance but he 
lent to the rédle of the Russian Gen- 
eral the traits of a fallen aristocrat, 
both in expression and gesture. 


In ‘“‘The Street of Sin’’ Mr. Jan- 
mings is for the first time out of his 
element, for evidently his knowledge 
of London’s underworld is limited. As 
Basher Bill he endeavors to-live up 
to the coarseness of this. artificial 
yarn, which strikes one as having 
been inspired by Thomas Burke’s 
“Limehouse Nights.’’ The strength 
of Mr. Burke’s short stories was in 
his remarkably faithful description 
of the. persons and of the district. 
He even studied the spelling of the 
pronunciation of the dark characters 
of Limehouse, ‘‘The Street of Sin,’’ 
which is accompanied by some of Al- 
bert Chevalier’s old costermonger 
songs and. ‘Old Chinatown,”’ from 
the first Charlot Revue, was said

but on the screen the district of Lon- 
don, remains unnamed, It does not 
bring to mind.any spot of the English 
metropolis any. more, than Basher 
Bill rings true as.an English type.

it necessary to remark that the 
presence of twenty-five more 
music critics in different Ameri- 
can centres, critics thoroughly 
trained and equipped for their task, 
functioning on as many newspapers, 
would do more for the development 
of musical taste and knowledge in 
this country than an equal number 
of Heifetzes and Paderewskis? The 
fact seems obvious. But apparently 
it has escaped realization by our 
music educators, foundations and 
other institutions of educational pur- 
pose. Classes in music criticism 
have been instituted in a few col- 
leges, but usually their facilities are 
limited, and the number of college 
students or graduates who dream of 
pursuing musicology with a degree 
of the thoroughness and science 
brought to bear on this subject in 
Germany are so few that as a class 
they are non-existent. 

In. musicology we are a century 
behind Europe. We/spend millions 
every year educating prospective 
singers and virtuosi. We are begin- 
ning to realize the necessity of en- 
couraging creative musical art, al- 
though we are belated in this, and 
gifted’ American composers have 
died in poverty while young pianists 
or fiddlers who had yet to prove 
themselves received maintenance as 
well as the best instruction that 
much money could buy. But that is 
another story. What we have yet to 
grasp is the fact that until the public 
is better informed and more in- 
terested in music we can hardly hope 
to become a genuinely musical na- 


tion. 


. 


Our money prizes, scholarships, 
publicity given young musicians be- 
fore they deserve it, will not turn 
the trick, We do not need more 
concert performers, but more audi- 
ences that love and understand music. 
We need to develop standards of 
taste, to have a public not only in 
a few principal cities but over the 
whole country capable of. intelligent 
musical estimates and interested in 
constructive musical movements. We 
need .vital and informed discussion 
of this art, and broader horizons 
than the performer, or even teacher, 
unaided, can give us.. The critic or 
historian capable of bringing knowl- 
edge and sound judgment and 
quickening imagination to his reader 
is rare among us, and very much 
needed. He is not only an official hy 
agandist; he has it in his power, if 
he has the capacity within him, to be 
an immense force for stimulating and 
shaping the artistic developments of 
his period. Admit that such a critic 
must be born and cannot be made; 
it.remains that it is fully as neces- 
sary to furnish facilities for his edu- 
cation as it is to foster other kinds 
of musical activities, and he is par- 
ticularly needed today in America, 
where our musical ideas are in a 
peculiarly confused, and unorganized 
condition. 
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But where in America is. the critic 
to find his training? As conditions 
are today, he must acquire it in such 
ways as present themselves. The 
same thing is true of the man who 
plans his life work in some other 
field of musicology, such as research 
or bibliography. The value commonly 
placed today upon musicology in its 
various branches was strikingly ex- 
emplified in a remark made by an 
American educator and quoted by 
Carl Engel in the present issue of 
The Musical Quarterly. Mr. Engel 
had asked of a large educational 
institution with enormous financial 
resources a sum for the founding and 
maintenance of a seminary of musi- 
cology ‘at Washington, D. C., with 
the Music Division of the Library 
of Congress, of which Mr. Engel is 
the present head, as its headquar- 
ters for working material. There 
were many good reasons why Mr. 
Engel’s project should receive sup- 
port. America has few music li- 
braries that compare with the best 
libraries of Europe, but the collec- 
tion of the Library of Congress is 
one of the three or four greatest in 
the world and in some particulars 
is without a rival. The library also 
has available a splendid concert hall 
for lectures, concerts, musical. dem- 
onstrations of almost any kind, and 
the conditions of the Elizabeth 
Sprague Coolidge Foundation provide 
funds’ for performance. What was 
néeded for Mr. Engel’s purpose was 
money for the endowment of a Fac- 
ulty and it is greatly to be hoped 
that from one source or another this 
fund will be secured. But the answer 
given in response to his. application 
for a subsidy was illuminative of the 
attitude of our public and also our 
educators toward any such plan as 
he advocated. It developed that the 
institution had ‘‘no margin to assign 

to the, purely historical and scholarly 
aspects of music’’!

Immense funds for the instruction 
of.those whose aim it is to acquire 
dexterity and eloquence as perform- 
ers, but not a cent for the education 
>&..men,.and women..who. would 
yeeome dynamic agents for the devel- 
opment-of musical culture in the 
community.. In the words of. Mr. 

Engel, ‘‘the admission is staggering.’’ 

He continues: ‘‘ We have been flat- 

tering ourselves that musically our 
taste, has been improving. We. have 

looked .with pride upon. our fine 
erchestras and on a few other artistic 
enterprises that seemed to betoken 

a real musical advance: . But. snob- 

St pee vulgarity still hold the 
middle .of. the road... In. America 
| miuste is still thought of first as the 


domain of vocal and digital virtu- 
osity, then as the commonest form 
of entertainment, and always as a 
huge commercial proposition. 

“‘We should ponder what is really 
implied by the decision of the Inter- 
national Society of Musicology {a 
society re-formed in Europe since the 
war, of which Mr. Engel is the 
American member], that among the 
four countries most actively engaged 
in musical research’ America has no 
place. This is not so with the other 
sciences. In some of them America 
stands close to the front. In music 
it lags behind. Our mere consump- 
tion of music, vast as it is, will not 
turn a music-loving people into a 
musical one. We still waste larger 
sums on music of the wrong. sort 
than Germany, England, France and 
Italy put together can afford to 
spend on the right kind. To most of 
us music is a thing to chew by, to 
talk by, to dance by, or a social af- 
fair at which we like our presence to 
be known. * * * Our country is 
blessed with an abundance of musical 
talent, especially performing talent; 
and some of it is highly distin- 
guished. What we have still in insuf- 
ficient mumbers are trained music 
critics, music historians and music 
librarians—or, in one word, musicolo- 
gists—that is, musicians equipped 
with critical acumen, historical 
vision and bibliographical knowledge. 
The three attributes combined form 
the background of a musical culture.”’ 
He further adds, apropos of histori- 
cal work on American music: ‘‘His- 
tory need not be dull. The history 
of a people’s past is the first requi- 
site to a national culture conscious- 
ness. Greater familiarity with our 
own musical past may have to pre- 
cede the development of a national 
music. Anyway, it is high time that 
in the scheme of our musical educa- 
tion we find a ‘margin’ for ‘the 
purely historical and scholarly aspects 
of music.’ ’’ 


The proper training of a music 
critic is one that requires years of 
study which it is difficult for a 
young person without means to se- 
cure for himself. His equipment 
should not only embrace the study of 
practical musical problems, the laws 
of musical composition, the history 
of his art, but also the study of lit- 
erature and the technic of literary 
composition, the knowledge of lan- 
guages, and an acquaintance with 
general culture. 

It is not a small order. Such a 
course of study as is vaguely out- 
lined here takes years and financing 
to pursue. The days are passing 
when men who were students by in- 
clination as well as training took up 
the practice of professional criticism 
because they loved such work and 
preferred a life of ideas and modest 
financial reward to a career of a 
more active and exterior character. 
Few, today, can afford any such lux- 
ury. The grim and materialistic 
pressures of modern life are en- 
croaching more and more upon the 
conception of scholarship for its own 
sake, and leisurely cultivation of 
“the huracnities.”” The young man, 
whatever he undertakes, finds exist- 
ence more crowded and competitive 
than it ever was before. He must 
achieve some practical results, and 
means of self-support. This environ- 
ment is bad for all artists. It makes 
particularly difficult the growth of 
the critic. 
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In some respects this has been 
good for him. He has applied his 
knowledge as rapidly as he acquired 
it. He has learned to address his 
public, not in the language of the 
classroom, but in the plain human 
speech which is demanded of the 
writer on an American newspaper. 
In one or two, and only one or two 
present instances of newspaper criti- 
cism in this country, the critic car- 
ries a fine erudition lightly and well, 
presenting the essence of it in an 
astonishingly clear and entertaining 
way to his readers. These are valu- 
able assets of the best American mu- 
sic criticism, but examples such as 
those mentioned, of individuals who 
combine learning and communica- 
tiveness, are entirely too rare. We 
shall never fall into the pedantry 
and the provincialism which fre- 
quently characterize the work of the 
learned European, especially the 
gentleman of certain German tra- 
ditions. But without the background 
of a substantial culture plus our 
fresh, young, and unchauvinistiec 
point of view, we cannot hope to 
make the mark that we should and 
will make in our music criticism. 

We have institutions which could 
very well and efficiently meet these 
conditions, either within their own 
doors, or by such cooperation as that 
invited by Mr. Engel. They could en- 
able the young man who definitely 
decides upon music criticism as a life 
work to complete his studies and 
prepare himself adequately before he 
embarked upon his. journalistic 
career. It is for them to previde 
facilities for development ina field 
in which we are curiously backward 
and undeveloped. True, when they 
had done. this they would not have 
made a critic. But they would have 
given him his tools. .The rest, under 
any circumstances, can only be done 
by. the individual and—by the news- 
paper. 

By the newspaper! Which, in some 


academic. circles, is still. held in a}: 


faint, well-bred and equally super- 


ficial. derision. Actually no process is. 


more important and indispensable to 
@ critic’s development than this same 
newspaper, and the more ‘‘popular”’ 
in tone the newspaper, perhaps, the 


better for him. First of all, he will 
have the ineffable cleverness of the 
“smarty’’ emerging from the studio 
or college classroom knocked out of 
him. He will learn that the aver- 
age man and woman has more good 
sense, more valuable human qualities, 
@ more open mind and potentially a 
greater breadth of view upon music, 
as well as other things, than the 
average professional musician or 
teacher. He will learn to like that 
Man and woman, and covet their 
esteem, and attempt obtaining their 


pective music critic should, if pos- 
sible, do at least two years of com- 
mon or dog reporting for a news- 
paper, under the eye of a merciless 
and hard-boiled city editor, who 
cares for nothing but to secure news 
and purveying it in a clear and in- 
teresting way to the public. This will 
drive many conceits, cobwebs and 
immaturities from the young man’s 
brain. Thus he will 1 something 
of the life about , of the con- 
ditions under which other men live 
and grow and think. He will become 
able to hold his own among men, as 
well as among teachers, performers 
and esthetes. When he has done that 
his writing will begin to acquire the 
quality of reality which good writing 
must have, and without which it is 
powerless to command the interest or 
affect the thinking of the multitude. 
There is no school so valuable for 
the acquirement of a direct, clear, 
colorful style as the newspaper. 
There the critic, if he has it in him, 
can grow in his art, ‘‘nor lose the 
common touch,’ and enlist the in- 
terest of his public. But first he 
needs his tools and this uncommonly 
rich and extensive background. Let 
us hope that the day is not far off 
when our educational institutions will 
give the proper aid and abetment 
in the development of an unrivaled 
American school of musicology and 
criticism, 





ENGLAND A MUSICAL NATION. 
Sir Thomas Beecham seems less 
pessimistic over the British taste in 
music than he was a year ago, ac- 
cording to a speech, quoted in The 
London Times, which he made at a 
meeting of the Musicians’ Club. 

“In this country there is a great 
musical edifice, erected during the 
last 300 years, but it is an. edifice 
without a facade. The remedy lies 
in the hands of musicians them- 
selves. Recently in Paris I saw a 
performance of ‘Don Giovanni’ by 
the great Vienna Opera Campany that 
was more inartistic, sloppy and un- 
convincing than anything I have 
ever seen in this country, and yet 
it was applauded by a crowded house. 
That is because music in Vienna has 
a facade which British music has 
not. In every part of the musical 
world there is an entire ignorance of 
the musical potentialities of this 
country, and when I told foreigners 
that we had 4,000 choral societies, 
which is a greater number than in 
the whole of the United States, they 
did not believe it. 

“Everywhere in this country there 
is the strongest evidence of native 
music culture, but why is nothing 
ever done to let the world know it? 
The fact is that nobody in the Gov- 
ernment or in that mysterious en- 
tity known as ‘society’ is interested 
in the slightest degree in English 
music. The ‘music academies of 
this country are turning out excel- 
lent players and singers, yet there 
is nothing for them but to go into 
café bands. 

**My opera scheme will go through,”’ 
Sir Thomas declared. ‘It will go 
through after a fight, and it is a 
fight in which I invite you to be on 
the side of the angels. There is in 
this country an inferiority complex.

ANOTHER “LEADERLESS” 


ORCHESTRA 





HE Symphony Orchestra of Leip- 

zig gave on May 4 a concert 

without a conductor, following 
the path blazed by the celebrated 
“leaderless orchestra’? of Moscow. 
An ambitious Beethoven program, in- 
cluding the “Eroica’’ symphony, the 
violin concerto and the ‘‘Egmont’’ 
overture, was played with astonish- 
ing results. ‘‘We are undoubtedly 
facing a new phase in the develop- 
ment of orchestral art,’”’ says the 
Kolnische Zeitung. ‘‘The members of 
the orchestra, formed {nto a closed 
circle, gave the impression of a 
gigantic instrument with numberless 
registers played upon by hands un- 
seen. Many painstaking rehearsals 
are necessary for such a perform- 
ance. The blending of the different 
instruments was as perfect as if 
under the leadership of a great con- 
ductor. One could best liken it to 
the ideal musicianship of an immense 
chamber orchestra in which each of 
the players takes his share of respon- 
sibility. Naturally the success of the 
conductorless playing depends almost 
entirely on the traiging of the indi- 
vidual musicians, who are. but 
vaguely led by the starting note of 
the concertmaster. Precise interpre-

tation of a composition is the chiei! 


aim of the conductorless orchestra. 
Beyond this it cannot go. 

“Such playing is also a sure indica- 
tion of the musical value of any com- 
position. The fact that works like 
the ‘Eroica’ and the ‘Egmont’ over- 
ture were successful goes to prove 
that Beethoven, while writing sub- 
jectively, created a musical entity 
with strict observance of the prin- 
ciples of absolute music. But what 
would happen to the works of Liszt, 
Berlioz, Strauss or perhaps even 
Bruckner? They could hardly be 
performed without the conductor as 
as interpreter. 

In short, the musical quality of the 
composition has to decide whether it 
is fit to be rendered without a con- 
ductor. The classics are of course 
best adapted to the system. Whether 
the arduous training required will 
prevent such organizations from be- 
coming profitable remains to be seen. 
The audience at least applauded this 
concert with the greatest enthu- 
siasm.’’ 


The performances of the Vienna 
Opera Company in Paris under the 
direction of Franz Schalk were re- 
ceived with enthusiasm by press and 
public. ‘‘Fidelio,’’ according to the 
Figaro, was revealed in its true 
fbeauty for the first time in the 








French. capital. ‘‘Parisians had la- 
bored under the delusion that Bee- 
thoven’s unique opera was avwe-in- 
spiring rather than beautiful,’ says 
the critic, ‘but after the first act it 
was evident that the classic master- 
piece as performed by Herr Schalk 
and his associates had made a deep 
impression. The whole performance 
was a triumph for that typically 
German virtue, discipline. 


Celebrations in Prague this month 
in honor of Smetana have been of 
particular brilliance because it is also 
the tenth anniversary of the forma- 
tion of the Czechoslovak Repub- 
lic. On May 12, the day when Sme- 
tana died, the Opera gave the two 
hundredth jubilee performance of his 
work ‘‘Tajemstvi’”’ (The Secret). A 
committee has been formed to work 
out a plan for a Smetana memorial, 
which would include a monument of 
the composer either at his birthplace 
or in Prague, and the erection of a 
museum to house his manuscripts 
and other articles relating to his ca- 
reer. Some of these are at the Na- 
tional Museum, but the greater part 
will have to be purchased from his 
family.

AST night witnessed the per- 
formance at La Scala, for the 
first time anywhere, of Piz- 
zetti’s new opera, ‘‘Fra Ghe- 
rardo,’’ which Mr. Gatti-Casazza has 
announced for performance next sea- 
son by the Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany. In Italian musical circles the 
expectancy has been keen for this 
latest effort of the composer of ‘‘Dé- 
bora e Jaéle.’” The chronicle of the 
evening registers a score of curtain 
calls, most cordial after the first and 
third acts. It was apparent that the 
latter particularly enjoyed the favor 
of the brilliant first-night audience. 
Many groups of spectators remained 
to applaud the composer and the in- 
terpreters, who were called before 
the curtain eight times. The out- 
burst was most spontaneous when 
Pizzetti and -Toscanini appeared | ®5 
alone. The local allegiance to these 
two eminent personalities was, no 
doubt, a not inconsiderable factor in 
the success. Certainly the per- 
formance was well-nigh everything 
that could be desired, and will be 
difficult to duplicate in other the- 
atres not having at their disposal a 
directorial genius of the stature of 
Toscanini and choral masses as 
marvelously disciplined in singing 
and action as those of La Scala, 
trained by Veneziani and Forzano. 
In fact, the choral element is a de- 
cisive factor in the success anywhere 
of “Fra Gherardo,”’ considering its 
predominance in the opera, both 
quantitatively and qualitatively. 
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As in “Débora e Jaéle,”” Pizzetti 
is also the author of the libretto. 
With the evolution of his concep- 
tion of music drama, a poem that 
should be asingle unit with the 
music had become an increasing ne- 
cessity for him. Leaving the. classi- 
cal subjects that have been his fa- 
vorite theme thus far, the composer 
has returned to the medieval his- 
tory of his native Parma for an epi- 
sode which should serve as a pivot 
for the interplay of the religious and 
social conflicts of the period, while 
offering a drama rich in human con- 
tent. This material he found in the 
chronicles of the Congregation of 
Apostles founded in Parma at the 
beginning of the thirteenth century, 
in which a facetiously inclined 
scribe, Ognibene degli Adami, known 
to posterity as Fra Salimbene, adds 
to his account of the origin and 
deeds of the Fiagellators, the sect 
of, religious fanatics who paraded 
semi-nude through the streets whip- 
ping themselves, and to his descrip- 
tion of the adventures of the root- 
eating Sackcloth Congregation, sun- 
dry other tales spiced with remarks 
of Boccaccian flavor. Among these 
is the story of one Gherardino Sega- 
rello, ‘‘a young Parman of low birth, 
layman, idiot and fool,’’ who, being 
refused admission into the Order of 
Lower Friars, donned sandals and a 
white tunic in imitation of the 
Apostles, sold his cottage, and start- 
ec on a career of gambling and dis- 
sipation, ending up as a street clown 
and Reggar, thrown into prison by 
Obizw Sanvitale, Bishop of Parma, 
but also invited to the Bishop’s fat 
banquets to amuse his guests, 

But Pizzetti, as was his privilege, 
chose to transform this grotesque 
personage into a veritable mystic, 
and to create about this nucleus a 
new legend of his own making, and 
corresponding to his particular sen- 
sibility, though based in part on his- 
torical elements, particularly as re- 
gards the uprisings of the people

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Such, in its essential outline, is the | 

drama of ‘Fra Gherardo,” in which, 

as in “Débora,’”’ we find a practical ' 
application of the composer’s esthet- 
ic theories. In Pizzetti, a profound | 
romantic, musical expression is con- , | 
ceived almost exclusively in the form | 
of drama for the restless and vibrant | 
content ‘of the action itself. In, 
fact, in the essay of his ‘‘Intermezzi 
Critici,"’ devoted to the story of his | 
artistic evolution, he declares that | 
the scheme of a music drama should | 
be reduced to the purely vital ele | 
ments of the action, from which he | 
would exclude all lyric effusions. 

It is unquestionable that the dia- | 
logues are. far too long for good 
theatre, and that they will prob- || 
ably have to be trimmed before this | 
opera can wing a \listant flight— 
the first act alone lasts an hour (the 
Piano reduction exceeds 500 pages, 
the orchestral score 700). The vocal | 
lines are almost entirely recitative, | 
more or less melodic according to 
circumstances. Only rarely are they | 
constrained within linear structures, | 
a brief lyric episode here and there, | | 
as, for example, in the apostle’s nar- 
rative of Jesus and Mary Magda- , 
lene. However, the uniform effect | 
of this recitative is happily broken , 
by the frequent choruses, formally } 
constructed in the polyphonic spirit 
of the Italian cinque-seicento, trav- | 
ersed by a renovating current. The 
thematic material of these choruses 
is also derived from popular chants 
of the period; this accounts for what 
May seem an excessive naiveté in 
some of them, as for example that 
of the Flagellators: ‘‘Chi confessa il 
suo peccato’”” (He who confesses his 
sin), which closes Act I. 


As a whole, ‘Fra Gherardo’”’ lacks 
in theatrical directness and synthe- 
sis, though one’s sympathy with a 
composer who is boldly striking out 
on new paths inclines to the maxi- 
mum indulgence, particularly with 
the echoes fresh in one’s memory 
of the magnificent choral pages of 
his ‘‘Requiem Mass,” of the Tre- 
nodia from ‘“‘Fedra,’”’ of the first 
act of “Débora” and of the monu- 
mental closing scene of ‘‘Fra Ghe- 
rardo.”? It is in the brief orchestral 
intermezzo preludizg this latter 
scene, so intensely expressive, that 
the vast choral fresco cf the act has 
its inception, as echoes of moaning 
voices, in tortuous chromatic pro- 
gressions worthy of ‘‘Tristan,’’ are 
wafted to us from behind the curtain 
in preparation for the impending dra- 
matic moment. It is in these mo- 
ments that Ildebrando da Perma 
rises to his greatest achievement. 

As mentioned, the composer was 
exceedingly fortunate in having an 
interpreter of the stature of Arturo 
Toscanini. Once again this great 
maestro accomplished his miracle of 
conducting virtuosity, obtaining the 
maximum possible yield from his 
forces, orchestral, choral and solo- 
ists. Passages which at a piano 
reading had seemed unnecessarily 
harsh and thin took on a rich and 
velvety texture under his baton. The 
protagonist was the French tenor, 
Antoine Trantoul. Save for a cer- 
tain lack of clarity in enunciation (a 
defect of some gravity in a Pizzet- 
tian opera) and some lack of shad- 
ing resulting from the limitations of 
an organ which is more powerful 
than agile, this artist acquitted him- 
self creditably of this exacting réle, 
perilous in pitch and tessitura. The 
defiant notes of challenge of the 
prophet’s declamation were rendered 
with a ringing brilliance of tone 
that was exhilarating, and reminded 
one at times of Caruso. The Ruma- 
nian soprano, Florica Cristoforeanu, 
is deserving of unqualified praise for 
her masterly portrayal, both vocal 
and histrionic, of Maridla, while the 
part of the Bishop and of the old 
Antonio were given a superb read- 
ing by the baritone, Edoardo Fati- 
canti, an artist of imposing stage 
presence, ample vocal resource and 
interpretative authority. He gave, 
with his magnetic presence, singular 
vitality to the musically ungrateful ” 
réle of Obizzo Sanvitale. Faticanti

That all of the recent attempts at 


| @nsemble dancing have not been suc- 


cessful is not in itself important. 
In fact, of the five big ensembles 
presented during the past season, 
only Doris Humphrey’s can really 
be called stzcessful. Yet the others 
were certainly not without value. 
The ‘‘Orchestral Dramas’’ of the 
Neighborhood Playhouse, for exam- 
ple, made’a distinct contribution to 
the ensemble idea, and though they 
were widely declared to be a failure 
it was unquestionably an honorable 
one, especially in the case of ‘‘Is- 
rael.’’ The discussion it aroused is 
in itself no small part of its value, 
for the relation of music and dancing 
is a subject that cannot be discussed 
too often or too hotly for the good 
of the dance. 

One of the- most conspicuous evi- 
dences of the failure of this produc- 
tion was the fact that it was re- 
garded as a musical event, and this 
fact cannot be laid to chance nor to 
critical perverseness. From the be- 
ginning great emphasis was laid on 
the presence in the enterprise of a 
major symphony orchestra, itself an 
organization of too great prominence 
to be used to supply the background 
for any performance.

We were told repeatedly in advance 
announcements and even on the ‘pro- 
gram that the dancing would not in- 
terfere with the’ music at all, and 
that if you chose to do so you might 
close your eyes and not watch it; 
We were assured that not a single 





reading would be changed nor a 
single tempo altered. This last pr 

caution, incidentally, was not even to 
the advantage of the music, for its 
visual accompaniment made it sound 
slower than the actual metronome 
reading. The ear and the eye do 
not function alike, and no amount of 
theorizing can make them do so. 


| ‘Where the two are used. together the 


eye is inevitably ahead of the ear, 
partly because of the greater speed 
of light and partly because the eye 
of the average individual is a more 
active instrument than the ear. Be- 
cause of this difference it is neces- 
sary to speed up the music in order 
to produce the effect of its normal 
tempo. 

For somewhat similar reasons 
along .other lines the dance and 
music cannot meet on an equal foot- 
ing. Music is a highly developed 
art; the dance far from being so. 





Therefore, when they are put to- 
gether, the music, unless it is of an 
inferior quality, suffers the handicap 
of having to carry the dancing in- 
stead of receiving any added virtue 
from it. Such was certainly the case 
with the production in question, and 
s0 obviously so that it is possible to 
consider it as a great object-lesson. 
Even so, Miss Lewisohn’s ‘‘orches-

tions, the ‘‘Color Harmony,’’ for 
which a musical setting was written 
after the dance was created, was far 
supcrior to the Grieg concerto, 
where certain: demands of musical 
form could not be met in visual 
movement, even by a skillful and 
imaginative director and a beauti- 
fully plastic corps of dancers. 

A very good quality of ensemble 
feeling also characterized the début 
performance of the Sara Mildred 
Strauss dancers. Here, too, there 
had been close association for a long 
period of time, with the result that 
the dancers sensed each other’s 
movements to an unuzual degree. 
Miss Strauss, in facing the problem 
of music, decided to brave the storm 
of ridicule and dance in silence. 
In avoiding Scylla, however, she 
wrecked her. bark upon Charybdis, 
and in place of music she employed 
such literary ideas that her perform- 
ance lost the fine beauty of dance 
composition and became almost 
simon-pure pantomime. 

The Dance Art Society is another 





group which witl improve after its 
members have worked together 
longer. Its début was not particu- 
larly auspicious, in spite of the hard 
work of the Mizses Marmein and a 
number of guest artists. An associa- 
tion of young and inexperienced 
dancers, all trained along different 
lines, some, with talent and some 
without, drawn together, more .by a 
common hope than by a common 
method or theory of art, their move- 
ment was ragged and their team- 
work weak. They are still hard at 
work, however, under the direction 
of the indefatigable Marmeins, and 
next season will undoubtedly see a 
marked improvement in their per- 
formance. 

The same lack of ensemble sense 
helped to make the second season of 
the Gavrilov Ballet Moderne of 
shorter duration than it should have 
been. In fact, at the close of its two 
weeks’ engagement it was just about 
in condition to begin. If it is possi- 
ble for these young people to remain 


together over the Summer, wo is 
every reason. to believe that the 
promised.Fall. season will find them 
in good shape. The choice of material 
also militated against Gavrilov’s suc- 
cess. In striving for popularity he 
underestimated the public taste con- 
siderably. Perhaps a long season of 
ballet cannot be managed without 
‘fréquent and complete change of bill. 
‘There seems to be no reason to”be- 
Jieve, though, that exceptional ma- 
‘terial backed up by an excellent-en- 
‘semble and.pointed by a few good 
principals, could. not enjoy consider- 
able prosperity. 

At any rate, next.season will be 
perhaps two or three times as fruit- 
ful in ‘ensembles as this one has been. 
In addition to these five organiza- 
tions, all of which will certainly be 
among those present when the cur- 
tain rings up in the Fall, there will 
be Irma Duncan and her group from 
Moscow, who wi!l be the chief fea- 
ture of the great Isadora Duncan 
Festival to be held in October; Pav- 
lowa is due to return for another 
American tour; the Diaghileff Bal- 
let is hovering on the threshold, its 
entrance depending presumably on 
whether Massine has succeeded in se- 
curing the necessary funds during 
his American campaign for that pur- 
poze. 

Michio Ito has organized the Dance 
Guild, Inc., which promises a New 
York season of four weeks; Miss St. 
Denis and Mr. Shawn and their com- 
pany will probably resume their con- 
cert appearances; Eugene von Grona 
will certainly make some use of the 
troupe he has been training for a 
year or more; Elza Findlay, whose 
ensemble has.not appeared in public 
since-the production of Gluck’s. ‘‘Or- 
pheus’’ at the Mayfair Theatre last 
year, is about due to show something 
new; Mary Wigman is always an ex- 
pected visitor, and so it goes.

MR: SHAW AND MR. MENJ OU 


Full Report of Talk of Author and Actor 
Tn a London Hotel 
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@ recént issue of The London 
Daily Mail there is a most in- 
teresting report of the talk be- 
tween George Bernard Shaw 
“and Adolphe Menjou. Here it is as 
~ 4t was printed: 


Time, Saturday . (May 19) midday. 


Scene: A suite in the Carlton Hotel, 
rondon.., Every table and corner of 
the room banked with exotic flow- 

‘ers. A tall, dark, good-looking man, 
beautifully. dressed, walks nervously 
ep and down. Muffled sounds can 

' be heard from an. inner room of a 

« girl trying frantically ‘to be dressed 
tz three quarters. of an hour. 

The good-looking man who has to 
be given police protection against 
hés own popularity, for at least five 
thousand people mob. him whenever 
his movements are announced in ad- 
vance—he is Mr. Adolphe Menjou— 
speaks anxiously. ‘Say! Is he 
really coming to see mef TI. just 
can’t believe it. : What shall I say to 
him?, ..Doesn’t he hate Americans? 
I wish. I could ask him for his auto- 
graph, but I can’t, can I?) Mr. Ber- 
ard Shaw calls on Adolphe Men- 
jou! p2? 

The’ telephone rings. 
answers it. “Can I see Mr. Bernard’ 
Shaw? Gee. You bet I can. Ask 
him to come right up.’’ 

He walks nervously up and down 
‘again, his lips moving. There is a 
Jemock at the door. 

‘A tall-man with pink cheeks and 
a large, shaggy white beard enters, 
almost with a bound. The muffled 
sounds in the inner room grow still 
more frantic. Three quarters of an 
hour is nothing like. long enough, 

‘anyway, for a Hollywood leading 
lady to be dressed for a redl occa- 
sion. 


‘Mr. Menjou arid Mr. Shaw were at 
once involved in conversation and 
here is what they said: 


Mr. Mensou: This is the greatest 
honor of my life. I would have 
run to Moscow to have met you. 
Just fancy you coming up to see 
‘me here in the hotel. You really 
ought to go to America; they 
would be crazy about you. 

Mr. SHaw: I am getting too old for 
that;“-besides there is no point in 
it. All nice Americans go to Eng- 
land, and then come straight to see 
me. I believe Mr. Chaplin called 
on .me, pat having rung the bell,

« he got frightened and went away. 


Mr. Menjou: Mr. Chaplin is the 
only, genius on the-film stage. It. 
was Mr. Knoblock. who first dis- 
eovered me when I was playing the 

art of a doctor years ago in a 
iim called “‘The Faith Healer.’’ 
But. it. was Chaplin. who gave me 
my first big chance in ‘‘A Woman 
of. Paris.”’ 


Mr. SHaw: I agree, Mr. Chaplin is 
the only genius in films today. 


Mr. Mensou: He is absolutely sin- 
cere. And he is a twenty-four hour 
man; he works all day and all 
night, and he never loses his 
temper: I have had to go through 
the same scene with him thirty- 
five or forty times before he got it 
right, but it never happens. oday 
I can get through a film in fifteen 
days, and seldom take more than 
@. month 


Mr. SHaw: That is the great point 
about films. When I am rehears- 
ing a pley I go and see it thirty 
or forty times—not once do they 
ever get it all right, but each time 
there are oneor two bits which I 
feel are just right, but it never 
happens that everything is right at 
the same performance. I can keep. 
in my mind's eye each separate bit 
that has been right at the various 
rehearsals. and so I very seldom 
go to see my own plays. ‘But in 
films, I suppose that with a suffi- 
cient number of trials you can get 
it all right? 


Mr. Mzsnsou: Absolutely. : 


Mr. SHaw: But then I suppose you 
do not always have good directors 
—some directors may like all the 
bad bits and cut out all the good 
bits?..That* cannot happen on the 
stage, and so you can never have 
a real atrocity as you can in a film 
with a bad director. ... 

Mr. MeNJou: I am very greatly in- 
terested in the new talking. film 
process. In New York a few days 
ago I saw a film called ‘‘The Ten- 
derloin,’’ in which both the two big 
dramatic moments — particularly 
where the heroine is subjected to 
a third-degree examination by the 

olice—were done in talking films. 
t was tremendous, and after that 
gas captions seemed‘ dull and 


Mr. SHaw: That interests me a very 
great deal. Two or three days ago 
a huge wagon with batteries and 
various kinds of mechanism ar- 
rived at my front door in the coun- 
try. It was this Movietone process, 
and they wanted me to talk and 
act-in front of it. Well, I made 
@n experiment to see what it could 
do. I ' tomfooled around the lawn 
and said all sorts of things. 

These American camera men, full of 
— and go, then told me that 

stead of being able to see it—the 
result, I mean—within twenty-four 





hours, they had to send it all the 


way back to reaps to get it de- 
veloped. - 


Once before I was ‘ik iui on a 
talking film. I behaved just as 
though it was on the (Mm 
Shaw then got up, walk 
end of ‘the room, puffed out his 
chest, strode round the room, 
ing his arm and lowering it.] That 
was what it looked like: when. it 
came out on the film. Eve 
was exaggerated to a ludicrous de- 
gree. They ought to have told me 
that before. 


Mrs. Patrick Campbell has had a 
film test, but she says that she 
was no good in it at all. The 
reason, of course, was-that she had 
not been told to minimize every 
movement, because it comes out 
in so emphatic @ way on the screen. 
By the way, would you like to 
come to lunch? My wife is a very

Mr. Mensou: What a shame! I have 
got a long standing engagement 
which I can’t break. 


Mr. SHAW: Yes, my wife is a great 
admirer of yours. A fortnight ago 
I was in Llandudno, and it was 
advertised in the papers that your 
film, ‘‘The Ace of Cads’’—— 

Mr. Mensou: A very bad film—- 


Mr. SHaAw: Was going to be shown. 
I knew it was all up then, and 
that my wife would force me to 
go with her. When we arrived, the 
manager showed us into our seats. 
I looked round for a. moment, I 
thought -that we were the only 
people in the cinema; then I saw 
three ‘small children also in the 
audience. That was all. [At this 
stage Mr. Menjou maintained his 
imperturbable smille, but. with a 

-little difficulty.] I toid the man- 
ager that this was most extra- 
ordinary. In London, I pointed 
out, people have to: queue up @ 
week beforehand to book seats. 
“Oh,” said the manager, ‘‘the 
trouble is that Mr. Menjou is ap- 
pearing also in ‘Sorrows of Satan’ 
just across the road.’’

Have 
English. screen patrons, in other 
words, better taste than American? 
“If there is any difference of taste 
petween English and American audi-:

kind, since this country takes about 
95 per cent. of all the pictures which 

Hollywood produces. And the more 
“‘American’’ they are the better the 

British public seems to like them.

It is true that cinema 
patrons here, az in America, are im- 
mensely more sophisticated than 
they used to be a decade ago. When 
Chaplin showed in; his, “Woman. of 
Paris” how an ounce of symbolism 
mignt replace. a ton of. subtitles, 
when ‘‘The Cabinet of Dr. Caligari’’ 
demonstrated how backgrounds might 
be manipulated to produce atmos- 
‘phere, ,and Emil Jannings proved 
that.there is.a place for acting even 
on the screen, the lesson wes not lost 
here: ;

For this sacrifice of logic to senti- 
mentality it is doubtful whether the 
English picturegoer, bourgeois or 
mot, can be blamed. If-he were tried 
on the charge the verdict must nec- 
essarily be the Scotch one, “‘Not 
proven.’”’ He has never, it seems, 
been given a real chance to prove 
he is not utterly a Philistine. The 
professional viewer assumes that he 
is catering for a moron and selects 
pictures to order. His one idea is to 
play safe, and so ¢onsistently has he 
adhered ‘to it that. he has now, it 
is claimed, fallen about three years 
behind: the more intelligent: section 
of the public and about two years 
behind the exhibitor. 


In England, until the last four or 
five. years, intelligent: and artistic 
people apparently did not go to see 
films. What is more, those who pat- 
ronized..the stage never ..seemed .to 
enter a cinema. This was proved by 
the failure, one -after another, of 
stage plays which, like ‘‘Merton of 
the Movies,”’ sought to portray—even 
if it were only to etch with irony—the 
life of the film studio. That is 
changing. A crowd of artistic nota- 
bilities and. stage folk, including 
Royal Academicians like Sir David 
Murray and Maurice Greiffenhagen, 
that polished actor Sir Gerald du 
Maurier, the veteran dramatist 
Henry Arthur.Jones, and politicians 
of prominence. like Sir Philip Sas- 
soon, paid John Barrymore the com- 
pliment last week. of. attending the 
trade show here of his latest pic- 
ture, ‘‘Tempest.” ‘Mr. Lioyd George 
has a projector at his country house 
at Churt, where he entertains his 
guests with private’ views of new 
films.

munities and to teach them how to 
guard themselves against disease 
and how best to use and to hold their 
physicians; 

The Plan Endorsed. 


Dr. George BH: Vincent, President 

of the Rockefeller Foundation, and 
Dr. Mathias Nicoll Jr., head of the 
State’ Department of Health, have 
already endorsed. the plan. The 
former has said that it promises to 
“make. a. contribution of .vital im- 
portance to the people of our own 
country and of all the world’’ in 
helping to solve one of the most im- 
portant problems in the growing con- 
flict between city and country. 
“'The problem is not a new one for 
the Albany Medical College. Ninety 
years ago Dr. Alden Marcl. opened 
the. first classes of the college in the 
oldLancaster schoolhouse in Albany 
because of the growing need for doc- 
tors in Northeastern New York. For 
seventy-five’ years the institution 
went) about this work calmly and 
untroubled. But suddenly it awoke 
to the fact that scores of contempo- 
rary institutions were losing ground. 
Medical knowledge was dvancing at 
a furious pace. Great medical schools 
of the cities; backed by rapidly ‘n- 
creasing endowments, were raising 
the standards of medical education. 
Many of the smaller schools could 
not stand the pace, Frm 1906 to 
1926 the number of medical colleges 
fell off from 162 to 80. 


Meeting Changed Conditions. 

Albany Medica] College had no en- 
dowment, but it contended that it 
could fit itself to meet the needs of 
its district far better than large med- 
ical schools which were engaged 
chiefly in training -specialists who 
settled in the cities. Dr. Winford 
H, Smith of the Johns Hopkins. Hos- 
pital and: other authorities were con- 
sulted on plans for the. .noderniza- 
tion and development of the Albany 
Hospital, with which the college is 
associated. 

Local friends of the college gave 
funds for the erec.ion of a new 
building replete with modern labora- 
tories. The Rockefeller Foundation 
and the Carnegie Corporation gave 
funds which helped to Luild up a 
small but competent Faculty re- 
ctuited from the foremost schools of 
the country. 

The college has begun none too 
soon, for during this period of de- 
velopment the problem of medical 
service to the rural communities had 
grown more and more acute. Last 
Summer the members of the Nation- 
al Grange felt it necessary to memo- 
rialize the American Medical Associ- 
ation for help to ‘‘avert a general 
breakdown in rural medical service.’’ 
They backed their appeal with facts 
and figures, many of them gathered 
by the General Education Board. 

The Decrease of Physicians. 

“There were approximately 33,000 
physicians in places of 1,000 or less 
in 1906,” the memorial stated: ‘In 
1924 this number had been reduced 
to 27,000, showing an actual loss of 
6,000 rural physicians in eighteen 
yéars....More...recent investigation 


shows that almost one-third of the}’ 


towns of 1,000 or less throughout the 
United States which had physicians 
in 1914 ha@ none in 1925.”’ 

Perhaps the most disquieting fact 
of all. wag the revelation that the 
average age of doctors in rural com- 
munities of this country is 52 years, 
while the average age of physicians 
throughout the country at death is 
62. The implication of these figures 
is thatsomething’ must be done 
within the next ten years to find suc 
cessors. for a large proportion.of-the 
men who.ere now in rural practice. 

At one time the practitioner in a 
small community had what ap- 
proached a monopoly on a practice 
in..bis territory. Then came the au- 
tomobile, good roads and the tele- 
phone. “The well-to-do patients in 
the rural communities took advan- 
tage of the better facilities of travel 
and communication to go to the large 
town or city specialist, calling in the 
cguntry doctor only In cases of emer- 
gency and bad weather. Thus he 
woe often left with only the most un- 

type of paying practice, 
tho } the demands of the poot and 
the needy showed no

As far back 
as 1914 it was found that of 312 grad- 
uates of the Harvard Medical School 
who -responded to a -questionnaire 
concerning .their practice, only 
35 ‘were. engaged solely in. gen- 
eral practice: All the rest were spe- 
cialists or were. developing a spe- 
cialty in the course of their general 
practice. 

Another feature was the increasing 
cost of medical education. The an- 
nual cost pet student in many.of our 
leading’ .medical ‘schools. is) now 
around $2,000 @ year. Tuition fees 
range a8 high as $600°a year and the 
medical student himself often finds 
that his education has cost him more 
than $10,000, much of which fre- 
quently ‘hangs-over his future in the 
form of debts.. Under such conditions 
the young medical man is far more 
likely to choose city than country 
practice.

NEW INMATES OF AQUARIUM 
ARE “AT HOME” FOR SUMMER 





Penguins and Doctor. Fish Among Recent Arrivals 
—A Fish Ladder Is Now Installed 


ISITORS to the Aquarium at 

Battery Park will find among 

the new things to interest them 
this Summer a miniature model of a 
fish ladder. A fish ladder is not 
quite as simple as it sounds, and a 
fish must be quite a gymnast to get 
to its top. In the spawning season 
salmon and trout swim up stream 
to the spawning grounds, and when 
man blocks their progress with 
dams and other engineering activi- 
ties. countless fish are ost, For this 
reason many States require that fish 
ladders be erected alongside dams. 

The model at the Aquarium is ap- 
proximately four feet long. It is 
composed of two tanks, representing 
the levels of a river above and be- 
low adam. Between the tanks are 
steps—a series of small compart- 
ments. .rising. gradually from the 
lower to the upper level. The water 
from the higher tank flows in a 
steady stream over the steps into the 
one below. 

Every morning at 9 all the fish 
ate at the bottom of the ladder; by 
late afternoon most of them have 
jumpéd their way tothe top. The 
fish used are very young—from in 
inch to two inches in leigth—show- 
ing that the leaping habit is acquired 
early. When the model was first in- 
stalled the ascent was a laborious 
task for the infant salmon and trout; 
now they are adepts, some of them 
managing the ascent in half an hour. 


The Solemn Penquins. 


Near the alligators, who lazily 
blink their eyes and open their jaws 
from morning till night sit three sol- 
emn penquins, recently presented to 
the Aquarium by W. K. Vanderbilt, 
who brought the strange looking crea- 
tures from the Galapagos Islands 
to New York. He also added to the 
collection three flightless cormo- 
rants, whose wings have almost dis- 
appeared in the process of evolution. 
What there is of the wings serves as 
a warm shelter for the birds’ beaks, 
when, tired of looking at the gaping 
spectators, they turn their heads 
away, twisting their necks until they 
look like pretzels. 

Another fantastic newcomer is the 
doctor fish, so flat and translucent 





looking that it resembles a luminous 
disk of moonstone. The shimmering 
surface of its body is broken by 
shadowy vertical lines and its slender 
oval form is framed by the blue of 
fins brilliant in hue’ as the feathers 
in a peacock’s tail. 


A Self-Protecting Fish. 


This exotic fish has not been called 
doctor for nothing. Near its tail 
are two lancetlike folds, scarcely 
half an inch long, edged with the 
same blue as the fins. Sharp as the 
edge of a knife, these are used as a 
weapon. The doctor fish can deal 
a deadly blow by side-wiping an 
enemy in combat. And it has still 
another peculiarity. With the swift 
turn of its tail and fanning of its 
fins as it sweeps through the water, 
it. suddenly changes its luminous 
white to a slaty blue. In the rocks 
on the bottom of the sea, it appears 
little more than a shadow. 

One of the moray fish from the 
sunny ‘regions around Key West 
bears the mark of a deep sea battle 
on its back where some larger crea- 
ture took. a nip. The Conger eel 
and the bdblackfish show also, by the 
scratches on their scales, that it was 
not long ago they were caught in 
the collector’s net. 

The sea ravensand sea robins from 
waters in the neighborhood of Nova 
Scotia cling lazily to the sandy bot- 
toms of their tanks. The sea ravens 
change from a bright yellow to an 
Autumn brown. Tassel-like growths 
stand out from their heads, giving 
them the wise and aged look of 
lichen-covered trées. As for the sea 
robins, they craw} about.on their 
white, three-fingered pectoral fins 
and, when tired, bury themselves un- 
der the sand. 

Behind the scenes at the Aquarium 
the reserve fish are kept. If one is 
fortunate one can sé6 the puffer puff 
himself up into e big round ball, and 
then let the air out again as. quickly 
as if he were a balloon pricked by a 
pin. And the visitor to the Aquarium 
seldom realizes that under the bright 
flower beds outside is a great res- 
ervoir in which water that coties 
from beyond the three-mile limit is 
kept for.the special use of certain

The locust is 
the most Widely advertised insect of 
its kind; it hécome a symbol of 
the mysterious fhythms of nature, 
as well as a pest, ; 

A Victim. of Slazder. 

As a matter’ of fact, it is.by no 
means so bad a pest as it hag been 
supposed fo be, Ws T. “Davis of St: 
George,/'S. “1.,. Who has amed half 
the varieties “of cicada” known in 
North \America “ahd written, many 
State and Government bulletins ‘con- 
cerning them, insists that the seven- 
teen-year locust is much slandered. 

The armies whose grating choruses 
are now in full blast in several 
States will do little damage, he says, 
They may prune some oaks, hicko- 
ries and horse chestnuts, and if any 
farmer has planted a young orchard 
near an aréa where a colony appears, 
the young trees may be damaged. 
unless protected by cheesecloth cov- 
crs; but crops and shrubbery in 
general will be left uninjured... 

Nevertheless, to the avérage per- 
son there is something wncomfort- 
able in the discovery, some warm 
May § evening, that the. trunks ‘of 
trees, the twigs. of bushes and the 
stalks of grass are alive with crawl- 
ing pupae, and that the dusk is full 
of a queer whisper, which is literally 
the tramp of millions of tiny feet. 
The ground under the trees.om'those 
occasions is covered with empty 
sins that have been shed. Then, & 
few days later, théré comes ‘a sound 
like the distant rattle of a giant 
mowing machine, which means that 
the males of the species are calling’ 
en masse to their mates. 

Mr. Davis explains that the seven- 
tecn-year locust is not a-locust at 
all, but a cicada. It has a sucking 
mouth rather than a biting mouth, 
he’ says, and what Gamage it does is 
done by laying éggs in the twigs of 
trees and the stems of plants. It 
grows ‘in huge broods in various 

arts of the country. 

Each brood is true to its own 
seventeen-year cycle, but the cycles 
of the different broods are not 
simultaneous. In some places one 
brood may overlap another whose 
cycle ends at a different time, so 
“that particular locality would have 
more ‘than one visitation of true 
seventeen-year locusts within’ seven- 
teen years. There is also, in some 
of -the Southern States, a thirteen- 
year race, indistinguishable in gen- 
eral appearance from the seventeen- 
_ Year race. “Brood Il” :of the seven- 
téen-year locusts, however, is so 
widespread that its year is ‘‘locust 
year’? up and down a large Maevon 
of the Eastern States.

Civilization a Bother. 


Civilization, it is found, interferes 
with thém, An insect that stays 
underground for seventeen years nat- 
Urally runs the risk of finding great 
changes when he comes up. A locust 
who retired in 1911 in a comfort- 
able patch of ‘woods may have 
emerged this year in a cat-controlled 
backyard; or bumped his head 


‘against the under side of an asphalt- 


paved boulevard. In 1911 his parents 
probably lived and died without see- 
ing’ an automobile. In 1928 cars are 
crushing him by thousands on coun- 
try roads. In 1894 sevénteen-year 
locusts’ appeared in e 
numbers in parts of Brooklyn; but 


4m 1911 they had given the borough 


up as hopeless. 

The 1804 visitation was a serious 
one for locusts in the vicinity of New 
York. A violent storm on May 20, 
when they were just emerging, not 
only killed large numbers, but also 
added greatly to their. already bad 
reputation, bécause the extensive in- 
jury caused by the storm to foliage 
was popularly charged to them. 

Their song continues throughout 
June and into the early part of July. 
Then it grows faint and ceases, and 
millions of dead cicadae drop to the 
ground, soon’ to be covered. by the 
dead leaves. - Seventeen years under 
ground and little more than a month 
above it! 

The eggs, however, will hatch, and 
the tiny pupae, aimost invisible, 
which ‘will fall to the ground; will be- 
gin to burrow. At a foot or two be- 
low the surface they will attach them- 
selves to a root for nourishment. As 
they grow they will burst their shells 
and new pupae will merge, which will 
grow and be shed in their turn. Five 
times the pupa will cast aside its old 
self in the darkness as the years 
pass. And finally, in May, 1945, 
some strange, simultaneous urge will 
start every buried pupa of Brood IT, 
from Connecticut to North Carolina, 
upward at the same time, into a 
world in which, perhaps, airplanes 
will be as common as automobiles

To exponents of the’ more widely 
practiced athletic arts this zeal for 
the mallet and wicket game may 
seem quite inexplicable. It is prob- 
able that ardent golfers would be 
astounded and a bit chagrined to 
learn that a goodly percentage of 
the’ park’s croquet playing coterie 
tried‘ the Scotch game and found it 
wanting in the interest and thrills 
embodied in their pet divergion. In 
fact, several of the mallet wielders 
are paying dues for unused ‘méember- 
ships ‘in country clubs whose golf 
courses are regarded as particularly 
attractive. 

It is doubtful if the followers of 
any other outdoor pastime are pods- 
sessed of more intensive, all-weather 
ardor than that which grips the ad- 
herents of the version of croquet es- 
sayed daily on the Sheep Meadow of 
Central Park, where. for forty-four 
years. members of the Union Cro- 
quet Club have played their game. 
There are. forty members in the or- 
ganization and more than half of 
these consider that day lost on which 
they do not take part in from one 
to four contests. 


Seniority No Handicap. 

In age, the players range from 40 
to 70 odd. Seniority entails no espe- 
cial handicap. There are men of 71 
who simply massacre youths of 52. 
Virtually every profession and 
branch of business pursued in the 
metropolis is represented, either by 
active participants or alumni, in the 
membership. There are physicians, 
clergymen, musicians, exporters and 
importers, lawyers, pharmacists,

All ‘have proceeded in their respec- 
tive crafts far beyond the point at 
which they punch time clocks. They 
are so situated economically that 
they can divide their day between 
their calling and croquet, with the 
latter frequently receiving the lion’s 
share of time.

With only croquet to bring 
them to the city, they will depart 
from their homes on mornings when

“As played on’ the’ Central Park 
Meadow, croquet has scant resem- 
blance te the gamie that memory as- 
sociates with backyard lawns, ladies’ 
in crinolines, gentlemen in infirmity 
and children in the primary grades. 
The Union Club’s interpretation is 
known as ‘“‘tight croquet’’ to distin- 
guish it from “‘loose croqyet’’ and 
roque. It derives its name from the 
rule which provides that when a 
player hits an opponent’s ball, he 
places his own against it and, secur- 
ing the latter with his foot, strikes 
it with enough force to knock the 
other one out of the court. 


The Playing Field.

New Edison Plant Shown. 


Possibly it was with the thought 
in mind of bringing these facts closer 
to the public that the New York Hidi- 
son Company recently invited mem- 
bers of the New York Electrical So- 
ciety and their families to make an 
inspection of their new generating 
station at Fourteenth Street and 
East River. At any event, 650 strong 
they went to inspect the giant boilers 
and to watch fascinated the tale told 
by the mechanical control boards, 
those complicated indicators of the 
condition of the oil, temperature and 
bearings. To most of them it was 
a familiar story, ‘but to others, not 
technically trained, ‘it’ provided a 
view of the most up-to-date methods 
of producing electricity. ;

‘A glimpse into a boiler,*through blue 
glasses, shows a swirling mass of 
flame, rather like a snow-storm,’ if 
an orange snowstorm may be imag- 
ined. The fact that the coal is pulver- 
ized means that there is no bed of 
glowing coals, but that the entire 
swirl is blazing. Running across the. 
boiler are the water pipes seen dimly 
through the red. haze.. The water 
which is pumped through these pipes, 
to be converted into.steam, is taken 
from the city water supply, as river 
water is not pure eeinee to produce 
good steam,

First Impression of Vitality.

They will be 
insufferably hot this Summer because 
all the cooking must be done by coal 
ranges and the sun beats down mer- 
cilessly' on the flat and unshaded 
roofs. When it ‘rains the roofs leak. 
Sanitary ‘provisions are primitive, as 
they generally are in the outlying 
coal towns, and with the coming ot 
hot weather there is danger of epi- 
demics unless rigid precautions ‘are 
taken.

that the real tragedy of the coal 
miner is not always on the surface. 

Men, women and children alike have 
been most handicapped in recent 
weeks by lack of clothing. One wo- 
man will not come out because she 
has no shoes.;. Little girls in ragged 
dresses gather wistfully around. One 
little miss proudly exhibits a pair of 


shiny slippers sent in by. a relief 
organization. 

Broughton, like many another camp, 
lived for weeks on end on a diet con- 
sisting chiefly of flour, potatoes and 
beans, to which in Spring. and Sum- 
mer a limited supply of greens can be 
added. Adults can stand this limita- 
tion better than children.’ ‘In. chil- 
dren, even though the immediate bad 
efffects are not:always noticeable to 
a layman, the result.is certain to be 
bad in the*long run. More recently 
the relief organizations have been 
sending in milk, eggs and fruit. 

No one, so far as the relief workers 
know, has actually starved, and few 
cases have been found in which any 
one has been without food for more 
than a few hours, But the half-starva- 
tion of a diet lacking the essentials 
of growth may cause permanent un- 
derdevelopment, or. ijt May produce 
scurvy and rickets, * 

One family which had been on short 
rations for many months spent $5 of 
its. first relief .order..for oranges, 
grapefruit and lemons—and it was 
sound instinct, not extravagance. At 
present, .in-most of the camps acces- 
sible from Pittsburgh, food conditions 
are probably fairly good. The joint 
efforts of the miners’ union, of sev- 
eral relief organizations and of pri- 
vate contributions have seen to that. 

Left-Wing Union. Relief. 

A. factor in thd situation :which is 
perhaps important in other ways than 
in the actual amount of food it fur- 
nishes is the “P. -&:O."—the Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio Relief Committee. 
This committee is generally accept- 
ed as the organ of left-wing union- 
ism; and ‘in most'communities those 
who accept its flour and potatoes find 
themselves automatically cut off from 
the relief: furnished by the United 
Mine ‘Workers. The miners have 
been told by their old-line leaders 
that the P. & O: is communistic. 

“I wanted to go to the P. & O. 
store,’? a‘woman says, ‘“‘but my man 
said no, itis against the union and 
against: the Government: My man is 
good union man ‘and good citizen.’’ 

But the relief funds, whether from 
the P. & O. or from other sources, 
might have been inadequate if it 
had not been for the country ‘grocer 
of the: coal: towns. Perhaps; ‘when 
the present conflict is over, ‘the in-

In the mine he is within Pits his 
Own boss and his rewards depend 
upon how much he does. ‘He is inde- 
pendent: Consequently it is almost 
impossible for him to submit to the 
gang drivers of the construction job 
or the steel mill. 


It is a fact, however, that the 
younger men are drifting away, 
sometimes permanently; whereas the 
older ones remain stranded. Not 
more than 2 per cent. of the cases 
handled by one relief organization 
were of men in their twenties. The 
great majority were miners verging 
on middle age or old age. These are 
the men for whom the strike, no 
matter how it is settled will be the 
final calamity of a lifetime of hard 
and patient work. Many of them 
will probably never be able to get 
another mine job. 


One has to consider individual 
cases in order to know what this 
means. A relief organization found 
one man of 72 who had spent sixty 
two years in the mines.

CONCRETE ROOM ECHOES 





: Microphone Inventor Sets Vibrating Diaphragms in Cement 
Walls to Prevent Reverberation and Diffuse Sound—Fire- 
_ proofed Auditoriums Made as Resonant as Wood 


By DON GLASSMAN. 

MILE BERLINER of Washing- 

ton, the man who invented the 

disc talking machine, the tele- 

‘phone | transmitter and the 
radio microphone has applied the 
basic principle of vibrating dia- 
phragms to problems of indoor hear- 
ing. 

In a room with concrete walls and 
floor sound waves strike the non- 
elastic surfaces and are sent echoing, 
so that one syllable crashes against 
another, producing a babble. In the 
days of wood interiors there was no 
such problem, for wood can vibrate 
rhythmically with the human voice, 
but in the skyscraper-insurance age 
wood is barred. 

Let Kreisler draw a bow over a 
Stradivarius in a concrete room and 
it will sound like an amateur prac- 
ticing. But after Berliner has 
‘planted’ his diaphragms beneath 
the concrete, the same bare room 
will become resonant as a piano 
soundboard. Unseen and unknown, 
the microphonic ears will diffuse the 
music and banish echoes and rever- 
berations. 

Before applying the top coat of 
plaster, Berliner specifies that dises 
of galvanized wire netting be nailed 


in rows over the wall. These discs| 


are really microphone diaphragms. 
Berliner calls each unit an ‘‘acoustic 
cell.” Between the wall base and 
cell surface there is a space of about 
half an inch, Just as faint vibra- 
tions pulsing through a telephone 
wire vibrate the diaphragm of a tele- 
phone receiver, 80 sound waves strik- 
ing a “‘diaphragmed cement wall’ 
vibrate the surface of each acoustic 
cell and not only soften words and 
music but amplify them, so that the 
most delicate tone nuances are heard 
distinctly. 


The Use of Draperies. 


Some theatres have used heavy 
velvet draperies to correct echoes 
and reéverberations; others placed 
various ‘‘porous plasters’’ on the 
walls. In neither case were bad 
acoustics remedied; reverberations 
merely were softened. Such rooms 
are like padded cells. There is no 
tympanic ear to vibrate and amplify 
the tones—only a deadening or thud- 
ding. Harmonized sounds have their 
harmonies distorted in such environ- 
ments. 

In the early years of radio it was 
established that broadcasting studios 
must be draped. Floors must be cov- 
ered with burlap and thick carpets, 
walls hung with tapestries and even 
the ceiling covered with porous cloth. 
Music from such studios is likely to 
sound flat, and the human voice will 
lose its natural lilt. The effect is as 
if the sound waves had been dry 
cleaned of human quality. 

The idea of concealing microphone 
devices in walls occurred to Berliner 
some years ago. In his private 
laboratory, he conducted a series of 
experiments, using shapes and sizes 
of different materials. Some of his 
first acoustic cells consisted of plas- 
ter-sawdust, asbestos and concrete 
compositions. For economic and 
practical reasons he discarded them 
and substituted corrugated net wire 


discs, the ‘under side of which 4re | ~ 
covered with heavy paper to Keep |° 


soft plaster from seeping through 
and destroying resonance. 


Practical Demonstrations. 


Berliner learned that the auditor- 
ium of the Oyster School in Washing- 
ton could not reduce troublesome 
echoes. The architect had made the 
room attractive to the eye with walls 
of colored tile that reached almost to 
the ceiling. The inventor offered to 
demonstrate that he could make the 
auditorium acoustically perfect, yet 
retain most of the hard, glazy brick 
surfaces. The Board of Education 
permitted the demonstration. In @ 
few days Berliner’s workmen padded 
small sections of the walls with 
diaphragms concealed by a coat of 
cement. Otherwise the walls re- 
mained unchanged. The Parent- 
Teachers’ Association organized a 
celebration. The auditorium was 
thronged with visitors who came to 
try out the effect of the concealed 
microphones; everybody clapped, and 
each pair of hands had a distinctive 
sound, Kindergarten children recited. 
verses and their delicate voices car- 
ried the full length of the room. 

The Commissioners’ board room of 
the District Building in Washineton 
was another echoing place. Com- 
missioners said ‘that the average 
speaker, standing just a few feet 
from the presiding officer’s chair, 
could not be understood, and that a 
voice from the sides of the room 
would wander off into oblivion, They 
had heard of Berliner’s work. at 
Oyster School “and called upon him 
for advice. After he had installed 
his diaphragms the ‘Commissioners 
met in the board room and found it 
possible to hear. one another speak 
from the far ends of the room. In- 
credulous at first, they became sat- 
isfied that even hidden microphones 


the air-body is enclosed by vibra- 


tory walls, sounds are amplified and 
cause no reverberation. 

‘‘Reverberations are intense in di- 
tect proportion to the hardness or 
rigidity of an air-body’s enclosing 
walls. 

“The human ear distinguishes be- 
tween sounds whose pitch varies be- 
tween sixteen and 16,000 vibrations 
per second,’’ Berliner added. ‘‘Be- 
low sixteen vibrations, sounds are 
Mere noises or booms; above 16,000 
they are heard as squeaks or 
whistles. 

‘While our ears detect only. the 
intervals between sixteen and 16,000, 
sounds above and below these limits 


Lstill comply with the laws of reso- 


nance. 

**Resonators, like organ pipes or 
dinner gongs, are regular forms, be- 
ing either tubes or oblong boxes. 
But in instruments of the violin type 
we have irregular hollow boxes which 
cannot be judged by the rules I have

given. I* they were, notes corres- 
ponding in rhythm to the air en- 
closed by the violin would be ampli- 
fied beyond control of the violinist, 
while other notes would have normal 
resonance. On first thought, it might 
be concluded that the violin’s irregu- 
lar shape is responsible for absence 
of individual resonance or reverbera- 
tion. 

“Experimenting with a violin maie 
of glass or metal, we find the instru- 
ment does have individual resonance 
or reverberation. Notes emitted are 
intense in proportion to the hardness 
of the glass or metal. A glass model 
of a Stradivarius gives tones having 





about 500 vibrations per second, sim- 
ilar to the tone of B of the middle 
tenor register. 

“Hence, we conclude that the rea- 
son a violin does not have individual 
resonance is because its sides are 
not as rigid as glass or steel. 

‘Years ago, when I began working 
on the disc-record talking machine, I 
was bothered considerably by the bad 
resonance of horns used as sound 
collectors in registering voices or mu- 
sic. I soon discovered that the dis- 
turbing sounds were always in the 
same key, and that their notes cor- 
responded to the individual note of 
the horn. Male voices were distort- 
ed more than female voices. Musi- 
cal accompaniment would suffer, too. 

**After various tests I finally solved 
the problem by punching holes in the 
horn and, destroying its individual 
resonance. That was the first ‘venti- 
lated’ horn, and the same principle 
has been used in recording horns ever 
since. 

“In auditoriums it fs desirable that 
the speaker shall be heard distinctly 
in all parts of the hall. Boomy rever- 
berations must be absent, because 
they destroy even reception and 
jumble the words of a speech. 

*‘An empty hall may show marked 


reverberation, but after the audience. 


files in all disturbance disappéars; 
however, the resonance of the speak- 
er’s voice is greatly weakened. What 
has happened? The elastic wood 
floor has been covered with absor- 
bent flesh and clothing which soak 
in sound waves like so many sponges. 


Acoustic Wood Interior. 


“Empty, unfinished rooms may ex- 
hibit good, natural resonance and be 
free from disturbing reverberations, 
but after being carpeted and hung 
with portieres, sounds are muffled. 
Thus, a piano or violin may have 
sweet tones when played in a sales- 
room, but when tried out in a fur- 
nished home they may sound flat. 

“Two large auditoriums have ex- 
ceptional acoustics: the Tabernacle 
at Salt Lake City, Utah, seating 8,000 
and the Wagner Theatre in Baireuth, 
Germany, seating 2,000. As one of a 
traveling party, I entered the Wag- 
ner Theatre when no audience was 
p-esent. Every word we uttered 
came back with beautiful resonance. 
The voice did not change in the 
slightest. In every corner of the au- 
ditorium resonance was the same. 

‘‘Both these great halls are built of 
wood—their interiors, at least, have 
wooden walls. The elastic vibratory 
quality of wood interiors gives good 
acoustic results. The objection to 
wood is its inflammability. It lacks 
the architectural dignity and mas- 
siveness one associates with the 


\strength and stability of stone.’’ 





LIFE IN NEW GERMAN ARMY 
HAS CHANGED SINCE THE WAR 





HE new German Army,in many 
‘ways similar to. the American 
Army, has also some striking dif- 
ferences. The soldier in the United 
States Army frequently has a com- 
mision: as his goal. To this end he 
is encouraged by the establishment 
of service schools and appointment 
to the. Military Academy at West 
Point, where he receives training 
that is useful both in the army and 
out of it. In the Reichswehr the 
enlisted man -has little or no chance 
to gain a commission. Class distinc- 
tion 1s still so pronounced that the 
German soldier regards the possi- 
bility of attaining a commission al- 
most as presumption. 
' The German soldier, however, is 
encouraged to try for a non-commis- 
sioned grade, and advancement here 
is almost the same as in America. 
While the German non-commissioned 
man may become an officer, lack of 
encouragement and obstacles to be 
overcome usually prevent him. To 


compensate for this, the German non- 


commissioned officer is shown a 
great deal more consideration than 
his American colleague in point of 
privilege rather than of pay. He is 
given a room in the barracks. with 
no more than two companions, and 
he has white bed linen, whereas the 
private has blue gingham.

Private Soldier Has More Freedom and an 
Opportunity for Study and Travel 


In most regiments of the old army 
the men marched to the mess hall 
and took their seats in formation at 
the word of command. Now they 
go more or less at will and are 
served in cafeteria style. 


In barracks the private has greater 
comfort than in the old army. Each 
squad has its own dormitory and the 
furnishings are homelike. Each room 
has a large table and lamp and read- 
ing material. Many of the men have 
individual study tables and lamps be- 
side their bunks. The barracks 
themselves are built of brick, heated, 
ventilated and attractively -deco- 
rated. 


Billeted for Manoeuvres. 


During manoeuvres the soldiers are 
billeted at the homes of citizens, and 
this plen is said to be so satisfac- 
tory to both parties that in some 
cases the townsfolk complain if they 
do not receive what. they consider 
their just allotment of soldiers. In- 
toxication is said to be almost un- 
known among the uniformed men 
of the new army and the soldiers 
do not loaf on street corners or in 
beer gardens. Most of their time off 
duty is spent in study and self-bet- 
terment. 

The German soldier has four unf- 
forms allotted to him, one _ tailor 
made... The tendency of the German 
soldier to act in groups rather than 
individually creates a problem in 
recreation and athletics. Massed cal- 
isthenics is usually preferred to 
sports, but this prejudice is being 
overcome.

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Regional Plan Finds New York Far Below Recreational | 


Standard — Densest Area Has Few Open Spaces — Each 
Borough’s Needs Surveyed and Suggestions Presented 


By EUNICE FULLER BARNARD. 


OR the first time New York’s 
recreational status and poten- 
tialities are thoroughly known. 
The survey of the Regional 

Plan, which has been five years in 
the making, is completed. In spite 
of its Central and Bronx Parks, 
New York, it appears, is bottom of 
the list of the ten largest cities in 
the United States in per capita park 
space. It has less than half that of 
Philadelphia, Boston, Baltimore or 
St. Louis. It is far below the stand- 
ard of London, Paris and Berlin, and 
it has only a quarter of that re- 
quired by city planners. Indeed if 
all the people of Manhattan should 
simultaneously take it into their 
heads to visit their parks they could 
probably do so comfortably only in 
military formation, for there are 
more than 1,200 of them to every 
park acre. Even for the children in 
Brooklyn and Manhattan there is but 
half enough play space. 

Yet within the crowded limits of 
this city of skyscrapers and tene-. 
ments are still 83,600 acres of vacant 
land—more than eight times the to- 
tal area of our present parks—that 
might be used for recreational pur- 
poses. There are still orchard and 
meadow and deep tangled wildwood, 
rocks and rills and reclaimable 
marshland, as well as the more fa- 
miliar dreary vacant lot. There are 
hills and islands and sea beaches 
still available. Along city. shores 
are no less than seventy miles of va- 
cant or sparsely settled water-front 
that might be transformed into ma- 
rine parks. And in the immediate 
environs there are treasures such as 
few Main Streeter's have—ocean shore 
and mountain lake, forest preserve 
and the unique Palisades of the Hud- 
son, all within fifty miles of City 
Hall. i 

Now, in the opinion of the Rigional 
Plan experts, New York and every 
borough in it needs a more plentiful 
supply of at least three kinds of 
parks. It needs more regular urban 
parks, from those of general utility 
such as Central Park, down to small 
neighborhood squares. It needs more 
athletic fields and. playgrounds, and 
more waterfront parks and beaches. 
Moreover, each borough should have 
easy access to great outlying public 
reservations and country parks, with 
hiking trails and shelters, camp and 
picnic grounds, approached -by park- 
ways and footpaths as well as to pri- 
vate open spaces and estates such as 
golf and country. clubs. 


Urban Parks an Investment. 


All of these five types of open space 
the Plan considers vitally important, 
but greatest of them perhaps is the 
urban park set down at frequent in- 
tervals ‘‘to make recreation facili- 
ties available for everyday use and 
to lessen the necessity of traveling: 
between homes and open“spaces.’’ 
Moreover, by breaking the continu- 
ity of building it provides not only 
more wholesome living conditions 
but greater public safety and conve- 
niences of traffie movement. 

Such frequent city parks. are not 
an extravagance, according to the 
Plan. They are an investment. Cen- 
tral Park in Manhattan, for instance, 
has probably been one’of the city’s 
greatest assets in keeping its weal- 
thier residents, who might otherwise 
have gone to the suburbs to live. 
According to Thomas Adams, Direc- 
tor of the Plan, ‘“‘New York has 
probably lost hundreds of thousands 
of comparatively wealthy residents 
because of inadequacy of 
spaces. More open space in the city 
would also have spréad business, 
population and land values more 
evenly and thus have prevented 
much of the traffic congestion that 
now affects parts of the city.” 

Looked at, then, from the view- 
point of the regional planner, how 
do the different boroughs measure 
up? Manhattan is little more than 
a bad example. The Bronx comes 
nearest to being a model, and Staten 
Island has great possibilities, as have 
Brooklyn and Queens. Lower Man- 
hattan the Plan. looks upon frankly 
as a lost cause. 


Excess Condemnation Process. 

“Gazing from any high building 
over lower Manhattan and the part 
of Brooklyn nearest to the East 
River and lower.bay,’’ it says, ‘‘one 
sees the most densely populated area 
perhaps in the world—unbroken by 
anything but tiny specks of open 
spaces. It is true that less recrea- 
tion space is needed here than if it 
were entirely given over to residence, 
and also that the sea provides a ‘lung 
space’ of unusual value. But never- 
theless the sparsity of parks and 
playgrounds on Manhattan - below 
Fifty-ninth Street and on that part of 
Brooklyn nearest to the financial’ 
centre of its sister borough is one of 
the most depressing facts about New 
York, There are millions of inhabi- 
tants in these areas who have no 
scope for outdoor recreation in the 
brief leisure hours of each day, other 
than the streets and a few crowded. 
neighborhood parks.’’ 

The worst of ‘it is that, because 
of the staggering land values even 
on the east side, little can be done 
about it. Small neighborhood parks 
might be obtained through the use of 
the excess condemnation law. That. 
is, the eity might condemn for park 
purposes, more land than it would 
use for that purpose, and sell or lease 
the surplus at a price that would pay 
for the whole. New apartment build-. 
ings facing on a park would bring a. 
riage rental, and enable developers

of Chrystie Street for instance, a 
housing project is planned, under 
which it is proposed to condemn 
several blocks, one of which will be 
made into a park while the remain- 
der will be devoted to new tenants. 

Otherwise lower Manhattan’s best 
hope lies in new recreation piers and 
waterfront playgrounds. If River- 
side Drive is extended southward 
according to the already adopted 
plan, and if the waterfront boulevard 
along the East River is ever built, 
they will furnish good chances for 
occasional river-view parks. 

Uptown along the Harlem River 
there is still vacant land that should 
at once be developed as a park, and 
there is the open Billings’ property. 
But they are practically the only 
sizable areas on the island that 
would provide parks without demoli- 
ition of buildings. 


East River Islands. 


The most effective proposal for 
Manhattan's relief lies in the trans- 
formation of the East River islands— 
Welfare, ‘Ward’s and Randall’s—into 
three great parks. Here, it is point- 
ed out, are islands of 500 acres acces- 
sible to 1,500,000 tenement dwellers, 
which could provide them with a 
green and breezy playground away 
from the city’s din. The city already 
owns them, and it is already pro- 
pescd to transfer several of the insti- 
tutions that now occupy them to a 
more remote location. Pleasure 
boats. could ply up and down the 
East River to them, as in London, 
Paris, Vienna and the cities on the 
Rhine. And subways and bridge 
trains could provide exits to them. 

In any case, Manhattan must con- 
tinue largely to depend for its recre- 
ation on the open spaces in the 
Bronx and Staten Island... Indeed, 
one of the important proposals of the 
plan is the building of a continuous 
parkway system linking the Hudson 
River parks—Riverside, Fort Wash- 
ington and Inwood—with the Bronx 
parks across the Harlem River. ‘‘The 
whole Westchester park system can 
and should be linked up through Riv- 
erdale and the Bronx, with the west 
side park and parkways: system of 
Manhattan,’ says Lee F. Hanmer, 
author of the recreation survey re- 


port. 

Of all the boroughs the Bronx is 
best provided with parks. Almost 
17 per cent. of its area is in park 
land, and with its present popula- 
tion it has a per capita park area 
surpassed by few cities in the coun- 
try. Its needs are mainly new chil- 
dren’s playgrounds in residential dis- 
tricts, and parkways connecting the 
existing varks, especially the exten- 
sion of the Bronx Parkway from 
Bronx Park along the Bronx River 
It needs, too, to 
have money spent on draining the 
marshes of Pelham Bay Park and 
making it more accessible... For this 
could be made a marine park second 
to none. 

Brooklyn, with the greatest dearth 
of park space next to Manhattan, 
has also great opportunities for de- 


.velopment. She has now but one 
acre of park to. 857 persons—less 
— a qucrter the per capita al- 





lowance in the Bronx. In the opin- 
ion of the Regional Plan, her park 
space should be increased three 


times: to provide for immediate needs |: 


alone, without. reference tothe fu- 
ture increase of population. 

In Jamaica Bay the city owns 
4,000 acres of marsh land, large 
parts. of which, the planners believe, 
should be set aside without delay for 
park and marine playfields. If plans 
for dredging channels in the bay 


and filling in new. islands are car-|: 


ried out, parts of these, too, should 
be used for Brooklyn recreation 
grounds 

Brooklyn, in fact, more than any 
other borough needs waterfront 
parks. For a stretch of twelve and 
a half miles from Astoria in Queens 
to Bay Ridge there is but Rainey 
Park of eight acres, where the pub- 
lic has access to the shore front. 
One proposal for remedying this sit- 
uation is the taking over of the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard as a park if 
it should ever move to another. lo- 
cation, as has been proposed. This 
would add about 175 beautiful water- 
front acres in a monotonous resi- 
dential area containing about 100,000 
people within a radius of half a 
mile. 

It has. been. suggested that. the site 
might be developed as a combined 
airport and park, with landing places 
for seaplanes in the protected bay, 
and for land airplanes on the adja- 
cent shore. Space for general park 
purposes would still be left near the 
residential district. 

Open Spaces in Queens. 

Queens also is backward recrea- 
tionally, with less than 2 per cent. 
of its area in parks, as compared 
with almost 17 per .cent, in_ the 
Bronx. Here the planners would 
have the park space at least doubled 
immediately. The wooded lands near 
Hillside Avenue and in the Alley 
Pond section are advised for this 
purpose. And the planners believe 
that here should be located another 
educational park, with menagerie 
and botanical garden like those in 
the Bronx, 

But Staten Island is the city mecca 
to which wearied park-searchers 
turn. For here are 25,000 acres of 
really rural unbuilt land, some of 
which should be. acquired while 
Staten Island is still relatively hard 
to reach and the acquiring is cheap. 
Three tracts are especially recom- 
mended: .550 acres of unspoiled for- 
est in the high central part of the 
island at Willow Brook; 200 acres at 
Wolfe’s ‘Pond in the. southern sec- 
tion, and most important of all, a 
waterfront park at Great Kills, 

Crooke’s Point, the peninsula en- 
circling the Great Kills Harbor, has 
been broken across by the sea, and 
the harbor is being steadily filled in, 
as the peninsula is washed away by 
the tides'and storms. Thus the only 
harbor refuge on that part of the 
coast is being destroyed. The city 
now has the opportunity of acquiring 
at small cost a good part of this 
area and the necessary land under 
water to make a marine park of 
about 450 acres. Moreover, the Fed- 
eral Government would cooperate in 





CANDY MAKERS’ “WHITE LIST” 
ISSUED BY CONSUMERS LEAGUE 





Fifty-five of New York’s 191 Endorsed After An 


HE Consumers’ League of New 
York has just published a 
“‘White List’? of candy manu- 
facturers whose plants are operated 
under wholesome conditions and 
whose workers are paid an adequate 
wage. The list.follows an investiga- 
tion of the candy industry completed 
two months ago, the findings appear- 
ing in a pamphlet already published, 
entitled ‘“‘Behind the Scenes in 
Candy Factories.’ 

The: league’s pamphlet contained 
first-hand information gathered -by 
investigators who worked in a 
group of the city’s candy factories. 
These investigators hired out as reg- 
ular hands and stood elbow to elbow 
with the expert candy maker... In 
their written reports they pictured 
the good and bad factory as they 
found it. Immediately after the ap- 
pearance of the pamphlet the Asso- 
ciation of Confectionery and Choco- 
late. Manufacturers of New York 
State appointed a committee to con- 
fer with the directors of the Con- 
sumers’ League. 


The “White List” Endorsed. 


The result was the endorsement of 
the league’s ‘‘White List’’ demands. 
The association recommended that 
its members comply with the mini- 
mum wage requirements, and look 
into the sanitation, hygiene, seating 
arrangements and hours of work in 
their factories. 

Fifty-five of New York’s 191 candy 
manufacturers have been placed on 
the ‘‘White List.” These owners of 
factories have pledged themselves to 
permit reinspection of their plants at 
any time, and the committee of the 
Confectionery Association now work- 
ing with the league has promised to 
‘keep ‘‘White List’”’ factories up to 
standard in future. The list will be 
corrected and changed from time to 
time as other factories attain the re- 
quired standard. 

Standards considered in compiling 
the “White List’ included the fac- 
tories’ compliance with the provi- 
sions of the State Labor law in re-

packing. Manufacturers have pledged 
themselves to see that workers have 
regular medical examination in com- 
pliance with the Sanitary Code. Un- 
der this code each worker in facto- 
ries and plants manufacturing food- 


stuffs must have a food handler’s 
card. 


Working Conditions Bettered. 


Other specific points considered 
and agreed to by manufacturers of 
candy are clean and well-lighted 
quarters with sufficient .washrooms 
equipped with individual towels, hot 
water and soap; a high standard of 
personal cleanliness among workers, 
including use of aprons over all outer 
clothing, and the maintenance of a 
temperature of atleast 64. de- 
grees Fahrenheit in all departments. 

Twenty-five New York factories 
were investigated during the six 
League workers. Half of these 
plants were found to be in bad sani- 
tary condition. Five of the worst of- 
fenders were closed, pending a clean- 
up by the Board of Health. 

According to league investigators, 
even those plants not included in 
the ‘White List’ will be tremen- 
dously improved because of its exis- 
tence.” The league. is__receiving 
calls from factories asking that its 
workers investigate plants to see if 
they are eligible for the ‘White 
List.” The league also reports that 
civic and welfare organizations and 
women’s clubs have pledged them- 
selves to help the sales of ‘‘White 
List”? candy

The spectra of the ganeouginebulee 
show lines due to hydrogen and hell- 
um and other gases; but most char- 
acteristic are the so-called ‘‘nebu- 
lium’ lines, bright green lines that 
give the nebulae their peculiar color. 
For mahy years these puzzling lines 
have been attributed to a mysteri- 
ous gas called nebulium, not present 
among the terrestrial elements. But 
quite recently Dr. Bowen, at the Nor- 
man Bridge Laboratory of Physics at 
Pasadena, has solved the mystery by 
showing that the lines are due to 
highly ionized atoms of oxygen and 
nitrogen gases in extreme states of 
rarefaction.

Speech of the tebe Is Excluded, Will.Contain Only

Paris. 
long-awaited dictionary of 
the French Academy, the 
eighth edition, which will rep- 
»resent almost exactly fifty 
years. of labor, is approaching com- 
pletion. A fascicule containing the 
letters A and B isto be issued soon. 
“The succeeding “parts will follow at 
short intervals, and it is expected 
that within two years the entire 
work will have been printed. The 
~Academy’s dictionary will not be 
comparable to the Oxford English 
Dictionary, recently finished. The 
Oxford Dictionary embraces 411,047 
words. Its French contemporary, 
which will be confined to two vol- 
umes, will include only about 28,500 
“words. 


Needless to say, this striking dis- 
parity in bulk is in no sense an in- 
dication of the comparative re- 
sources of the English and French 
vocabularies. While the work of Sir 
James Murray and his staff was 
amazingly inclusive, that of the 
Academy has been rigidly exclusive 
-in conformity with the very special 
standard to which the Academy has 
adhered during the nearly three cen- 
turies of its guardianship of the 
French language. 

The Academy’s dictionary is no 
‘more like other dictionaries than the 
Academy is like other academies. 
The august company of the forty 
‘immortals’? which waetg weekly at 
the Institut de France has no coun- 
terpart in any country and enjoysin 
matters literary an. gutBhority that 
emanates from no other assembly of 
‘scholars. It is the Rely te a unique 
tradition. Commissioned by Richelieu 
to watch over the purity of the 
French language, the Academy ‘has 
faithfully carried out this duty from 
century to century. It once deseribed 
itself as ‘‘the only one of eur ancient 
institutions that remaing standing 
‘amid so many ruins,” Though Geve 
ernments and societies fal] inte de- 
cay, the language,of Moliare must be 
preserved. This is the function of 
the Academy. 


Makers of the Dictionary. 


Tt is a task in which princes, states- 
men and Generals, no jJesg than ob- 
scure professors, haye considered it 
an honor to participate. On the title 
pages of his compendjous memoirs 
M. Poincaré, Premier Minister and 
former President of the Republic, 
signs himself simply ‘Raymond 
Poincaré of the French Academy,’’

with tickets of admittance to the 
cupola of the Institut when an in- 
itiate to immortality makes hig bow, 
more generous than the area of the 
ancient room justifies. Hence, long 
after the cupola ovepflows, a. throng 
of people, all waving tickets, surges 
about the brass-helmeted Republican 
Guards who bar the door. This, too, 
is a tradition. 


Those who arrive early and get 
seats hear eventually a roll of drums 
from the guard, the gignal for the 
academicians to file {n, A few wear 
the official costume, a relic of the 
First Empire. It congists of a black 
suit heavily embroidered in bright 
green, and a sword, This wesnon, 
which reflects the vogue of uniforms 
under Napoleon I, appears somewhat 
out of place dangling from the waist 
of a gray-haired philelogist until one 
recalls that, aiter all, these forty 
venerable gentlemen are standing 
guard over a precious Jenguage, 

But the real work of the Academy 
is carried on—with ne thunder of 
drums, no brass helmets and no 
green coats—in a large room in the 
institute, where a portrait of Rich- 
elieu in his scarlet robe and numer- 
ous busts of illustrious Frenchmen 
look down upon a long, narrow table 
covered with a green. cloth. Here 
the forty academiciang sit and decide 
what is good French and what ig not; 
It sometimes leaks out that a word 
in universal use has been voted 
down, and there is a chorus of indig- 
nation. Were the immortals to pay 
any heed to it, they would say: 
“Come back in fifty years, and if 
the word has survived we shall’ con- 
sider it for our next edition.” 


The Academy's Task. 


Being engaged in the defense, not 
the creation, of a language, the 
Academy is far busier keeping words 
out of its dictionary .than Jetting 
them in. It is almost.as difficult for 
a word to get into the dictionary as 
it is for an ambitious map of letters 
to get into the Academy. The Dic- 
tionary Committee of six serveg ag @ 
sort of credentials committee, or 
court of first instance, befora which 
new words must appear for prelim. 
inary examination. The Academy 
itself is the supreme court, from 
which there is no appeal pxeept to 
posterity. 

Since words are living things, ope 
may imagine an aspirant to a place 
in the dictionary stating its cage be- 
fore these Judges. This is what hap- 
pens:

If the word is found to be in the 
vocabularies of a majority of the 
academicians, or receives their sane- 
tion as being eligible to this distine- 
tion, it wins its case. Otherwise it 
must wait another half century or 
so. 


Soon after its foundation the Acad- 
emy sent a letter to Richelieu mak- 
ing the rather rash promise that it 
would ‘“‘cleanse the language from 
the impurities it has contracted in 
the mouths of the people; from the 
jargon of lawyers, from the misuses 
of ignorant courtiers and the abuses 
of the pulpit.” So the accusation 
frequently has been made that the 
Academy leeked upon the French 
language somewhat as though it 
were the Academy’s private prop- 
erty, to be protected against the 
vulgarities of the French nation, 
There ig an impression that it has 
sought to clamp a  strait-jacket 
upes the living French tongue, so ag 
te prevent its: growing beyond the 
admirable proportions it attained in 
the eighteenth century. 


Lure of Old Words, 


It is true that academicians often 
manifest @ special. fondness for 
seventeenth end eighteenth century 
words and eenstructions, which is 
readily understandable, and that 
they occasionally emulate the style 
of these periods. In the preface to 
the Jast edition of its dictionary 
(1878), the Academy noted with 
gratification that “in our time the 
language, of the seventeenth century 
has regained a deserved favor.’ But 
the Academy resents the suggestion 
that it haa been unduly old-fashioned 
or severe. ‘To fix a language would 
be impossible,” it said, ‘The diction- 
ary han limited and moderated it 
and regulated its changes." 

“We do not jegisiate,'"* René Dou- 
mie, Permanent Secretary of the 
Academy, recently said. ‘‘We go by 
usage, by Judgment of educated peo- 
ple. Our rule is to accept new words 
only when they have been current 
sufficiently long to warrant the be- 
Hef that they will take a place in the 
language. The word ‘midinette,’ the 
rejection of which was criticized, is 
@ pretty werd, but who knows that it 
will net have disappeared in a few 
ears?” 

‘In the Academy for three centu-

member of the Institut and Secre- 
tary of the .Bictionary. Committee.

The dislikes foreign 
words, ‘‘La boxe” (‘boxing’) was 
passed with difficulty; ‘‘foothall,” 
though used universally in France, 
did not get by. The Academy will 
wait a few decades in the hope that 
a géod French word will turn up to 
take the place of ‘‘football.’’ It will 
not propose one, it never does that, 
but it would welcome one, for it does 
not favor the invasion of the lan- 
guage by foreign words. 


“Polly” Ip Listed, 


Though the Academy !s ag jnimical 
to Freneh slang ag it is te English 
sporting terms, the forthcoming dic- 
tionary will mark a notable triumph 
of popular speech over academic con- 
servatism. In spite of the fact that 
it is (so to speak) pure slang, 
‘‘poilu’’ will be listed along with the 
most revered seventeenth century 
words, ‘‘Poily’* literally means 
‘hairy,” and in this sense {t is not 
slang. But it has jong been used 
popularly to indicate a strong, brave 
man, 


During the war it was applied to 
the soldiers, who everykhody hoped 
were ‘‘poilu’* enough ta beat the Ger 
mans. Now that France is covered 
with monuments to the poilu and a 
perpetual lamp burns _in his honor 
under the Are de Triomphe, noe 
academician would think of carry- 
ing purism to the point of saying 
that “‘poilu’’ was not the best of 
French. Thus does language, even 
the academie, grow. 

The current French language, even 
the speech and writing of scholarly 
people, contains innumerable words, 
locutions and grammatical construc- 
tions that the Acadmey has con- 
demned or declined to sanction. One 
critic, M, Willy, made the amusing 
discovery that in the reception 
address of the new academician, 
Abel Hermant, were at least a score 
of words not te he found in the 
Academy's dictionary, When off 
duty. the academician, like mest 
Frenchmen, probably departs often 
from the striet linguistia canons of 
the dictionary. 


For the gap between the French 
eof the Academy and the French of 
the people is enormous. Wide also 
is the gulf between the hebitual 
speech of the educated classes and 
thet of the rest of the population.

Progress of Neologisms. 

The French popular language ex- 
erts an influence that the Academy 
is powerless te contrel and might 
well envy, Though much of it is 
vulgar and valueless, many of its 
expressions gain a deserved currency 
among all classes and gradually im- 
pose themselves upon the French 
language strictly so-called. 


*Poilu’’ is enly one of many exam- 
ples, When several million young 
men were thrown together in impre- 
vised barracks and in the trenches, 
their prevailing speech was naturally 
that of the people, not that of. the 
Academy or the university. So the 
language of the poilu wes, for the 
most part, the language from which 
the term ‘‘poilu’’ emerged. The emo 
tions of the war expressed themseives 
without recourse to authorized lexi- 
cons, and there appeared suddenly, 
spontaneously, a whele glossary of 
words and phrases which quickly 
swept over the nation and embedded 
themselves in the language. 

The phrase, “‘Faut pas s’en faire, 
on J/aura,’’ is net the purest French; 
but there is not. @ pergon in France 
to whem it is not vividly significant 
—meaning, as it does, ‘Don’t werry, 
we'll get him.” 

“Him” was the ‘“‘boche,"”’? another 
slang term. In his book, ‘Le Lan- 
gage Populaire," which, incidentally, 
was ‘‘crowned” by the Academy, 
Henri Bauche has examined jn de- 
teil the words and grammar of the 
speach of the people of :Paris and 
compiled a dictionary of the popular 
language.

Between the megaphone of the 
sight-seeing bus and the gavel of the 
new chairmenship were a variety of 
activities, including banking, the steel 
industry, the making of motion pic- 
tures and an association of interests 
which are to. be called upon jointly 
te help bring the spoken word to the 
aid of the pictures screen. Besides 
being Chairman of the K. A. O. Cir- 
cult, Mr, Kennedy is President of 
the FBO Pictures Corporation, in 
which the Radio Corporation of 
America, the General Electric Com- 
peny and the Westinghouse Electric 
and Manufacturing Company have a 
substantial interest. He is also busi- 
ness adviser to the Pathé Company. 


Plans of Development, 


Mr. Kennedy, asked for details of

Mr. Kennedy’s experience in the 
steel business was during the perjod 
of the war, Charles M. Schwab, 
who had contracts with the American 
and allied Governments for the build- 
ing and repair of warships at the 
Fore River yards, cajied him in to 
take charge of 50,000 workmen. At 
the close of the war Mr. Kennedy 
went back to the Hayden-Stone Com- 
pany and there remained until three 
years ago, when he decided to go 
inte business for himself. He did not 
think of the picture business at the 
time, but when, @ little later, he ob- 
served that an English company had 
invested $7,000,000 in an American 





film corporation without conspicuous 
success, hg@ made a trip to London 
and offered them a million dollars 
for their holdings.

QUIRY into the disester of the

~iet food ‘and wateris a means of 
keeping the air pure. 


Not only by accident is a crew sub- 
Yect to long submergence; the exir 
gencies of war may demand that @ 
boat shall lie on the bottom a day oF 
two. By adequately furnishing: it 
with equipment already tried out by 
the navy for regenerating air'with re- 
Serves of oxygen and soda lime, a 
crew would be enabled to stay vader 
the surface 150 hours “while biding 
their time or awaiting rescue. 

The situation of men imprisoned in 
sonfined spaces, such as thage of & 
submarine, calls to mind the yemark- 
able episode of the Black Hole of Cal- 
cutta. In 1756 when the British gar- 
tison was captured by a native ruler 
of Bengal, he confined 156 British 
prisoners within a cell scarcely large 
enough to hoyse comfortably more 
than ten. Its heavy door was belted; 
air could: enter only through. two 
gmall barred windows. It was a hot 
June night. .On.the following morn- 
ing only twenty-three persons re- 
mained aliva, the victims haying per- 
ished from heat, pressure, thirst and 
suffocation. An equally tragic in- 
stance of the reaults of men. con- 
demned to breathe the same air over 
and over again occurred on the ship 
Londonderry in 1948. During 2 storm 
all passengers were sent below and 
completely sealed up in a small 
eabin. Within a few hours seventy- 
two had succumbed to asphyxiation, 


Air Vitiation. 


The air vitiated by rebresthing in 
®@ confined space, such as a sub- 
* gnarine compartment, undergoes cer- 
tain changes. The air given off from 
the lungs is, of course, relatively 
high ip carbon dioxide gas and low 
in exygen. Although carbon dioxide 
is a deadly gas when breathed in 
large amounts, it actually performs 
useful purposes in the body. Breath- 
ing itself would be impossible except 
for this gas. But it becomes poison- 
ous when inereased beyond need; 
first causing jabored breathing; 
fatigue and depression, and later 
headache, suffocation, stupor and ul- 
timately death. It has not been 
definitely established how much car- 
bon dioxide a man can breathe over 
@ period of many hours and. still 
survive. The limit is probably 8 to 10 
per cent., but it may be very much 
greater with some individuals. 


‘When a man js rebreathing the air 
in a sealed submerine compartment 
the oxygen of the air diminishes 
slowly and he tends to -become 
adapted to the situation. Watensive 
observations in the army and navy 
have shown that most aviators can 
resist a slow fall of oxygen, to about 
one-third of the proportion present 
in ordinary air, But if expored sud- 
denly to a decrease of the game ex- 
tent they may show guch effects as 
‘weakness, dizziness, vertigo, finally 
collapsing. Under conditions in a

» The Time Under Water, 


as soon as the submarine begen to 
| De recognized as a naval weapon of 
great possibilities, the question arose 
in naval circles whether it would be 
to remain under 
water without loss ef life. Naval 
authorities became interested from 
two standpoints: that of rescu- 
ing crews accidentally sunk and that 
of prolonging the operating time of a 
boat for military pur- 
‘poses. It.was realized that in time 
of war a submarine must be-eapable 
of cruising under water during the 
entire daylight period, and that in 
the presence of an enemy a boat 


might be compelled te remain on the 
bottem fer days at a time. 

A board of officers of the Med!- 
ea} and Gensgtruction. Corps: .ef. the- 
Navy uaderteck in 1911 to determine 
the time required for the air to reach 
the danger point; to ascertain the 
allowable yitiation of the alr without 
impgiring the operating efficiency of 
the crew; te develop devices for 
the revitalization or regeneration of 
the alr for the purpese of securing 
prolonged submergenee. 


Special Test Made. 


The board divided its work be 
tween tests aboard a submarine, ang 
experiments in an air-tight chamber 
simulating a submarine compart- 
ment. This chamber was built at 
the School of Medicine, Harvard 
Vaiversity, for the purpose of ez- 
perimenting with apparatus designed 
for the purification of air. 


Of the submerged trials the long- 
est was carried eut with ene ef: the 
old B Class submarines as an endur- 
ance ‘test. The influence of the 
vitiated air on the breathing was not 
distinctly neticed until the ninth hour, 
but, the physical effects were so s@- 
vere that it was not considered safe 
to continue beyond fifteen and one- 
half hours. 


‘The regeneration.ef air, from the 
laboratory standpoint, was comparg- 
tively simple. It consisted merely af 
the removal of earbon dioxide by 
chemical] absorbents and the supply 
of oxygen. But in submarines where 
space and weight are at a premium 
it presented difficulties. The first 
naval. board experimented with der 
vices for. the removal of carbon dj- 
ozide in submarines, but the sharp 
limitations of space and weight were 
never quite successfully dealt with. 


American Air Purifiers. 


On the entrance of the United 
States into the World War, air purjr 
fiers for submarines became an urg- 
ent necessity. An apparatus submit- 
ted by Dr. W. E. Gibbs of the By- 
reay of Mines was adepted by the 
Navy... This device consisted of 2 
cylindrical metal can fourteen inches 
high and twelve inchés in diameter, 
with a dome shaped screen in the 
bottom covered by a twelve-ineh lay- 
ey of a granular chemical known as 
soda-lime.

How long men trapped in « sub- 
merged submarine cap survive 
can be estimated for the vari- 
ous ‘compartments ef the dif- 
ferent classes of submarines. The 
calculation is based upon the amount 
of free air in the space in conjunc- 
tion with the hourly quantity ef car- 
bon dioxide preathed out and the 
oxygen consumed by the imprisoned 
men. Thus when one of the 8-clagg

ON ALABAMA’S GULF COAST 





HEN the next census of the 
United States is taken, two 
years hence, citizens of Bald- 

win County, Ala., in which the 
largest town has less than 2,500 pop- 
ulation, expect that Baldwin will 
again lead the State in percentage of 
foreign-born. Greeks, Scandinavians, 
Italians an@ Germang thrive in Bald- 
win, Their prosperous communities 
dot the pleasant land that lies be- 
tween Florida and Mobile Bay. They 
live, some of them, in colonies: apart 
from their neighbors of the native 
stock. But more and more they are 
taking part in the affairs of -the 
larger community. In 1920 Baldwin's 
foreign-born represented 6.8 per 
cent. of a total of 20,000 persons. 


Why Baldwin County should have 
attained this cosmopolitan gharacter 
ig a question which has. been vari- 
ously answered. Baldwin is net only 
a.rural..county, but: its lower half, 
where most of the foreigners dwell, 
is geryed by only one. branch rail- 
road. Its southern boundary is the 
Gulf of Mexico, its eastern a series 
of rivers and bays, and its western

HE soethousiing elections in 
. the United. States have, turned 
the attention of France to the 
effect of the political campaign 
on her own fortunes, It is a fact 
‘acknowledged by transatlantic steam- 
ship companies and travel .agencies 
that tourist traffic during Presiden- 
tial years invariably shows a marked 
falling off. Since it is estimated that 
in France alone Ameérican tourists 
spend annually in the neighborhood 
of $230,000,000, it is not surprising 
that France should be alert to a pos- 
sible decrease in this’ revenue. 


The tourist season in France, which 
begins early in April, usually. reaches 
its peak during the months of. July 
and August. , Americans flock to the 
French capital in such numbers dur- 
ing those months that the city is vir- 
tually theirs. Hotels, restaurants 
and amusement.places.make. every 
effort to give the American what*he 
wants, for the invisible exports from 
France to the United States through 
transportation -services, board and 
lodging, and merchandise sold to the 
American tourists is estimated by the 
French authorities at over 50 per 
cent. more than the entire amount 
of the visible export to the Dnited 
States. 

If, as the steamship elias ex- 
pect, there is a falling off in Euro- 
pean traffic this Summer, it should 
react to the benefit of those who are 
plunning trips abroad. ‘For it will 
mean that accommodations of. every 
sort, steamship, railroad and hotel, 
will be more plentiful even during 
the peak months of July and August. 

But in any event Paris will be in 
much better shape to handle its tour- 
ist traffic this year than was the 
case last season. For in addition to 
the new Commodore and Ambassa- 
dor hotels which opened last Sum- 
mer, six first-class hotels will be 
added to the city’s list of accommo- 
dations within the next few months.

Whatever the effect of the: elections 
on travel this Summer, tourist agen- 
cies are of the opionion that ‘their 
business. will not be below last season, 
and many of them ‘predict a bigger 
year than last year.

come up to expectations and say that 
bookings made thus far are already 
well ahead of the number made this 
time last year. One American agency 
asserts that it has booked more than 
$500,000 worth of business, or 50 per 
cent. more than at this time last 
year.

Rooms to Suit Any Purse. 


Tourists should have no difficulty 
finding accommodations to’ suit any 
purse from rooms with bath. at the 
leading hotels, which range in price 
from $4 to $10 a day, to rooms \in- 
the small family hotels of the Left 
Bank ranging from 75 cents t6 $1.50 
a day. Most of the latter hotels are’ 
old-fashioned and perhaps not what 
the traveling American is accus- 
tomed to at home but they are gen- 
erally clean and livable. 


On the whole there has been little 
or no change.in restaurant and hotel 
prices in Paris. They are consider- 
ably higher than prices in the smaller 
cities and in the country districts 
but they are no higher, and perhaps 
slightly less, than the prices in most 
of the other large European capitals. 

Railroad travel in France has 
grown more expensive in the, last 
two years, the rate for first-class 
tickets being 45 centimes or slightly 
less than 2 cents a kilometer. Sec- 
ond-class tickets cost 30 centimes or 
a little over 1 cent a kilometer and 
third-class 29 centimes or slightly 
less than 1 cent. All railroad accom- 
modations in France are good, and 
few persons excepting very wealthy 
Frenchmen and tourists ever use 
first-class. For short trips third- 
class is not bad but on long voyages } 
the wooden bénches with which 
coaches -of this class are equipped 
ere apt to be found rather uncom- 
fortable. 


But the tourist will find night 
travel by wagons-lits, which corre- 
spond to Pullman compartment cars 
in America, decidedly - expensive. 
Wagons-lits charges are usually 
about 80 per cent. of the first-class 
fare in addition to the first-class 
ticket. 


Air Travel from Paris. 


European passenger air services 
fre remarkably well organized and 
many tourists préiss this means of 
travel as being clean and quick. 
Thus the railroad journey between |_ 
Paris and London, which occupies 
seven hours by the fastest extra-fare 
train is a matter of only two hours 
by air and the plane passenger es- 
capes what is frequently a most un- 
comfortable Channel crossing. The 
Imperial Airways, the British air line 
operating between Paris and London, 
runs three planes daily, fares on 
each of which are different.

As a general rule 
the prices in these hotels are sta- 
tionary the whole year. 

First and second class hotel man- 
agers report they are willing to cater 
as far as possible to American tastes 
in the matter of food. All first-class 
hotels have American dishes on the 
menus and they are willing. to.supply 
others on request. All the hotels 
state they will have plenty of room. 

Automobile hire has increased 50 
per cent. on short trips and 20 per 
cent. on fifty miles and over, mak- 
ing the prices $8 for ten miles and 
$22 for fifty miles. The prices have 
risen in accordance with the general 
practice of increasing charges during 
the' Summer and not on account of 
the petrol tax.

Then. she. leaves. it 
half buried in the sand. 

The babies, begin to incubate. at 
once and hatch in.about a month, 
crumbling the shell. . The waves help 
the process, and soon. the little ones 
start in search of food. The waters 
either..crumble the empty “Johnny 
cod’s_house,’”’ or else wash it upon 
the beach, where it turns a whitish 
color and in time is eroded by wind 
and weather or'becomes a child’s 
toy.

Many itferences Must Be Composed Before| 


The Board of Estimate Will Authorize the 
New Scheme for. Traffic Relief 


By C. G. POORE. 
EW YORK is still wondering 
when the improvement. of the 
track-strewn western edge of 
‘ Manhattan Island will actu- 
ally begin. There is before the Board 
of Estimate at the present time a 
comprehensive plan for the develop- 
ment of the region, to which the New 
‘York Central Railroad and the ‘city 
have agreed—as a tentative basis for 
further negotiations. Whether these 
negotiations: will result in action, or 
simply -become another chapter in 
the long history of such negotiations, 
seems to depend largely upon what 
action the Board of Estimate takes. 
More than fifty years of planning 
and discussion have failed to solve 
the west side problem. Railroad 
trains still run through the traffic 
on. “Death Avenue,’’ ten minutes’ 
walk from the Metropolitan Opera 
House; grimy freight yards still 
cover land that optimistic city plan- 
ners haye dedicated to express high- 
ways, marginal boulevards, parks 
and playgrounds. 


Projected Improvements. 


The west side of the island is New 
York’s main approach from the sea. 
There the great liners land their pas- 
sengers. As the metropolis’ of the 
New World, it has long been said 
that New York should have some 
thing more preposessing to show the 
traveler from Europe than the mean 
streets of the present waterfront. 
The London Embankment is cited as 
a striking contrast. The west side 
is also New York’s leading hope for 
traffic relief. Along the waterfront 
it is proposed to build the Miller 
overhead highway for motor traffic 
and experts believe that a properly 
developed west side would reduce 
congestion along the main avenues 
to Broadway. 

In: grade-crossing elimination lies 
one key to the future of west side 
development. Until the New York 
Central Railroad’s tracks are re- 
moved from the streets on the west 
side. the improvement program can- 
not be carried out. Those interested 
in the architectural and landscape 
features of the projected program 
point out, moreover, that unless the 
relocation is conducted in a way to 
harmonize with that plan, one of the 
most important considerations will 
be defeated.. They, therefore, ask 
that landscape architects, as well as 
engineers, be consulted from the 
beginning—a policy which they assert 
has not been sufficiently followed. 

The Railroad Tenancy. 

To understand the situation, it is 
necessary to bear in mind the extent 
of the existing railroad. occupation 
along the west side. At the present 
time the New York Central has five 
different freight yards and terminals 
there—at St. John’s Park, West 
Seventeenth Street, West Thirtieth 
Street, West Sixtieth Street and 
Manhattanville. It has tracks and 
sidings along Hudson Street, Canal 
Street, West Street and Tenth Ave- 
nue.to the Thirtieth Street yard, 
and along Eleventh Avenue to the 
Sixtieth Street yard. North. of 
the Sixtieth Street yard the railroad 
runs along the Hudson River water- 
front, connecting north of Spuyten 
Duyvil with the electrified tracks of 
the Hudson Division. 

The railroad company got its hold 
on all those streets through the in- 
corporation in 1846 of one of its pred- 
ecessors, the Hudson River Railroad 
Company, which had been given 

- permission to ‘‘construct a double 
track of rails with suitable turnou 
from Spuyten Duyvil Creek to Canal 
Street. This early franchise has held 
through many years of litigation on 
the part of the city in its futile ef- 
forts to dislodge the railroad. 

Year after year the facilities of the 
railroad have spread out over more 
territory. From the railroad’s point 


-of view, this is defensible, since the 


_ growth of the city demands increased 


service. . From the city’s point. of 
view, however, it has meant that 
streets. sorely needed to ease con- 
gested traffic were covered with 
tracks or partly devoted to railroad 
uses. The practice of unloading 
a | freight cars in the street. is contrary 
to law, according to authorities, yet 
they assert that it still goes on. And 
trains pulled by puffing locomotives 
still lumber down Death Avenue. 

To solve this problem,..which has 


‘been called second only. to that of 


transit. in civic importance, plan 
after plan has been advanced, only 
to be discarded. In a recent review 
of the situation Joseph. V. McKee, 
President of the Board of Aldermen, 
pointed out that in 1906 legislation 
was enacted: which authorized the 
then existing Board of Rapid Transit 
Commissioners to make an agree- 
ment with the New York Central, 
subject to the approval of the city, 
for the removal of tracks from grade. 


Twenty Years’ Efforts. 


“This act provided,” said Mr. Mc- 
Kee, ‘‘in the event that the Transit 
Commissioners could not arrive at an 
agreement with the railroad, author- 
ity would be vested in the Transit 
Board for the condemnation of the 
property and franchises of the rail- 
road in the Borough of Manhattan 
and for the removal of its tracks by 
condemnation. No agreement 
ever made under this act, nor did 
the Rapid Transit Commisioners ever 
condemn the property.’’ 

In 1911 and again in 1917 the west- 
side situation became a subject of 
legislation in an effort to work out 
a plan. Nothing of any material 
benefit resulted from the agitation 
carried on in those years, according 
to Mr. McKee. In 1923 the amend- 
ment to the Public Service Commis- 
sion law providing for electrification 
of the railroads within the city, to- 
gether with the passage of the Grade 
Crossings Elimination law, added 
new impetus to the efforts. The city 
began definite steps to abolish 
Death Avenue by having the tracks 
removed. 


The Present Commission. 


Early in his Administration Mayor 
Walker appointed a committee com- 
posed of engineers representing the 
city, the Transit Commission, the 
New York Central and the Port Au- 
thority and instructed it to: bring in 
@ comprehensive plan for the clear- 
ing away of all difficulties. 

After many conferences that com- 
mittee, called. the West Side Im- 
provement Engineering Committee, 
published its first report a year ago, 
providing exhaustively therein for 


“‘the removal of the tracks of the 


New York Central Railroad Com- 
pany from the public streets along 
the Hudscn River waterfront and 
for related public improvements.” 
The plan, whatever subsequent criti- 
cism of it has been made, was per- 
haps more comprehensive than any 
other ever presented, and with 
amendments is the one now before 
the Board of Estimate. 

The public improvements related 
to the relocation of the railroad 
tracks, as considered by the com- 
mittee, included the proposed ele- 
vated express highway along a large 
section of the West Side waterfront, 
the proposed Universal Inland 
Freight Stations of the Port Author- 
ity, concentration of leads to float 
bridge terminals along the river 
near Thirtieth Street, electrification 
of the railroad to replace the present 
steam engines that now run along 
the streets, modification of street 
and sewer systems and contemplated 
improvement of. city-owned water- 
front and park property. 

The plan which the engineers sug- 
gest and the New York Central has 
expressed its complete willingness to 
accept—especially since it has to

the ordinary elevated structures.’

Crossing Tenth Avenue diagonally | 


between Sixteenth and Seventeenth 
Streets, the elevated tracks would 
be continued through the blocks 
west of Tenth Avenue to the Thirtieth 
Street yards of the railroad. Then, 
at West Thirtieth Street, within the 
limits of the yard, the line would go 
down into a tunnel leading to the 
Sixtieth Street yards. 

Provision is made for covering, at

property between Seventy - ninth 
Street and Spuyten Duyvil, with a 
structure which may be used for a 
high-speed express highway. This 
structure, it is asserted, can be de- 
signed to harmonize with any park 
treatment that the city Park Depart- 
ment may contemplate. 

The main advantage to the city 
aside from the scenic improvement 
in sucha relocation: of the tracks 
would be to have Tenth, Eleventh 
and Twelfth Avenues clear of rail- 
way tracks and wholly devoted to 
traffic. 

The West Side Elevated Express 
Highway, proposed by Borough Presi- 
dent Miller to provide traffic relief, 
would be located some distance west 
of the railroad structure, from Canal 
to Fifty-ninth Street, and would: be 
entirely independent between those 
points. Through the Sixtieth Street 
yards the express highway would: be 
constructed over the railroad, and 
the Engineering Committee’s plans 
have been prepared to provide clear- 
ance for necessary supporting pillars 
for the highway. From-there to the 
Harlem River provision has been 
made for the highway to run ona 
covering over the relocated tracks. 
.The financing of the plan is pro- 
vided for, in so far as it calls for 
grade-crossing elimination, by the 
law passed at the recent session of 
the Legislature, which allots 50 per 
cent. of the cost to the railroad, 40 
per cent. to the State and 10 per 
cent. to the city. This is an im-

Plans for such a garden had been 
discussed at the Brooklyn Botanic 
Garden for a year by Miss Hilda 
Loines, Chairman of the Governing 
Board, and Dr. Stuart Gager, direc- 
tor, in the hope that the funds neces- 
sary for its realization would be pro- 
vided. They felt that Brooklyn’s pub- 
lic garden needed it asa further at- 
traction for the citizens of their 
borough and to the institution’s al- 
ready notable standing in the scien- 
tific world. 

A study of the famous rose garden 
outside Paris, the Roseraie de 1’Hay, 
had already been made by H. A. 
Capern, landscape architect; and a 
Plan for the Brooklyn development 
had been designed by him. This plan 
followed largely that of the French 
garden, but, of necessity, was varied 
to conform to the physical structure 
of the Brooklyn site. 

The new garden is already nearing 
completion, and, although several 
years must.pass before it will reach 
maturity and show its perfected 
charm, there will be roses a-plenty 
blooming there this year. A thou- 
sand rose plants have been set out, 
these having been a gift to the gar- 
den. The architectural features, en- 
closing and ornamenting the plot, are 





practically completed, the whole de- 
sign appearing, from any vantage 
‘Spot in the Botanic Garden, as an 
intricate and graceful lattice or trel- 
lis work of white, interspersed with 
posts and arches for climbing roses. 
It lies just west of the esplanade. 
Its greatest length is approximately 
500 feet and its greatest width 93 feet, 
It has become a major landscape fea- 
ture of a public garden that already 
claims the distinction of having the 
only Japanese garden in any _ public 
park east of the Rocky. Mountains 
and the first rock garden in any pub- 
lice. park; that has a Shakespeare 
garden, a section devoted to chil- 
dren’s gardens and even a colony of 
beehives whence professional bees, so 
to speak, roam to all spots where 
flowers grow and supplement the 
work of the gardeners by carrying 
the grains of yellow pollen from one 
flower to another. 
A Colorful Vista. 


There is a long, Doric pergola at 
one end, and at the opposite end, 
slightly raised above the general level; 
@. pavilion wherein visitors may sit 
and look out over the multi-colored 
vista in front of them and drink in 
the odors of roses from Greece and 
Persia and Turkey, and even from 
the wilds of ‘‘Araby.’” ~ 

The formal architectural structure 
of the garden forms a background 
for the graceful stretches of roses 
that climb and sprawl in unconven- 
tional fashion.

On entering the garden from the 
north, visitors. will find in the beds 
along the fences all obtainable single 
roses with their horticultural varie- 
ties (of-which there are many) not 
included in the central beds, These, 
with the rose-covered fence behind 
serve as a frame for the rest of the 
garden, and give definiteness ani 
dignity to the composition. 

Near the entrances are to be placed 
the roses of most imperfect develop- 
ment, which must have been the 
earliest comers. These will be fol- 
lowed, in the probable order of their 
evolution, by roses of higher develop- 
ment; until, near the pavilion, will 
appear those perfectly shaped. 

‘ Roses’ Ancestry Shown. 

Again, the visitor entering from the 
north will find in the beds of the cen- 
tral vrass panel the parents of the 
hybrid perennials and other garden 
roses, each bed containing roses of 
a.certain period, until the latest and 
best roses are found, as before, near 


‘| the pavilion. 


Climbing roses will be arranged on 
fences, posts, pergolas and arches, in 
chronological order, with the earliest 
beginning. near the north entrances 
and ending with the latest on and 
near the pavilion. ‘Their pedigrees 
will be illustrated by having the 
parents planted near them. 

An excellent view of the scene can 
be had from the hill to the north. 
From this point can be discerned the 
interior design with its three rows of 
beds, each surrounded by a wide 
grass plot. A border bed, also, next 
to the marginal-trellis, appears cons 
spicuously here, set off from the 
interior plots-by a pathway.

Levy From Prices of New Cars—Road 


Legislation Also 


‘BPEAL of the 3 der cent.. ex- 

cise tax on the s&le of. motor 

cars and. passenger buses 

headed the trio of outstanding 
measures for the American, automo- 
bile world that were enacted in the 
session. of Congress which closed 
last’ Tuesday and were’ signed by 
President Coolidge. Elimination of 
the ‘tax will mean an, annual saving 
to purchasers of new cars of $65,000,- 
000, the American Automobile As- 
sociation * announces. 

Rated as almost’ of equal rank in 
importance .to. motorists was - the 
passage of the Federal Aid bill. It 
guarantees for the fiscal years 1930 
and 1931 the continuance of the an- 
nual appropriation of $75,000,000 for 
Federal highway aid. Third among 
the bills made effective was that pro- 
viding $4,500,000 for the construction 
of the George Washington Memo- 
rial Highway. It is planned to be the 
nation’s best boulevard and will run 
from Washington, by way of the Ar- 
lington National Cemetery, to Mount 
Vernon, the home bass the first Presi- 
dent. 

The ‘yield of the excise tax since it 
was first levied; 'in October, 1917, has 
totaled $1,145,786,000. Of that amount 
$60,473,707.81 was collected last year. 
More than that probably would have 
been collected in 1928. ; 

The total saving accrues to the 
benefit of consumers, for the manu- 
facturers, keeping: to the letter of 
their promise to Congress and the 
President, deleted the tax from the 
‘ cost of every new car to which they 
held title when the President signed 
the bill, at 8 o’clock last Tuesday 
morning. 

It was explained by Alfred Reeves, 
General Manager of the National 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce, 
that the effect of the legislation 
would not be retroactive. The tax 
was withdrawn by manufacturers 
only from new cars to which they 
held title at 8 A. M. last Tuesday, he 
said, and not from those on which 
payments still were due But whose 
title was registered in license bu- 
reaus in the names of purchasers. 
Manufacturers, however, will refund 
to dealers the tax amounts they have 
paid on cars not yet sold by them. 
The manufacturers will be reim- 
bursed for this outlay by the United 
States Treasury. 


A War Measure. - 


After the imposition of the tax at 
3 per cent., in 1917, it was increased 
in 1918 to 5 per cent..on cars and, 
car parts, while the 3 per cent. levy 
remained for trucks and truck parts. 
On all parts, the tax was reduced to 
2% per cent. in 1924, with exemption 
for trucks under $1,000 and for truck 
bodies under $250. In February, 
1926, the tax on trucks and parts was 
eliminated, while in March, 1926, the 
passenger car tax was lowered from 
5 to 3 per, cent. 

The levy just eliminated varied 
from a charge of $7 on the lowest 
priced car to about $183 on the high 
priced, custom-built -machine. Re- 
ductions on Ford models, it was an-

from $7 to $15, and on Lincolns from 
$107' to $170. The reduction on 
Chevrolet cars is from $12.30 to 
$17.45; on Packards, $49.70 to $183.23; 
on Graham-Paige models, $19 to $53; 
Chrysler, $25 to $75; Buick, $27.96 to 
$46.68; Oldsmobile, $22.50 to $27.50; 
Hupmobile, $27.44 to $50.90; Reo, $25 
to $85, and Pontiac and Oakland, 
$15 to $25. A maximum saving of 
$40.95 on Hudson models and of 
$17.60 on Essex models as a result of 
the tax cut was announced. 

Prominent among the groups and 
forces engaged in the six-year fight 
for the repeal of the tax, as named 
by Mr. Reeves, were the American 
Automobile Association, composed of 
800,000 car owners; the National 
Automobile Dealers Association, 
representing ‘52,000 dealers, and the 
Motor and Accessory Manufacturers 
Association. The National Automo- 
bile Chamber of Commerce also 
played a leading part. 


Road Program Continued. 


The signing of the Federal Aid bill 
assured continuation of the road 
building program, which has resulted 
in the construction of close to 75,000 
miles of important interstate high- 
ways and has provided the. needed 
impetus to road construction by the 
States. In addition, the measure 
carries $7,500,000 for the fiscal years 
1930 and 1931 for the building of 
forest. roads and trails. 


“The $4,500,000 appropriation for 
the Washington Memorial High- 
way,’’ said Thomas J. Keefe, General 
Manager of the American Motorists 
Association, in commenting on that 
bill to The Automotive Daily News 
correspondent, ‘‘is but an added step. 
in the natiqn’s highway program, 
and will be enjoyed by hundreds of 
thousands of motorists annually in 
visiting this shrine which for more 
than a century has been accessible 
by only a dirt road.’’ 

Proposed control of motor buses 
and trucks in interstate traffic by 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion was the essence of a major 
piece of contemplated legislation 
which will be brought up for action 
when Congress convenes in Decem- 
ber. It was concluded after a-series- 
of recent hearings before the House 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce that it would be impos- 
sible at that late date to get action 


on the bill in either the House or the

EFORE Tuesday, June 12, all 
eyes and many motors will be 
turned toward Kansas’ City, 
where those who hold in their 

hands the destiny of the G. O. P. 
will gather in more or less solemn 
conclave to decide on a standard 
bearer for the coming Presidential 
election. Two weeks later the Demo- 
cratic delegates will gather. for a 
similar purpose at Houston, in the 
Lone Star State. 

Those headed for Kansas City will 
have a choice of routes, all of them 
good. First, there is the historic Na- 
tional Old Trails Road, now begin- 
ning to be known as U. S. 40. This 
starts. at Baltimore and runs west- 
ward very nearly in an air line, 
passing through Cumberland, Union- 
town, Wheeling,-Columbus,. Dayton, 
Indianapolis, Terre Haute, St. Louis 
and Columbia. ‘To’ reach -it from 
New York the tourist may take the 
Lincoln Highway through Trenton, 
Philadelphia, Lancaster and York to 
Gettysburg, whence a connecting 
road leads southwest to U. S. 40 at 
Hagerstown. An alternate route is 
across New Jersey to Easton; then 
on Pennsylvania Route 3 through 
Reading to Harrisburg, .and south: 
west to Hagerstown. — 

Some may prefer to continue west 
along the Lincoln Highway to Pitts- 
burgh, joining U. S. 40 at Washing- 
ton, Pa. 


An Alternate Route. 


Up to a year or two'ago any one 
who wished to reach Central Ohio 
from New York was practically 
forced to follow one or another of 
the routes just mentioned, or. else 
use the very much longer way 
through Southern New York State. 
But times have changed. Pennsyl- 
vania has made such progress in 
road improvement during the past 
several years that it is now possible 
to drive to Cleveland, for instance, 
through the northern or central sec- 
tions of the State over good pave- 
ment all the way, and’ with wonder- 
ful scenery. Fine, hard roads. will 
then carry the motorist across North- 
ern Ohio and Northern: Indiana to 
Chicago, where’ he may pick up an 
unbroken ribbon of concrete into St.

Who Want to Motor to Kansas City and 
Also to Houston

The Road to Houston. 


Governor. Al Smith’s cohorts, . 
‘‘Houston-bent for election’ by mo- 
tor; will not, of course, find-the go- 
ing quite so easy. The trip is about 
1,850 miles long and the roads are 
not all. paved. 


The first part of the trip, as far 
as Hagerstown, coinzides with the 
Kansas City route. At that point 
the two routes separate. Leaving 
U. S. 40 in undisputed possession of 
the G. O. P., the Houston-bound Jef- 
fersonians will strike southwest- 
ward into the beautiful Shenandoah 
Valley, and follow what many of 
them will believe to be a much luck- 
ier number—U. 8. 11. This royte is 
also known as the Lee Highway. It 
is well paved \and stretches across 
the State through Winchester, Staun- 
ton, Lexington, Natural Bridge, Ro- 
anoke and Pulaski to Bristol, at the 
Tennessee line. 


Here is another State that has 
made remarkable progress during re- 
cent years in road improvement. 
With the exception of two short 
stretches of only about six or eight 
miles each, the entire road (U. S. 11) 
from Bristol to Chattanooga is now 
fine, modern pavement. Even these 


‘short gaps are gravel or stone, and 


well-maintained at all times. 


That portion of the route which 
cuts across the extreme northwestern | 
corner of Georgia is. paved, but once 
in Alabama, the traveler will begin 
to encounter gravel that lasts as far 
as Gadsden. Then comes more pave- 
ment into Birmingham, where U. S. 
11 is deserted in favor of U. S. 
31. This leads-the motorist south- 
ward over good paved roads to 
Clanton, where he will turn right 
on Alabama Route 49 to Selma, 
and then along Route 6 direct to 
Mobile. Most of this road from Clan- 
ton to Mobile is gravel, but..it is 
practically all in good condition ac- 
cording to the latest report of the 
Alabama Highway Department. 

From Mobile westward all the way 
to Houston the route to be followed 
is a section of the historic Old 
Spanish trail.

Machine Built by Bellanca for’ Non-Stop| 


Roman Flight Has New Types of Wing 
Tanks and Retractable Landing Gear 


By LAUREN D. LYMAN. 


M. BELLANCA has built an 

airplane that is attracting 

e much attention. It is the 

Roma, constructed for Cap- 

tain Cesare Sabelli, Italian war pilot 

and now an American citizen, who 

intends to make a non-stop flight 

from New York to Rome, a distance 
ef between 4,400 and 4,500 miles. 

This new Bellanca, Model K, while 
following accepted engineering prin- 
ciples, is in many ways original in 
design. Mr. Bellanca has included 
in the plane a development of the 
lift struts that he, more than any 
other designer, has made popular in 
this country. He has built a new 
type of retractable landing gear. 
This, he says, is experimental. 

The Sabelli Bellanca is a sesqul- 
|; plane (plane and one-half), with a 
main wing spread of 64 feet 6 inches. 
| This wing spread includes an inner 
section, which is both wing and 
gasoline tank, consisting of two 
‘tanks with a total capacity of 440 
; gallons that meet over the top of 
| the fuselage. It is supported by lift 
struts, which at the connecting 
| point with a lower wing stub have 
a chord of nearly 3 feet, tapering 
| to 28 inches at a point about 5 feet 
| from the big wing, where the lifting 
| qualities of the struts terminate. 
_ Here the struts are connected to the 
main wings by two streamline mem- 
bers that connect with the spars of 
‘the wing. 
| Novel Wing Tank. 

The outer bay or. wing proper of 
the main plane has no dihedral, 
while the inner bay holding the wing 
tanks has a positive dihedral of 
about 3 degrees. The wing stub 
houses the landing gear when it is 
pulled up and has a negative dihe- 
dral of 9% degrees. 

The wing tank, according to the 
designer, is a novelty in airplane de-

Tanks and Instruments. 


Mr. Bellanca will not say what he 
expects in the way of performance 
from this plane. It is built for a 
non-stop flight of 4,500 miles. In the 
roomy cabin are two compartments, 
between which is a 600-gallon tank. 
Captain Sabelli intends to pile 200 
gallons in five-galion cans on top of 
this tank. 


The rear or navigator’s compart- 
ment, which will contain a radio set, 
is rectangular. It is entered from the 
outside by a full-sized door on the 
left and on the right has a window, 
on the sill of which is a wind-driven 
generator, which can be pulled into 
the cabin out of the slip stream when 
not in use. The navigator’s cabin 
contains also an instrument board 
with two dials for the indicator and 
regulator of the earth inductor com- 
pass. Mounted on the rear beam of 
the centre section at the front of the 
cabin is a Pioneer magnetic compass, 
and below this on the gasoline tank 
is a folding map and chart table.

sign in that this particular combina- 
tion of wing and tank has never 
been built before in this country or 
in Europe. The tank is, in fact, 
the centre section of the wing. It 
is built of sheet duralumin with gaso- 
line tight riveted seams. The inter- 
mal structure follows the conven- 
tional metal wing design; the for- 
ward spar is a steel channel beam, 
with the angles facing to the rear, 
lightened with several holes that 
allow the gasoline to flow backward. 
The rear spar is also a steel channel 
beam with the angles facing back- 
ward. The outer panel is jointed to 
this wing tank by pins and sup- 
ported by a streamline strut between 
the upper wing and the lower. 

The wing stub has a modified Clark 
YZ section and is made unusually 
‘thick for its double duty as support- 
ing member and as housing for the 
landing gear. It is covered with ply 
wood and has a large circular open- 
ing in the bottom for the landing 
wheel. It has an 84-inch chord at 
the root and a 70-inch chord at the 
point where the wing struts connect. 

Retractable Landing Gear. 

The landing wheels, placed directly 
beneath the junction of the stub and 
lift struts, are each supported by 
two heavy steel tube members, the 
forward nearly vertical, mounted 
through the shock absorber mecha- 
nism to the forward spar at the strut 
point. The rear member is connected 
through a ball and socket joint on 
the rear spar. These tube members 
of the landing gear appear from a 
front view to be vertical and are 
prevented from moving sidewise by 
two heavy tubes, one on each side. 

The mechanism for raising the 
landing gear is a little complicated. 
Steel cables attached to the axles on 
each side of the wheels are connected 
with a drum between the pilot seats, 
arranged for dual. side-by-side con- 
trol, in the cockpit. This drum is 
turned by a lever and ratchet ar- 
Tangement after the heavy bracing 
tube which holds the vertical land- 
ing gear strut in place has been slid 
back. by a foot pedal. 

A. duralumin, circular fairing plate 
has been fitted to a small. steel plate 
on the outside..of, each; wheel and 
forms a regular part of the under 
side. of the wing stub when the land- 
ing gear has been withdrawn, 

The mechaniam of this landing gear 
is a result of the efforts of. the. de- 
signer and his assistants to cut para- 
site resistance to a minimum. Thus

Safety Devices Will Be Featured in Fall Exhibit 
—QOther German Notes 





are kept secret. Professor Junkers 
intimates that his Dessau plant will 
startle the world with a gigantic 
hydroplane capable of crossing’ the 
Atlantic or of preserving the lives of 
the passengers and crew if by acci- 
dent a landing on the ocean is neces- 
sary.

Purpose of the Show. 


Alongside these newest giants of 
the air there will stand, it is hoped, 
the frail structure of bamboo and 
cloth with which the Wright broth- 
ers opened the epoch of practical hu- 
man flight. Lillienthal’s Bird, which 
flapped its wings vigorously, but 
never accomplished much in the way 
of soaring, will be shown. A brother 
of the designer of the Bird has toiled 
patiently for a score of years on a 
model similar to the original, always 
hoping that ‘‘tomorrow’’ his machine 
will be able to leave the ground un- 
der power of its tiny motor and imi- 
tate a hawk, after which it is named. 

The Berlin exposition will be held 
under the auspices of the German 
Aircraft Industry. The purpose is to 
show the best and most practical air 
machines that the present has to of- 
fer, and give some idea of what the 
future promises. Not only will fin- 
‘ished machines be exhibited but com- 
ponent parts, raw materials entering 
into their construction, precision in- 
struments for aeronautics, radio and 
telegraph equipment, parachutes and 
aerial cameras. Landing fields and 
their management will be illustrated 
in models. Operations of weather 
bureaus will be explained, and ideas 
on the training of pilots for com- 
mercial] planes wil] be exchanged. 


Every European country with com- 
mercial air traffic will. take part in 
the exposition; Japan and several 
South American countries will be rep- 
resented. To date no responses have 
been received from the United States, 
but it is believed the American air- 
craft makers will not miss a chance 
to show théir products. 

At the opening of the exposition a 
flying day will be held on the Tem- 
pelhof Field for demonstrations with 
the heavy passenger and freight 
planes and for stunts. 

Bleriot’s Plane to Fly. 


One of the novelties on the pro- 
gram will be a flight in the machine 
in which Bleriot flew across the Eng- 
lish Channel in July, 1909. Gerhard 
Fieseler, stunt flier, will pilot the 
machine, and hopes to attain an alti- 
tude of several hundred feet. Tow- 
ing a glider by an airplane will be 
another stunt of the flying meet. 

The inventor of the cannon seat 
will demonstrate his novelty. This 
invention enables pilots to get clear 
of their machines and make use of 
their parachutes in case of trouble. 
The pilot’s seat is placed over a tube 
of compressed air. A pull on a trig- 
ger releases the air and the pilot is 
thrown twenty to thirty feet from the 
cockpit. 

Models of famous flying fields will 
be erected in the exposition halls 
to show lighting mechanisms for 
night flying, means for handling 
freight and passengers, model han- 
gars and other requisites of a mod- 
ern field. Miniature electric smoke 
pots will function, and midget search- 
lights will illuminate the landing 
space. 

Special machines for making. air- 
plane parts will be featured. Meth- 
ods of testing raw materials. will be 
demonstrated by a special committee 
on safety in air traffic. Special 
equipment for testing strains and 
stresses in trusses will be installed; 
also devices for determining ‘the lift- 
ing power of wings, the strength of 
materials. and the effects upon it of 
wear and weather. 

Safety Devices Featured. 

A duralumin wing from a Rohr 
bach plane which was exposed to salt 
water and all sorts of weather for 
three years will be displayed; vis- 
itors will be enabled to make micro- 
scopic examinations of the surfaces 
and X-ray machines will be placed at 
their disposal. to..examine the inte- 
rior for-flaws.. .: 

Visitors will be admitted to the 
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pilot’s school in which men are 
¢ j 


trained for positions in the Luft- 
hansa. The Lufthansa holds that 
flying is no longer a job for a dare- 
devil, but for a carefully trained, 
methodical man in whose hands lives 
may be safely trusted. 

Safety will be the keynote of the 
exposition; every device for protect- 
ing the lives of passengers and crews 
and for preventing valuable planes 
from being smashed will be placed 
in the foreground. It is hoped that 
America will send and will demon- 
strate the new gigantic parachutes 
that are capable of supporting an 
entire plane. 


After safety, speed and carrying 
power will be emphasized. Economy 
in operation plays a minor réle, but 
this end is not being entirely neg- 
lected. Research stations throughout 
Germany are devoting much time to 
the reduction of operation costs, so 
that sooner. or later air traffic will 
be enabled 6 take its place among 
the profitable industries without de- 
pendence on Government subsidies.

from the Tempelhof airport at Berlin, 
according to the recently published 
Lufthansa Summer time-table. Pas- 





senger airplanes will daily fly on 
routes covering more than 40,000 
miles and on certain stretches freight 
planes also will fly. 

Every town of importance in Ger- 
many is connected by the Lufthansa 
Air Service and special attention has 
been paid to the popular seaside re- 
sorts on the Baltic and North Sea, to 
which planes will regularly carry 
passengers in the Summer months. 
Special week-end arrangements are 
advertised for Berliners, enabling 
them to reach certain places on Sat- 
urdays and return late on Sundays. 

Germany now leads all other 
countries in Europe in commercial 
aviation and thus is slowly realizing 
to the full her advantageous position 
in the centre of Europe. Further- 
more, she is seizing every oppor- 
tunity to educate Germans to the 
idea of air travel, pointing out its 
immense advantages over rail and 
water routes. 

Indications of this are to be found 
even here—in an advertisement cf a 
prominent German shipping firm an- 
nouncing the first air cruise in his- 
tory. This will take by air passen- 
gers from all parts of the United 
States to New York, where they will 
embark’ on the Columbus for 
Bremen, Germany. Thence they will 
fly to Berlin and on to Vienna; thence

to Munich, with a side show at Augs- 
burg and Zurich. From Zurich to 
Coblenz the journey will be made by 
train and from Coblenz to Cologne 
by boat down the Rhine.

Paris-Berlin Speed Record. 

NEW record for speed on the air 
A line between Paris and Berlin 
‘was set on May 5 by a commer- 

cial plane of the French-Farman 
Line, which covered the total dis- 
tance of 625 miles in 4 hours 50 min- 
utes, an average of almost 130 miles 
an hour. The plane carried five pas- 
sengers and 300 pounds of merchan- 
dise. The trip was made on the new 
Sunday service of the Paris-Berlin 





ADDUX Air Lines ‘in Cali- 
fornia expect to . connect 
with lines to the east coast 
in a short time as part of 

the general extension of air trans- 
port lines all over the country. The 
new airplane line will be operated in 
connection with some railroad, in the 
manner of the new Transcontinental 
Air Transport. 

“The Maddux. lines now. operate 
three Ford tri-motor planes, two of 
them running between Los Angeles, 
Bakersfield, Fresno and San Fran- 
cisco, a run of 375 miles, and the 
third plane doubling between Los 
Angeles and San Diego, a flight of 
115. miles. The traffic on the San 
Francisco run in the six weeks since 
the opening of the line has averaged 
65 per cent. of ths capacity of the 
planes. 

The new line will extend from San 


Diego to El Paso, by way of Imperial, 


Phoenix and Tucson, and will be in 
operation by July 15. According to 
J. L. Maddux, President of the com- 
pany, the El Paso line will connect 
with a New York line, which will 
operate from Texas to the Southern 
States and along the Atlantic sea- 
board. 

In three months it is expected that 
the line will be extended from El 
Paso to. San Antonio, connecting 
with the Texas State Air Lines and 
the National Air Transport, which 
latter route runs through Fort 
Worth, St. Joseph, Kansas City and 
Chicago, connecting there with the 
National Air Transport branch of the 
Transcontinental to New York. This 
latter branch has limited passenger 
carrying capacity at present, but will 
probably put on larger passenger 
carrying planes in a short time. 

Plans are now being formulated by 
the Maddux lines for selling through 
tickets and connecting with railroad 
feeder lines. It is also intended to 
organize air feeder lines with small- 
er planes to bring In passengers from 
tributary territory. 

The fourth plane for the Maddux 
lines will be delivered in a week <-or 
Dearborn, Mich., and William B. 
Mayo, chief engineer of the Ford 
Motor Company, will travel on it to 
inspect the West Coast air systems. 
The extensions depend entirely on 
getting Ford planes, which are now 


being turned out at a little more than 


one a week.

UP AND DOWN 


FLIERS NOW RIDE CURRENTS 


MOUNTAINSIDES 





URRENTS over mountains have 
long been a bugaboo to pilots 
and something of a mystery. A 

pilot who flew forest patrol over the 
Cascades out West for two years said 
that he had no difficulty riding cur- 
rents up the side of a hill or down 
the other side. In fact, he found 
that he was able to point the nose of 
his plane toward the side of a hill 
when the wind was blowing toward 
it and without any movement of the 
controls ride the up-current over the 
top, where he generally gets a violent 
drop for a short distance. 

“But it takes nerve to keep her 
nose down,”’ he said. 


Down Current Not Dangerous. 


Pilot Harry G. ‘Smith, who flies the 
air mail between Cleveland and New 
York, writing about mountain cur- 
rents in the journal of the National 
Air Pilots Association. says:

believe that a purely down. current .is

Listeners Seen Coast to Céast: Will::Hear, Republicans Choose a 
Candidate — Three Stations Here: Linked Into Record-Breaking 
Network to Goon the Air June 12 


HE Republican National Conven- 

tion at Kansas City is scheduled 

to go on the air at noon, June 
12, over a -nation-wide network of 
broadcasters numbering close to 100. 
Three stations in the New York area, 
namély, WEAF, WOR and WJZ, will 
be connected with the microphones. 
Graham McNamee will:be on duty at 
the National Broadcasting Com- 
pany’s microphone. J. Andrew 
White will act as official observer 
for the Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem.’ Both of these announcers de- 
scribed the 1924 conventions for the 
radio audience. 

Taking their cue from the party 
leaders in the Capitol, there will be a. 
big effort to keep the side remarks 
of those presiding over the conven- 
tions off the air at Kansas City and 
Houston. There was some criticism 
in 1924 that profanity could be 
heard. At that time the creeping in 
of these expletives was beyond the 
control of the announcers, but it is 
believed this can now be taken care 
of. Even more embarrassing to the 
presiding officers last time was that 
listeners could hear sub rosa re- 
marks as to how long this or that 
speaker would be allowed to effer- 
vesce before being squelched. 


Distance Gives Advantage. 


It was just these inside workings 
of the convention that the newspa- 
pers wanted to know about. How- 
ever. their Washington correspon- 
dents in the press sections a few 
feet away were frequently oblivious 
of the confidential remarks of the 
presiding officers, but editors in the 
home offices maybe a thousand 
tiles away could hear everything. 

Even as radio receiving sets have 
taken long strides in advance in sim- 
plification, so have broadcasting 
methods. In 1924, because of the 
vast amount of noise, it was neces- 
sary for the announcers to be placed 
in‘glass cages. This has been obvi- 
ated by recent developments in 
broadcasting apparatus, so that no’ 
cage will be necessary, and there- 
fore two microphones will be placed 
right on the platform of the conven- 
tion. In addition others will be lo- 
cated near the band, still others in 
various parts of the halls, so that if 
there is any unexpect.d development 
in any part of the hall the microphone 
can be operated from that point. 

In 1924, according to James D. 
Preston, veteran in charge of press 
arrangements at national .conven- 
tions, and who is now a life saver 
for radio announcers who must get 
their facts quickly, numbers of wires 
had to be taken from the micro- 
phone booth to a switchroom in the 
back of the hall. All of this has now 
been obviated, so that the apparatus 
necessary is taken care of in a twen- 
ty-four-inch box which will be placed 
near the announcer. 


Time Brings Improvements. 


The broadcasting of the 1928 con- 
ventions will be due in part to the 
trail-blazing work done at the Re- 
publican convention in 1920 at the 
Coliseum in Chicago by a group of 
young engineers from the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company. 
Up to that time the Coliseum had 
been a perfect barn for hearing. 
Those at one end of. the hall were 
unable to hear what was going on 
at the other end. This was just 
about the time that amplifiers 
were being experimented with. Those 
in charge of the . arrangements 
thought that they would give the 
amplifiers a chance. This was done 
and huge amplifiers were erected. 
Shortly before the convening of the 
convention the perfected apparatus 
was tested with the use of grapho- 
phone records, and those who knew 
of the acoustics of the Coliseum were 
amazed at what had been done. The 


take, were ‘working ‘hard on their 
amplifiers, with the result. that two 
weeks later; when the Democratic 
convention got into action in San 
Francisco, these same effective am- 
plifiers were used, only they were 
less unsightly, being half the: size of 
the Chicago apparatus and giving 
even better results. ' 


Following their development along 
further, the next March 4, when 
President Harding ‘made his indu- 
gural address, not only were ampli- 
fiers used which were effective, but 
they were even concealed, and where- 
as up to that time only a few hun- 
dred people on the grand- stands 
could hear the inaugural address, 
President Harding’s voice was plain- 
ly heard on the ‘steps ‘on: the’ Con- 
gressional Library, about ‘two 
biocks away. 


There is a feeling among those who 
make their living in one way or an- 
other from the radio industry that 
the broadcasting of the long-drawn- 
out Democratic convention held in 
Madison Square Garden, New. York, 
in 1924, did as much ‘“‘to put radio 
over” as anything that has hap- 
pened since radios became a house- 
hold necessity. It surely did more to 
acquaint the people of the United 
States with and to interest them in 
a political convention than any 
method which theretofore had ever 
been dreamed of. 


However, as fine as the broad- 
casts were considered from the con- 
ventions of 1924, the first time that 
national conventions had ever been 
sent out over the air to the people 
of the country, preparations made 
for this year’s conventions at Kan- 
sas City and Houston far surpass 
anything that has ever yet been 
done over the radio. Not only will 
more stations be on the air than 
ever before, but for.the first time in 
history .the broadcast will be picked 
up by KDKA at Pittsburgh and 
WGY at Schenectady and rebroadcast 
by short waves, in an effort to reach 
Europe, South America and Austra- 
lia, so that all English-speaking folk 
who desire may follow the progress 
of the conventions. 

It defies even imagination to know 
how many people will listen to the 
convention proceedings as compared 
with the few thousands who could 
formerly obtain seats. . Not only can 
those listening in hear the proceed- 
ings, but they are likely in many in- 
stances to get a much better and 
clearer picture than those actually 
in attendance. It is expected that 
literally millions of Americans, both 


in and out of the United States, 


will be afforded the opportunity of 
hearing what is going on. They will 
be informed of every move, and will 
get a word picture which will be up 
to the- minute. 

In 1924 Major White found that 
much color could be added to the 
radio description if numerous micro- 
phones were placed at strategic 
points about the floor and balconies, 
and through these microphones it 
was possible to ‘‘pick up’’. demon- 
strations for various candidates by 
their supporters, the voting of the 
various delegations and other items 
of interest to the listener not possi- 
ble with a single ‘‘mike’’ on the 
speakers’ stand. The control of these 
microphones. presented a _ serious 
problem, one which has been solved 
by the construction of a control 
board fitted with buttons, each but- 
ton controlling a microphone. The 
control board will correspond with a 
floor plan of the hall, the location 
of each microphone being represent- 
ed by its connecting button. In this 
way the announcer may control his 
electrical ‘‘ears,”’ concentrating them 
at any point in the auditorium, or 
use them in a succession or wave to

: THAT STIRS 162 BROADCASTERS 





HERE is quite a difference of 
“ opinion as to whether or not 
there is going to be a grand 
rush to the Capital Monday, July 
9, by the 162 broadcasters who have 
been ‘chalienged by the Radio Com- 
mission to show why their stations 
should not -be discontinued. Some 
believe they will come en masse and 
with their fighting blood.up. .Others 
predict that. while surely.a number 
will contest their cases to the bitter 
end, & majority will never ow heard 
trom—their licenses will. be termin- 
ated Aug. 1 by the commission and 
that will be that. 


That the commission does not be- 
lieve. 162.. broadcasters will descend 
upon. them.at once may be deduced 
from the fact that ‘cit the hearings 
have been set for one day. Thus.far 
not more than five or six stations 
have ever been heard in a day, but 
even if as many as ten could be

Furthermore, the metal 
cabinets are less likely to be marred 
or broken in shipment, and they can 
easily be placed in highboy or chest 
cabinets should the individual pur- 
chaser so desire. 


Tone Chambers Are Smaller. 


More attention is being given the 
tone chambers of the cabinets this 
year than heretofore, eccording to 
reports by manufacturers. Large, 
bulky tone chambers are being elim- 
inated with the development of a 
small cone combined with the ex- 
ponential or othophonic type of horn, 
also the electro-dynamic. speaker, 
which is said to have no natural fre- 
quencies of its own. Several of these 
are expected to be on exhibit at 
Chicago. The electro-dynamic repro- 
ducer is a small cone actuated by the 
impulses set up by a small field coil, 
which in turn must be excited by di- 
rect current. A small coil is ar- 
ranged at the apex of the cone in 
the magnetic path of the field coil. 
The repulsion between -the two coils 
causes the cone to vibrate. 

There will be alternating current 
tubes for various purposes in radio 
receiving circuits; the screen-grid 
tube, of which much is expected; the 
push-button controlled radio tuner; 
combination radio-phonograph out- 
fits; power amplifiers; new and im- 
proved cone loud-speakers; and a host 
of accessories that improve radio re- 
ception will be displayed. Chicago 
will see all these things first. New 
York will see them all under one 
roof when the Radio World’s Fair 
opens at Madison Square Garden on 
Sept. .17.

Short-Wave Mesiaaes 


‘Flashed es Siberia 


Warning of: Dirigible’ s Plight i in Arctic Were 
Heard in California and’ China 


EFORE June fogs and lonely 

‘wastes that crown the North 

Pole had wrapped General No- 
bile and his dirigible Italia in a white 
blanket of. silence radio had played 
an important: réle:in ‘the Italian ex- 
Slorer’s: journey. During the long 
hours of silence that followed the last 
message sent out: by the Italian air- 
ship from radio stations on. ‘the 
fringe of the Arctic called for con- 
certed efforts to aid Nobile and his 
companions: On May 23, at 4:40 
o’clock in ‘the morning, ‘the Italia:set 
out for the Pole. May 24, at 2:20 
o’clock in the morning, the airship 
flashed a dispatch that its objective 
had been reached and that the ship 
had circled. around the imaginary dot 
that marks the top of the world. Two 
hours later it started back for the 
Citta. di Milano, the base ship, an- 
‘chored at Kings Bay. Twenty hours 
later she was almost home. A storm 
came up. The Italia was then. esti- 
mated to be within'a few hundred 
miles of her, base and Nobile sent 
word that he would probably not. be 
able to get back until the forenoon of 
May 25. 

The.Citta di Milano” kept contact 
with the Italia until 9:30 o’clock Fri- 
day morning, May 25, when Nobile 
flashed that his airship was battling 
against strong head winds. Then 
from scattered parts of the world 
came reports that S O S messages 
_ from Nobile had been intercepted. 
All of these messages were garbled 
and none of them gave a position re- 
port. One dispatch came from the 
Sea King, an English trawler, in the 
North Atlantic. - At 5:0’clock Satur- 
day morning this ship, reported No- 
bile feebly calling the Citta di Milano. 
The message said that the Italia was 
drifting before the wind to save gas- 
oline. At 5 o’clock the same after- 
noon the Vadsde radio station re- 
ported a faint SOS: The message 
flashed out that the airship was in 
danger; but no position was given. 
None of these reports, however, could 
be authenticated. 


False 8.0 S Calls Reported. 

Last Sunday San Francisco report- 
ed hearing a garbled radiogram 
which it believed originated from the 
Italia. The Soviet Government, on 
Monday, said that the message was 
probably one that. it had ordered 
broadcast to warn all Siberian Soviet 
officials to rush aid to the Italia in 
‘case. she was found. The message 
read: ‘‘Dirigible General Nobile is in 
distress asking for help. He is sup- 
plied with’ a short wave 30.33-meter 
radio,’’ 

This ‘report also was. received by 
the U. S. S. Chaumont, at Altaku 
Bar, near Tien-tsin, China, at the 
equivalent of -9:40-A.-M., Hastern 
Standard Time, Sunday. The mes- 
gage stirred the hope that the Italia 
would come back to port under her 
Own power. But as the hours passed 
and no authentic message of the 
Italia was received either by the Citta 
di Milano. or by radio stations prep- 
arations were made to rush rescue 
parties to aid the explorers. Again 
radio. was pressed into service. Oslo 
and the Citta di Milano made contact 
with Rome and plans were made for 
Sending relief expeditions to succor 

the airship’s crew. 

Nobile used radio extensively dur- 

-4ng his flights. On his way north- 
‘ward from Italy to Kings Bay he em- 
ployed it almost continuously. -On 
May 3 Nobile lost his way over the 
Gulf of Bothnia, in North Finland. 
He appealed to Danish and Swedish 
radio stations for position reports, 
and upon receiving these he was 
enabled to get back on his course 
and continue to Vadsoe. 

The Italia is said to have carried 
two transmitters. One worked on 
the 900-meter channel and was used 
while the airship was en route to 
Spitsbergen. It was this transmitter 
that was utilized during the two jour- 
neys that the ship made from its base 
previous to its flight to the Pole. The 
first of these voyages of exploration 
‘was made on May 11 over Franz 





Josef Land: After eight hours the 
dirigible turned back on account of 


the thick fog which’ rose to a great |} 


height both eastward and westward. 
Four days later Nobile set out on his 


‘second trip. -Again the weather was 


unpropitious. 
Bight: hours after leaving Kings 


Bay he ‘sent a message relating the |. 


experiences: éncountered. During this 
sixty-eight-hour trip the 900-meter 
outfit’ maintained contact with the 
Citta’ di: Milano, at Kings Bay, in- 
forming the mother ship of the dir- 
igible’s progress. 

Headed for the Pole. 

Four days after returning to his 
base Nobile again set forth. This 
time he headed for the Pole. Less 
than five hours after leaving he 
radioed that the Italia was over Am- 
sterdam Land. The next message 
came through at 8 o’clock that night. 
It reported that all was well, but 
no. position was given. Two hours 
later Nobile advised the Citta di Mi- 
lano that the Italia was following the 
twenty-fourth meridian, west, north- 
west. to the Pole. At 12:20 o’clock, 
Thursday morning, May 24, he re- 
ported to his base that they had 
sailed across the Pole, nineteen hours 
‘and forty minutes after leaving. 

His next message said the Italia 
was starting back to Kings Bay after 
circling the. Pole for two hours ahd 
after dropping the six-foot cross that 
the. Pope had presented to him for 
this purpose. At noon the same day, 
he radioed the Citta di Milano that 
he was halfway home and expected 
to make Kings Bay shortly after mid- 
night, At that time he reported that 
the. return trip was being made 
through fog against strong head 
winds. His last message to the Citta 
di Milano, May 25, occasioned some 
concern; but it was felt that he car- 
ried enough fuel to win out through 
the most adverse conditions and that 
thé Italia was strong enough to with- 
stand the strength of the terrific 
Arctic gales. But as hour after hour 
passed, and no word of his where- 
abouts came through the ether, fears 
for the safety of the airship and its 
crew began to grow. 


The Citta di Milano searched the 
ether, vainly hoping that the Italia 
would pick up the queries and re- 
port its whereabouts. Amateurs 
throughout the northern countries 
fringing the Arctic and in the United 
States tuned in on short waves. It 
was known that Nobile carried an 
emeggency trasmitter working on the 
80.38 meter channel. It was thought 


‘that the Italia’s long wave trans- 


mitter was rendered useless due to 
lack of power. In this predicament 
Nobile - was expected to resort: to 
sénding on ‘the short wave length. 

General Nobile and his radio’ man 
were undoubtedly acquainted with 
the’ ‘‘skip’’ -distance phenomenon of 
the short wave. This peculiarity 
permits a message to be sent thou- 
sands of miles on a minimum of 
power. - Such messages, however, 
may be unheard in the immediate 
vicinity of -the: transmitter from 
which they originate while they are 
picked up three, five or even ‘ten 
thousand miles, or more, away. 

Radio Speeds Rescue Plans. 

In the absence of authentic mes- 
sages from the Italia’s short wave 
installation, however, radio engi- 
neers agree that speculation on 
what happened is useless. The thing 
of importance is the fact that today 
radio is able to speed up relief plans 
to a degree undreamed of a few 
years ago. A silence, pregnant with 
disaster, such-as followed the Italia’s 
last message, would have been ac- 
cepted as disaster itself a decade ago. 
Today every hope that he would be 
found was held from the time ‘his 
transmitter became silent. Radio 
could not bring Nobile back to Kings 
Bay if he and his companions were 
adrift on the ice floes of the Arctic; 
but. radio did speed the necessary 
men and materials that set out. to 
bring him aid; ~

UESTION—I have a five-tube At- 
water Kent set. I am thinking 
of using a power tube. What 

kind should I get? (2). What. are 
the “B” and “CO” voltages needed? 
(3) Must I change the wiring ?7—E. B. 
ANSWER-HLither a 112-A or 171-A 


with the set you mention. (2) If a 
112-A is used the total “B’’ vc 
should be 135 volts and the ‘“‘C’” 9% 
volts. If a 171-A is employed the 
recommended ‘‘B’* voltage is 180 and 
the “C” 40% volts. (3) A duplex base 
can ‘be employed in the last audio 
socket to avoid changes in wiring 
when a power tube is used. This 
type of base is equipped with four 
extra contacts for the additional ‘‘C’’ 
and ‘‘B’’ battery connections fe- 
quired by the power tube. 


QUESTION—I am the owner of a 
Ware neutrodyne. I am sailing for 
Europe shortly and would like to 
know if this set will give results in 
Palestine and Rumania, where I plan 
to visit.—T. R. ANSWER—The set 
will receive European broadcasts 
within range on wave lengths be- 
tween 200 and 550 meters. Some of 
the foreign stations operate on waves 
longer than 1,000 meters. Such. sta- 
tions will be out of range of the re- 
ceiver designed to cover the broad- 
cast channels in the United States. 


QUESTFION-—I have a five-tube neu- 
trodyne receiver with which. I have 
heard some 150 stations, -but it seems 
to: be lacking in volume... WJZ and 


plenty of strength, but Philadelphia, 
fifty miles away by airline, I -:can 
scarcely hear. I am using a:112 
power tube; but it- does not seem to 
make any difference in volume. The 
‘“B’’ voltage is 135 and all batteries 
and tubes are in good condition. 
The antexzina is of the umbrella type 
and has received as far as Havana, 
Cuba. The suggestion has been made 
to use a 171 power tube and 180 
volts “B.” Can you suggest any 


‘| other ‘way to better the volume?—E: 


Cc. D. ANSWER—The fact that: WJZ 
and other powerful stations are re- 
ccived with satisfactory volume in- 
dicates that the set itself is’ not at 
fault—that is, the tubes are OK and 
no audio transformer trouble has de- 
veloped. It would be a good ‘plan to 
try an inverted L antenna, and if 
you desire to favor reception of: 
Philadelphia stations point the wire 
toward. that city and connect the 
lead-in at that end of the wire. It 
may be that the Philadelphia sta- 
tions are not powerful enough to 
‘pen.trate what might be a ‘dead 
spot” that hinders reception from 
that particular direction. — 


QUESTION—I: have an Atwater 
Kent five-tube set.

In‘ arranging: this exhibition, hiw- 
ever, the Kennedy Galleries were not 
s0 much concerned’ with proving 
that ‘we have among’ our ‘artists a 
large number of outstanding etch- 
ers, lithographers, wood ‘engravers 
and other printmakers as,with call- 
ing attention to the fact that these 

today are worthy to compete with 
the foreigners who mare béen out- 
selling them. 


“Too often. in the past,” the pref- 
ace to the.catalogue, reads, ‘‘the 
American artist has not taken the 
copper plate seriously.” It was used 
in a spirit of play, with little regard 
for its immediate interest or future 
consideration.

Even in this 
enlightened day- one hears now and 
then. that Childe Hassam’s line is 
“not an. etcher’s line,’” and gains no 
favor by uttering sincerest thanks 
that it isn’t, that ‘this great etcher 
has eontributed his own line, to’ the 
lovely art. .The plates of these men 
will be fought for by collectors of 
the future.

BASKIN STOPS WESTERNERS 


Beats Nichols to Take 120-Yard 
Hurdles—Tierney Defeats 
Spencer in 0:48 4-5.

Stanford’s stalwarts from Califor- 
nia clashed with some of the best 
athletes in the East at Travers Is- 
land yesterday afternoon, where the 
Spring games of the New York A. C. 
were held, and again came off with 
a lion’s share of the honors. The 
Coast team, which won the intercol- 
legiate championship last Saturday 
at Cambridge, sent eleven men into 
action, and several of them bettered 
their previous performances, There, 
however, were notable exceptions. 

Scored on the basis of a scratch 
dual meet between Stanford and the 
New York A..C., Californians won, 
45 to 27%, which is a: remarkable 
feat when it is considered that the 
Winged Foot organization is consid- 
ered the strongest athletic club in 
the world. 

This score is calculated on the 
basis of seven of the eight events in 
which Stanford had entries. In the 
pole vault, where Stanford captured 
third, the New York A. C. had no 
entry, and this event is not consid- 
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ered. 
King Stars in High Jump. 

Some of the outstanding perform- 
ances of the Stanford athletes were 
a running high jump of 6 feet 6 
inches by Bob King, which is the 
highest the national and I. C. A. A. 
A. A. champion has ever jumped in 
his life; a javelin throw by Leo 
Kibby of 209 feet:. a running broad 
jump of 24 ‘feet 6% inches by Kimball 
Dyer, and a discus throw of 145 feet 
9% inches by Eric Krenz. 


These four marks were good 
enough to win victories and were the 
outstanding Western performances. 
The shot-putting of the Westerners 
fell. off somewhat and the liberal 
handicaps accorded other athletes 
prevented. Stanford victories. 

A crowd of about 3,000 persons saw 
the games, which were held with a 
strong breeze blowing across the 
field: This probably helped some of 
the marks, and of course would nul- 
lify the making of any new records. 

It was in the 120-yard high hurdles 
and the quarter-mile run that the two 
New York A. C. athletes stopped the 
Westerners, while Sabin Carr of Yale 
again conquered the Stanford pole 
vaulter, Ward Edmonds. Carr won 
the vault with a leap of 13 feet 6 
inches, which was tied by his team- 
mate, Frederic Sturdy. Edmonds 
vaulted 13 feet. 

Weems Baskin, once of Alabama 
Poly, who is the national seventy- 
yard champion and has been unde- 
feated since the Penn relays of 1927, 
kept his vg, ed victories intact. by 
winning the 120-yard hurdles. 

He defeated Ross Nichols of Stan- 
ford, who recently won the I. C. A. 
A. A. A. hurdles championship, and 
also Nichols’s: team-mate. Clarence 
West. Nichols fell in the final, going 
over the seventh hurdle, and de- 
tracted a little from Baskin’s victory 
as the Southerner would have liked 
to defeat his Western opponent 
standing up. However, West was on 
his feet and finished second. The 
time of the winner was only 0:15 1-5, 
but Baskin gave an impressive ex- 
hibition when he qualified in his heat 
in 0:1445 to hopelessly distance 
FY hong who was'second, and also qual- 

ed.

Nichols. qualified in his heat in 
0:151-5, defeating Edwards of Yale 
with ease. The meeting in the final 
of Baskin and Nichols was eagerly 
awaited, as both are candidates for 
the Olympic team and last Saturday 
Nichols, defeated the best of the col- 
lege hurdlers in capturing the I. C. 
A. A. A. A. championship. 

The Westerner was away in front 
and at the end of two hurdles led 
Baskin by a foot or two. en Bas- 
kin began to overtake Nichols the 
latter pressed and lost his form, hit- 
ting and falling with the hurdle.

CHICAGO, June 2.—The first big 
objective in the attempt of the 
American Davis Cup team to regain 
the trophy lost to France last year 
was taken today when Captain Wil- 
liam Tilden and George M. Lott Jr. 
of Chicago defeated’ Captain Teizo 
Toba and Tamio Abe of Japan for 
the third and deciding victory in the 
final-round tie of the American zone, 
thereby qualifying the United States 
to meet the winner of the European 
zone abroad in July. 

In the presence of a gallery of 1,600 
spectators, among whom were the 
Japanese Ambassador to the United 
States,. T. Matsudaira, and his 
daughter, Setsu,: en route to Tokio 
for her marriage to Prince Chichibu, 
the American combination disposed 
of Toba and Abe in the successive 
sets at 6—1, 10—8, 6—2. 

With the triumphs of Captain 
Tilden over Abe and of John Hen- 
nessey over Yoshiro Ohta in singles 
on rig this victory gave the 
United States the necessary three 
matches to clinch the series. The 
final two singles will be played to- 


morrow, but there will be nothing 
at stake. 


Coen Gets Singles Post. 


Because of the poor condition of 
his feet, Hennessey has been excused 
by Tilden from playing his final sin- 
gles match and Junior Coen will sub- 
stitute for him against Abe. Tilden 
will meet Ohta in the other engage- 


ment. Lott left tonight for New 
York, while Hennessey departed for 
Indianapolis. All four members of 
the American team will meet in New 
York on. Tuesday. : 

In clinching the series today the 
American team has swept the boards 
just as it did against Mexico in the 
first round and against China in 
the semi-finals. Not a match has 
been lost in this zone and only one 
set was yielded, that one going to 
Mexico in the doubles. 

There was never any doubt about 
the outcome: of today’s match, 
though in the second set the Japan- 
ese made a highly creditable show- 
ing and played on even terms with 
the Americans until. the deciding 
break was effected through Abe in 
the eighteenth game. Considering 
the fact that this was the first time 
that Tilden and Lott have paired 
together in doubles in three years 
without any practice whatever, it 
was no mean performance they 
turned in winning the match in 
straight fashion. 


Losers Pair Together Well. 


The Japanese were a smooth work- 
ing combination, coordinating with- 
out a hitch during the hour that 


the play lasted, and had they been 
a@ little more consistent in their in- 
dividual work they might well have 
taken a set. Abe.at times played as 
brilliantly as any man on the court, 
placing his-drives with an acumen 
that often left Tilden and Lott 
standing flat-footed as the ball sped 
down the alley, and his. volleying 
had the gallery cheering. But the 
brilliant strokes were offret by an 
equal number of glaring mistakes, 
and his service was most inconsis- 
tent of all,

made four double faults, and in both 
the second and third sets the last 
point was won by the Americans on 
an error by him of the same char- 
acter. Yet, as a general thing, Abe’s 
service was most difficult to handle 
and elicited faulty returns by both 
Tilden and Lott repeatedly. 

Toba. did. not stand out as much 
in the match as did his team-mate. 
His game was lacking in the spar- 
klin shot-making that featured 
Abe’s, though in the second set he 
won his share of the plaudits at the 
net. The Japanese captain acted as 
ballast for his partner, keeping the 
ball ir play and helping to force the 
openings for finishing shots by Abe. 

Iden was clearly the outstanding 
Man on the court. ‘His generalship 
and cunning in taking advantage of 
the slightest opening left unguarded 
were a source of delight to the gal- 
lery as he shaved the ball over the 
net with breath-taking drop volleys 
at the most bizarre angles. 

Keeps His Rivals Guessing. 

He had a few bad moments when 
he paid the penalty for his daring,

The striking contrast between the 
American’s cool, clean stroking and 
the nervous flurries of the Dutch 
champion tells the story of the 
match. Miss Wills simply remained 
on the baseline and drove fiercely 
to all corners of the court, letting 
the Dutch girl make errors, tactics 
which never failed. 


Keep Away From Net. 


Neither player ventured near the 
net a single time, Miss Wills because 
it was unnecessary, and Miss Cou- 
querque’ because she appeared 
frozen to the spot where she was 
standing. ‘The latter’s unusual num- 
ber of double faults—12—made the 


match easier for Miss Wills. 

The Dutch champion is of superb 
athletic build, weighing nearly 200 

ounds, and is tall in proportion. She 
s possessed of unusual hittin wer, 
but was greatly handicapped by her 
stage fright. 

In the first two games of the match 
she won only one point, dropping her 
service at love, while Miss Wills won 
hers, 4 points to 1. Rallying, the 
Dutch champion began : putting the 
power of her square shoulders be- 
hind her drives and won her service, 
making the games 2—1. Still un- 
steady, Miss Couquerque dropped the 
next two games. She had made 
seven double faults in her three ser- 
vice games. 

On Miss Wills’s next service the 
Dutch girl was playing better tennis, 
even returning her rival’s fast first 
service.

Dog Exhibitors Plan Court Fight 
On Bay State Anti-Cropping Law 





Fanciers Fear Action Is Opening Wedge for Other States to Follow 
—Shows Will Be Hard Hit—National Dog Week 
Is Proposed in England. 





With the signing by Governor Al- 
van T. Fuller of the bill against 
cropping, that measure is now the 
law in Massachusetts, becoming op- 
erative on Sept. 1. 

However, that a court test will be 
made seems inevitable, although at 
present the supporters of the cropped 
breeds are rather stunned by the 
Swiftness with which the blow fell, 
and have not had time to formulate 
a concerted plan of action. The bill 
had been sleeping innocuously in 
committee ever since the lively hear- 
ings on the original text in the late 
Winter. 

Of a sudden, in greatly altered 
form, it was brought up and quickly 
passed and sent to the Bay State 
Executive. An appeal for a public 
hearing before the Governor was 
made by New York and Massachu- 
setts fanciers without success. A 
final request was made by local fan- 
ciers, and Governor Fuller heard in 
private the plea of one lone Boston 
terrier representative. 


Declined to Hear Arguments. 


It is reported that Governor Fuller 
declined to hear any extended argu- 
ments, stating that opponents of the 
legislation had had fuil opportunity 
to present their case at the proper 
time before the legislative Commit- 
tee on Legal Affairs. With that the 
case was closed, and soon after- 
ward the bill was signed and became 
a law. 

While the fanciers in the eight 
cropped breeds are still studying the 
details of the new law, they are also 
figuring out its effects on the shows 
to come. Several important Summer 
shows will get by, as the law do:s 
not take effect until Sept. 1, includ- 
ing those of the Ladies’ Kennel As- 
sociation of Massachusetts and the 
Ladies’ Dog Club, both of which will 
be held this month, and the Berk- 
shire Kennel Club event in August. 

But after the effective date some 
of the leading Eastern exhibitions 
certainly will be hard hit. Among 
them will. be the fashionable Lenox 
Horse and Dog Show Association, 
the two-day Eastern States Exposi- 


ber; the great four-day show at the 
Brockton Fair, and the Middlesex 
County Kennel Club and the Worces 
ter County Ke~nel Club, all three be- 
ing scheduled for October. 


A Blow to Exhibitors. 


While the law does not prohibit 
the showing of dogs with cropped 
cars after Sept. 1, if they have been 
cropped: previous to that time, the 
requirements of the statute make it 
so irksome that exhibitors from out 
of the State will prefer to exhibit 
clsewhere. Each dog’owned by a 
non-resident will have to be regis- 
tered before being shown, and éach 
registration will cost $1. That would 
be an important item to a large ken- 
nel when tacked on to entry. fees, 
shipping and traveling expenses, &c. 

As to the ultimate effect of the law 
on dog shows in this country, .the 
fanciers in the cropped breeds see 
few rays. of hope in the future. It is 
now planned to bring a test case as 
soon as possible after the law be- 
comes effective, and; if necessary, 
carry it to the highest courts in the 
Bay State. If ultimately beaten they 
feel that they will have to be: re- 
signed. to the inevitable. 

The cropped-breed folk regard this 
as the entering wedge, and if the 
law is upheld other States are al- 
most certain to follow suit. While 
no, intimation has come from the 
American Kennel Club as to possible 
future action, it is not at all improb- 
able that the matter will be brought 
up again later in the year. It ‘is 
likely, however, that the dog govern- 
ing body will await final-court action 
before once ‘more ‘putting it to a vote. 


Dog Week Planned in England. _ 

A movement has been initiated in 
England for the establishment of an 
annual National Dog Week, and al- 
ready a council made up of leading 
fanciers has been formed to forward 
the plan. The first celebration of 
the event will be. held the last week. 
of September, and while no patron 
as yet. has been named, :it has been 
suggested that the Prince of Wales 
be apeross : ; ;

Skyscraper to Rise’ Opposite 
Grand Central Will Cost 
About $30,000,000. 


The fifty-two-story Lincoln’ Build- 
ing, which will also be known as 60 
East’ Forty-second Street, is to be 
erected immediately on the site long 
used by the Lincoln National Bank, 
the Lincoln Storage Warehouse ‘and 
the -Athens Hotel,’ opposite’ Grand 
Central Terminal. The land and 
building, on ‘completion, will have 
cost approximately $30,000;000, ac- 
cording to the present estimate. 

Some months ago Pease & EIli- 
man, Inc., sold the site to a syndi- 
cate headed by John H. Carpenter, 
who has financed and still owns 
some of the large buildings on Park 
and Fifth Avenues, and Louis H. 
Bean, Vice President of Dwight P. 
Robinson & .Co., Inc.. Among the 
syndicate members are the Comrades 
Realty Company, N. J: Hess, a real 
estate investor, and J. E. R. Carpen- 
ter, architect. Included in the syndi- 
cate also are a large financial house 
and several other individuals. The 
Lincoln Forty-second Street Corpora- 


tion will be the name of the owning 


company. 


The site has an area of 42,051 
square feet, facing 181 feet on Forty- 
second Street, 179 feet on Forty-first 
Street. and 49 feet.on the east side of 
Madison Avenue.

Building Volume Holds High Level. 





The -volume of contemplated con- 
struction ‘announced in the~ United 
States in' May held to the same high 
level: as in the‘ two preceding years, 
at least so far as big jobs were’ con- 


cerned. - 


In the month of May large con- 
struction’ projects ‘proposed’ were 
valued at $389,500,000, with buildings 
costing $150,000 and upward holding 


prominent place ‘in nearly all’ sec- 


tions ‘of ‘the country, the’ McGraw- 
Hill Construction Daily reports. 
Projects proposed during the last 
week in May were valued at $64,350,- 
000, which compares with $64,750,000 
in the preceding week. The week's 
operations: disclosed ‘a gain’ in new 
school construction. 
Divided into. the various classifica- 
tions, the totals for the week were as 
follows: Apartment houses and 
t | hotels, $13,100,000; public work, in- 
cluding road improvements, $12,600,- 


000; schools, $11,900,000; office build- 
ings, lofts and stores, $10.200,000; in- 
dustrial projects, $4,100,000; hospitals, 
$3,550,000; theatres, . $1,750,000, and 
unclassified jobs, $7,150,000. 

Construction work in New York's 
metropolitan zone continues to run 
ahead of the 1926 figures despite the 
predictions of a slump. 

‘Housing, however, leads, and there 
is hardly a.town-in nearby West- 
chester; Long Island or New Jersey 
where this’ class ‘of construction ‘is 
not running far ahead. of the first 
three months of last year. 

Another’ important fact’ that the 
building reports. show .is; that there 
is.a_decided.trend toward a better 
grade of home building, and that the 
average cost of the small house is 
on the increase. 

This, however, is said. not to be due 


to increased building and material 
costs.

Industry «-Affects “Whole - 
Building Tenancy. 


OWNER ALSO IS INVOLVED 


Concentration of Certain Manufac- 
tures in Special Structures 
Is Advocated, - °° 


The desirability of concentrating in 
suitable buildings tenants carrying on 
lines of business that are extra haz- 
ardous from the standpoint of fire, 
such as celluloid manufacturing and 
storage, lacquering and film storage, |; 
is becoming apparent to property 
owners and tenants, according to a 
survey made by the Fidelity-Phenix 
Fire Insurance Company. 
In commenting upon the investiga- 
tion, C. W. Pierce, Vice President of 
the company, says: 
“It is not generally known that the 
presence of even one tenant whose 
operations necessitate the use of 
flame or hazardous materials, such 
as celluloid, lacquer, gasoline, ether, 
&c., has the effect of increasing the 
fire insurance premiums of all the 
other occupants of the building in 
which he conducts his business. 
“On many occasions it has hap- 
panes for example, that a structure 
ousing a number of occupancies 
which are classified as only normally 
fire breeding is ‘invaded,’ so to speak, 
y a concern using dangerous proc- 
esses or materials: It is at once 
necessary, on the basis of. underwrit- 
ing experience, to increase the charge 
for: financial protection against .fire 
for the building owner and. for the 
entire list of renters. Frequently the 
tenants and title-holders of adjoining 
structures are. also affected because 
of the ‘exposure’ hazard created. 


Coverage of Stock.

“If, instead of giving no consid- 
eration to -this situation, dangerous 
occtipancies of similar hazard would 
as far as possible segregate them- 
selves in structures erected and 
equipped to resist fire and retard 
the spread of the flames, the. pro- 
prietors of such lines of business 
would help themselves by obtaining 
jower rates. The non-hazardous ten- 
ancies now forced to carry part of 
an’ unnecessary ‘burden would also 
benefit by .being freed from penal- 
ties. Well-constructed . properties, 
with sprinkler equipment and with 
elevator shafts and-other vertical 
openings properly enclosed, offer not 
only lower insurance costs than 
readily burnable structures, but they 
also provide a vital measure of safe- 
ty for employes that is too often 
sacking in the average commercial 
bui Iding.”
